Spci'h of lis ^res dent — In Jus inaugural spe^<h M Huber paid a warm 
tnbutu to his predecessor M Loder, to whose lot had fallen the exceptional honour 
of Being the first President of tne Court the guiding prmciole uf which he had 
defined to he to declare the Ja.\ and the law onl. M Huber tb»ti set forth th* 
manner m which he reg^ded hb duties as President of the Court and the heaw 
responsibilities, which he i^lt were atttfcncd to the position 

Thereis no deubt,b«add*d that nice the Giuat fVar the opinionhas become 
prevalent thnt international life requires to be deeply reformed none the le» 
the great effort made in this <lire>.tioiT winch the L^ne ot Nst'ons constitutes 
IS still the obiect of much sc^tici^m Public opinion is more ready to not* 
th* shortcomings and apparent failures of thi ubtitution than tlie remarkable 
result^ which it lias accomplished Man/ per^os think it merely constitutes 
a manifestation of old politnal idcsa disguised under new methods 

It IS none tne I*S8 true that one conception has aequir^o and possesses an 
enhanced credit namHy, arbitration in general and more' particularly inter 
national luscice Public i^nion is unabl* to appreciate the es ential limitations 
of justice in tlic atnU »en«e of the term in th* realm of intirnational law— a 
branch of law so imperfect eo incomplete and sn difficult to transform But 
that matteis little, the uAcnt al is the belief m the pos ibilitv and the existence 
of an organism above the more or lea's brutal, or more or less subtle vompebtion 
of nobonal sflfishncss, of ao oigambm which represents impartialitv and justic*

Tustice, peculiar difficulties and 
rc'ponsibilitie'i and e pc''iai]v at th'* pn. ent moment when international life 
and justice are passing thmu^ the greafeit cneis known We ha\e reached a 
cntical juncture at which it is equally possible tor us to do much harm or 
much good and this is what renders our re^nsibilit} particularly hea\\ 

Enhance of Gitck and TtekiA Populabmis (*) — On December t^th the 
Council decided to ask tlie Permanent Court to gi”e an advisory opinion on the 
interpretation of the word 'established" as used m Article z of the suth Lausanne 
Convention (Exchange of Greek and Turkish Populations), and also on the condi 
tions which thi^ Greeks cf Constantinople murt fulfil in order to be considered as 
"established” in the term= of the Convuitioa and therefore exempted from the 
obligatory e vchunge of populations 

^s the written proceedings osual m rhe case of requests for advisorv opinions 
had been completed and the Greek md TuiJasb Governments had asked permission 
to .ubmit oral 'tvtcraents, the Court held a puhlu. sitting on January ifith in ord' r 
to hoar the representatives of tne parties M Nicolas Politis (Greece) and TeYfil 
Rouchdi Bev (Turkey) 

In cases submittea for an advisory opinion, there being neither applicant nor 
respondent, the Court hears the rcpresputatives of the parties according to the 
alphabetical order oi the names of tliur countries M Politis who wa« therefore 
called upon to speak hr»t stated the views of his Government and submitted the 
follovrtng conclusions 

1) That the word "established ’ m Article 2 of the Si th Con.ention of Lau 
sanne means persons inhabiting Constontinoplv who, before October 30th, 1018, 
had fixed their domicile there with the intention of habitually residing there, 

2) That in order to be exempt from the compulsory excliangt of populations 
Greek inhabitants of Constantinople must have amved m that citv before the 
above mentioned date, and have cicaily manifested their intention of moling it 
the centre of their mtereets and o^upations, that the decision of the Mixed Com 
mission for the exchange of populations should b« hnxi m cases of doubt as to 
questions of fact in this re^pect, 

3} That prelates of the Orthodox Chur* hattached to the CEcumemcal Patriarch 
are exempt from the compulsory exchange of populations apart from any condi 
tions as to establishment 

The representative of the Turkisb Government — Tevfik Rouchdv Lev, com 
bated these submissions 

As regards the prelates of the Orthodox Church, he stated that the Court 
was not called upon to pronoance any opinion vn this question as it was not included 
m the request for an advi'orv opuu'in Moreover, m hia virv', this que tion was 
vv^Iusively a matter ol Turfish domesbe pohoy As regards the interpretation 
to be placed on the word ‘established", ih'* Turkish Government was of opinion 
that the meaning of this word was to all intuits and purpo'es the same as "habi 
tuallv resident” [damtalusi The Tuikixh Govemmeiit was aI«o opposed to the idea 
of leaving to the Mixed Commission for the E^chang^ot Populations the final deci 
Sion of the question whether Greek inhabitants of Constantinople had given evi 
dence of an intention tn c'^tablish tiiemsdves in that city It was of opinion that 
the granting of such powers to tht ^Iixcd Comimsoion would limit the independence 
of Turkish tribunals in a wiv difficult to aicept, as it considered that Turkish law 
'hould constitute the nei’essarv cnlenum The roL ot the Commission should 
be confined to tiie examination of reported vases of partiality m the application 
of the liw 

After a short reply by M Tnlitis, following which Rouchdv Bey stated that 
he di<l not desire to speak again, the Court mse 
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of the League of Nation', of the InteraaboDal Labour Conference and other

situation in which Germany v ould bt plaad “Should mternuhonal conflicts arise, 
Germany ought to be at liberty to detennme how far she will talc an active part 
in them ’ Later in the communication, the Government express Germany s 
obicftion to being compelled, by virtue of entry into the League “to waive the 
Tight to neutrabtv” 

The Council considers that the following observations on tins point ma^ serve 
a useful purpose The character and extent of a Member’s activi, co operation 
in military measures undertaken by the League m pursuance of the Covenant, must 
vary with the military situation of the Member in quKtion Under the existing 
pro Jisions of the Covenant it is the duty of th* Council to recommend what effective 
nulitary, naval or air forces the Members of the League shall contribute to the 
armed forces to be used to protect the covenants of the League, and it v ould be 
for Germany herself to 'ay to what extent she was m a position to compK with the 
recommendations of the Council The Council would further remind the German 
Government that a Member of the h ague, and of the Council, would always Iiave 
a voice in deciding the application of the principles of the Covenant 

As regards economic measures, the State« Members of the League themselves 
decide, either separately or by prior agreement, the practical steps to be taken for 
the eeeoutiQCL of tlie general obligation whivK they have undectalen But the 
pro'usions of the Covenant do not permit that, when action is undertaken in pursuance 
of Article i 6 , each Member of the League should decide separately whether it shall 
taki any part in that action The Council fecis bound to express its dear opinion 
that any reservation of this kind would undermine the basis of the League of Nations 
andwQuld be incompatible with membership of the Lvi^ue It seems to the Coun 
oil impossible that a Member of the League, and of the Council, should, in thee/ent 
of operations undertaken against a co* cnant breaking State, ntim a status which 
would ex»mpt its nationals from the general obligations imposed by the Covenant 
The Council need hardly point out that other countnes who'e military forces have 
also been limited by the provisions of the eAisting Treaties, have, on entering the 
Lcagu", accepted the obligation of the Covenant without reservation 

Ine Council trusts that friose ob ervations may be of use in elucidating tue 
attitud” of Its Members with regard to the questions raised by the Gorman Govern 
ment 

The general condition' of entry of new Member' are contained in Article I of 
the Covenant, which leaves the dcnsion to the Assembly, v'hich has on repeated 
occasion' declared itself in favour of the umversahtv of the League Only by 
active co operations as a Member can a country have its due influ'-nce in the deci 
sions of the League— decisions whith cannot fad to be of far reaching importance 

In conclusion the Council wishes to express to Germany its sincere wish to see 
her associoted in its labours, and thus play, in the organisation of peace a part 
corresponding to her position in the world

League is not so much to promote IncndH co operation 
and reasoned harmonv in th* managcn'nt of inUrnational affairs es to pcc'erv* peaia 
bv organising war, and fit may be) war on the largest scale Now, it is unhappil) true 
tliat circumstances mav be easily ]magin*d m v hich var, conducted by Mvmb'rs of the 
League, and with its collective as'istaivx and approval will become a Tragic necp'sitv 
But such catastrophes belong to the pathologv of inlernational life, not to ib normal 
condition It is not nhol* omc tor th* otdiontv mao to b* alwavs brooding over the 
possibility of «ome severi. -urgical operation rwrisitwiseforsocietiu to pursue a similar 
course It 18 more hi cK to hasten the dreaded eoasummaticn th&n to hinder it.

Like many otbr delegates 1 and the ^le Tsecboslovak delegation as \ou mav 
remember and eu I apeated btlote our Pailiamont at Prigue t hi n I gave a report on our 
Tork at Geneva wore in ro 'vav unconsc ous ul Uie fact tbit there ner» some rather impor 
tc-nt imperfcetion' end shortcomings m the wort that had been performed so rapidlv in 
a few liiort wets of fesenah labour:

to Mr Chamberlain, tv M Bnand to M SciJoja and the other members of the Council 
His Exoellencv Mr Chamb’^rlaip made some important entu isms of v nous ide^s m 
th® Protocol He cnticisod— I think rightly— certain details of tbe Protocols on the one 
h<.nJ and certain general pnncipes in the Protocol on the other The so'end il>us of 
objections is evidently of considerable importance since it is directed at the e'’entmls of 
the Protocol 4s t/ amplcs and rntieisms of the hnt class I shall quote a few

or the de'ecration o' a flag and ca'ily ending to motrow in a ti-rnblo war 

To dav all these countrws are tired nt thi' state of affairs They long to be at last

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States vhich hitherto ha;e been eonsidercd as pohticallv unripe, intolerant and quarrel 
some in comparison with Western Europe It these States winch to da\ ask lor com 
pulsory irbitratinn, put tlwr sigraturt to such aibiUation and ^ ish to make it general 
I repeat that there can be no more stn! fact and no fa'-t whioli can show better hot 
rapid!/ naliOM ma/ ripen and bn omc read) to rail e the highest aims and political idea!

Furthermore, v e v < re of the 
opinion that arburation \ ill olwava constitute j powerful guarantee 'or ail who co operate

But here! e mi clone more serictsgenptal objection made in the President sstatimenl

' do "ot sf“ a"3 ffff-cn But *■'“ qj stiOu o/n^wnJ agiccmtiii. raiSvJ in ihe 
British Go ernments statement b undtubtedly evtrem.lv fruitful I am very liappv 
t" find it again in thi' document, yhosc importnnct liaa surclv t raped no one For 
tivv vtaro I have been championing this ide-iand particular!/ in the three last Assemblies 
And the approval with which It has been met bv M Scialoja, M H/mins and other coi 
leagues further confirms m/ jioint of view 

But I have a djubt— O', if you 'WiU, I chen'h a secret hope— whi. h I will tonfe s tc 
you imraediatelv when the idea ot a regional agreement placed under tlir guidance of 
the Lraguv and of the Covenant cornea to be studied senoualy I am almost certain that 
if it IS desired to build up sumetLing lastii^, nolid and giving real secuntv, it will inevi 
tiblv become necessary to return to tnc idea of some kind of protocol a restricted and 
partial protocol if you will, a protocol perhwp more elastic than ours and more imme 
diatelv applicable, but all the same a system analogous to that of the present Protocol 
From thv moment the League Covenant i*- adopted as a guide, it brcoine-- impossible to 
escape the int/it»bk logic of thb •'dmirablc do'um'tit particularU a> this would require 
the presenrt ot all the Members of the League 

But what IS "clrcracly important and gratifying in »pite of cv r^thing is th» fart 
that the rcrc ity of rc affirming and completing the Co < nvnt in order real); to establish 
p*acc and security i“ to day recognised b t eryonc I believe that this mm can finally 
i' attamed onh b" a svetem conliining tlir principles we lu.ve incorporated in the Pro 
tiro!, but I do not m any *a^ exclnd" any oilier find of consideration, and particularly 
nut the con irlcration put forward in the British declaration and I am convinced as ! 
hiv* said, thit criticisms such O'- tho e vc luvc here render in valuable service to our 
labours and to the League 

\^e .vant p'tce andsecunty, and as I hnvealrtadv said I think shall get it ooner 
or later tlirough sjme system applving in onr form or another the leading idea« ot tho 
Protocol Meanwhile it i« ptrfcctlv possible to begin bv other attempts, for m the end 
we shall reach th" same result 

The only question that remains b how and when wc shall reach il Ways ot attain 
mg the end mo/ be different, as we have seen in our discussions, and I hope that the debates 
in th" ne' t \ sembl / on artutration will take u$ a furtlicr step forward cowvtds our aim 

I am net pessimi tic either as to the lime when t]i> wim will b> realised, it is obvious 
that time is necessarv for an undertaking M this sort Wc must be patient but at the 
same time worl inccrciv and divotedlv without ceasii^, without becoming w.'arv or 
di cnuragetl

In his opening speech the Chairman recalled that international law derived 
it' essential torcc from a general sense of lusGcc rather than from formal 'Vnttun 
t»xt« Although tlie formulation of lav m wnting might appear ht added m :er 
tain cases to hamper ita continuous and organic development codification on the 
other hand was obviously of the greatest value m sccunng certainty and clearness 
TheaB advantages virc c'penally valuable m mternatirnal law In this domain 
the facilities tor lawmaking vould not be compar'd with those provided by national 
legislation Mr Hammarskjold further declared that the codification of inter 
national law which could n'ver be r^rded as complete or final cculd onlv pro 
gress Jowlv and bv stages Altu passing in revre th» achievements of authori 
tatve bodies in tins domain such as the Institute of Icternatnnal Law and tlio 
International La\. Associareyn Mr Hammirskjold pomted out that the task which 
the Committer was called upon to fulfil was not to drav' up a eod'^ of international 
lav but to prepare a provisional list ot subjects the regulation of which bv mb r 
national agreement would seem most desirable and realisable This 1 st he added 
should not consist m a simple enumeration of chapters but should be sufficiently

decided tliat weekly letters should be sent to the Bureau giving relevant supple 
mentary information including reports from ports of secondary importance It 
was ai'o accided that en(ii.a\ours should be made to obtain and distribute 
r^^ular reports from Camaran, Ei Tor, Jeddah acd dar ng the amua' pil 
grimages, as well as regular information from ^pt and the East coast of Africa 
ns Ur south as Cape Town 

The Bureau in its turn will telegraph to all Far Eastern Governments and the 
Health Section at Geneva a weekiv summary oi all telegraphic miormation recei 
ved It «'nll connrm its weekly tdegram bv a leaflet in ^hich health new from 
an\ source of interest to eastern countrica will bu incotporat'‘d, and will I'suc 
monthly and annual publications 

The Conference decided that anv of the adnunistrations centerned should 
ha;t the light to apply to the Bomu "vt any time fci infwmation, and that the 
Bureau should be authorised to 'end m uigcnt cases emergency tcLgrams commu 
nicatingi if necessary, dirv^t witii anv port health officer in Eastern watero (all 
territories between longitude^ 20 and ido ca»t of Greenwich and latitude 40 north 
and 40 south) In such cases a duplicate telegram should bv addressed simul 
tacLPOusIv to the rccitral admimstratioo 

The weekiv telegram 'ent by the Bureau will be cabled to Saigon , from isaigon, 
by the courtesv of the Government of French Indo China, the telegram will be 
broadcast every Thursday at 830 am, local time, it will be picled up bv the 
Far Eastern Administratioib as well as by the French wireless station of Ste Assise 
near Bordeau'’, taken down in Pans telephoned to Geneva and there incorporated 
by the Central Epidermolc^ical Service with new' received from other sources bv 
cable and wirclus' From Geneva, the complete Health Bulletin will be wirelessed 
to all the Health Administrations of the world 

The Conference recommended that every facilu/ should be given by the Bu 
rtau to medical officers deputed by anv of the Far Eastern Administrations to 
study the worl of thv Bureau, or to cam out investigations with thv material 
availaoJe tncrcin, ana eNpressea tne opioirm ttiat an ndvi'OTW Utoancfi, composed 
of technical representatives of the countries concerned, would be of great "due 
in the development cf the activities of the Bureau This Council might meet 
one e a year, deal with urgent questions m the intervals of the sessions by vorres 
pondence, and funrhon as a special CommioSion of the League Health Committee 
to which It would report 

The budget for the initial evpenses of the Bureau u being met by the generous 
contribution ot the sum of i2>;.oo dollars for five vears, given by the Rockfelkr 
Foundation on the condition that not more than SO.fWi dollar^ shall bt u'ed m 
anv one year It is expected that, whui tne uulitv ot the Bureau snah nav e*)oeen 
demonstrated its cost cf maintinance wjU ultimatelv be met bv the local Govern 
raents concerned 

The representatives of Siam and the Straits Settlements stated that tlieir 
Government' acre willing to bear a reasonable share of the wpense^ ot the Bureau 
and tne ocner representatives expressea Bie gcntrol wilhngne'a of their admims 
trationn to give tins matter favourable conuderation whun experience had 'hown 
the value cf the Bureau 

After the Conference the Bureau vas set up with Dr Gilbert Brooke, of the 
Straits Settlements’ Medical Service as Dire tor The first Bulletin vvas broadcast 
on April 4th

The Treaty of Lau«anne pro”ides for the distribution of th* Ottoman Public 
Debt among Turl ey, States m .,hose fav aur temlcry has been detached from the 
Ottoman Empire since 1912, and States created since tlie war in territories formerly 
belonging to Turkey in Asia The distnbution concerns Loth the annual charges 
and the capital of the debt 

Tile Counc il of the Ottoman Public Debt liad already dotermmi d the anuities 
payable bv the States concerned Seyeral States, however, having made use ot 
the right conterred upon them by the Trca^ to appeal against thf” decisions of the 
Council of the Debt, the Council of the League appointed hi Borcl as Arbitrator 
M Borel, vho took up his duties on January 20th, was railed upon to give In- 
decision in three months Alter heanng thv rcpr&entatives of th» interested 
pities— Svna and Lebanon (temtones under French mandate), Iraq, Palestine 



and Transjordania (tcrntones under Bntiah mandat ), Bulkina, Greer-'’, Itah and 
Turkey— who appeared before him at &ene''a m March, M Bord settled alt the 
points at issue, including queotmns as to dates, assigned revenues and th*" scale

Aa certain di“cision«r of thf* Arbitrator coniirmeii the vnwj of the appellants,

The Comraittee on Tdegraphn* Questions of the League Organisation for 
Commumcalions and Tranat met at Gcn'wa on Apnl 14th and ilth for the purpo'c 
of cumming the situation of wireless r-onimuoicatioas m the light of the convo 
cation of an international tclegrapbn- Conference in Fans and of the approaching 
uonvocation of the Washington Conlerence for the revhion of the Convention of 
1012 

The question of telegraphic communications was in the first place brought 
before the Organisation for Communications and Transit in the form uf provisional 
instructions from the Conference for the re establishment of postal, telegraph and 
t'-lephone services, which 'va» held in Pans in July, 1920, on the initiative, and with 
the CO operation nf the Communications Section of Uie Supreme Economic Couni'il 
Subsequently, on the proposal of the Italian representative, the Council of 
the League in April, ipj-., invited the Advisory and Technical Committee for Com 
munioationo and Traneit to appoint a committee of C'^perts to assist m drav'ing 
up, a« soon as possible new r^latioo» for intcrnatiomLl wireless 

Tills Committee, at it< sessions m July, 1023, in London and in November 
102c, at Geneva, endeavoured to bring about die meeting of a general conference 
on clectriu communications on the basis of the decisionv tal en at Washington in 
tpjn 

At Its April session, the Comouttee came to the conclusion that it would be 
desirable to summon in 1926 a preliminary Radio Telegraphic Conference of all 
European States Thi. oLjeut of this preliminary conference would bo to a'U't 
in papanng the vurk ol the conference for the revision of the London Convention 
of 1912 which the American Govemmmit proposes to summon in Washington 
For this purpose, the prdirainaiy conference would be able to utilise the wnrl 
of the telegraphic conference summoned by the French Govemmunt to mi.et in 
Pans on September ut, J925 

In this connection, the Committee expressed the opinion that it would be 
desirable for the Washington Conference to be convened m 1027 m order to be able 
to appreciati’ the practical bcanng of the decBioiio of the Pans Conference, m so 
far as they might concern wjrelc's telegraphy between fix‘‘d stations 

Till, prdiminarv conference might also, if necf&iary, examine all quenions 
not included in the agenda of the Washington Conference, or 1 hich might be con 
sidcred suitable for the conUubion (d mtemabontd agreements, such as question” 
of ^ irelcss telephony The Committei, considered tiiat the conference might be 
summoned on tb" initiativi, of thp League Oigamsation fnr Communications and 
Transit in agreement with the admiDiatrations concerned 

The Committee further decided to dran. the attention of the Washington 
Contori'nce to a rcoolution of the Sub Committee on Ports and Maritime Navig ilion. 
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The. Committee al'n dceided to drav ^he a^habon nf adm.ni trat.one^ members 
of the internationdl W.relcs« Htnon, to the tact that the exceeave commonmaHon

Dr Hagbert Wright s plan, it c^rersed the desire that this list should be drawn 
up with the assistance of the national committee^ m various countries and that 
the sole responsibility for the national hsts should rest with the persons furnish 
mg the names of the work? 

The Governing Body noted that a certain number of the national committees 
had -agreed to appoint qualified persons to draw up the lists for their countries, 
others had decided to consult libranans and to compose a standard national list 
based on Uic po ordination of the various proposals It further fixed for each 
country the maximum number of worfri to be placf-d on the list Countries publish 
mg yearly more than 10,000 woHs may select 40, those publishing from 5,000 
to 10,000 worics. may select 20, those puDlishu^ irom 2,500 to 5 000 works may 
select 10, and countries publisbmg Ic,s Bian 2,500 may select ; 

The works chosen may deal with the following subjects history, law, social 
spience, theology, philo'ophy bdles. l<*ttres, art, geography and travels, philology

tern, had been repeatedly condemned by international conference as constituting 
a method of rc'tnction particularly liablt to give nsc to abuses, to inflict on inter 
wationJ tiad- ibi, serious disadvantages of unrertaintv ma aclav, and to expose 
it to the possibilitj. of unfair discnmination 

The Committee then drew up a provisioDal list of prohibitions recognised as 
legitimate b\ mtcrnational law and wdiiLh, therefore, would not com" v ithm th" 
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scope of Its investigation' These evreptioos concern measures regarding nabonal 
secuntv or public health prohibihons aiming at coutml of imported good' equi 
valent or analogous to that of home products of the same kind, prohibitions or res 
tnctions in pursuance of intcmationiil conventions on the trade in arms opium 
or other forms ol trade which give rise to dai^eis or abuses, or on unfair compcti 
tion prohibitions applicable to com gold sib er, currenev notes or sccuntius, and 
prohibitions in view ot the protection of mdustnal, literarv and artistic propertv 
The Committee also toosidered that aonic etti*ptions would have to be contem 
placed to mee*' the ca e C'tracidinaiv oi abnornidl ciitumsUntes oi to permit 
a State to defend its corointrce or shippmg ^mst unfair discrimination It 
would bu necessar\, on tin, other hind to avoid such r{icr,ation5 being used m 
orduT to maintain unjustified prohibitioos and rv'tnctlons It would also be necus 
fsarv, the Committee con'idered, to avoid drafting any agreement so strictly as to 
render it impo'sible to obtain general adbcaion 

The Committee decided to continue its in.est^tions on this subject at its 
ne\t session 

Trtatneui 0/ forci^ ^at>emis — Tne Conimictee haa alreaup e'cammca at 
earlier stssions the question oi tht latation of foreign nationals and enterprises 
At its May 'C'sion it made a speual studv of the rights to be granted to foreigners 
as regards the exercise of a profession trade or other occupation \ certain num 
btr ot principles and regulations were drafted tor submission to the Council, in the 
form o£ recommendations 

The Committee was of opinion th it, m general persons exercising a profession 
or trade in a for''ign couatr) should receive th^ same treatment as nationals of that 
countrv subject or not to reaprocitv in their countne® 

The number of profts'ion* industries and nucupitions for which national 
intercts mav require rcstnclions to be imposed on loreigners should be limited to 
the minimum compatible with the protection ol 'ucn interebtSitiiesame rulesiiouia 
apply to restrictions The roronuttcv recommended that discnmination based 
on the nationalitv of persons conuemed should be avoided 

False Customs DeoaruUm^s — Thu Economic Committte appointed a special 
committee of six members to e amine a draft prepared by M Barbosa Caneiro 
(Brazil) m view of an international agreement for the suppression of false custom" 
declarations 

The draft provides, uiler alta that an importii^ country shall be entitled to 
require the Government of the etportii^ country to take proceedings against a 
trader making a fal'c dcularation to the authorities of the importing country This 
question calls for exhaustive I^al investigation 

The speuai committee exarain'’d the vanous categories of acts constituting 
offences and then proceeded in collaborabcn with the L'-ga! Sc'-non of the Secre 
tanat, to consider tlm jundical aspect, of the question

Th® Committee retommendid that, before proceeding to the Cvpulsion of a 
foreign prostitute the competent authonties in each country should inform cbarit 
able aasocidticn' ot the m®abur»s they intend'd to take in order that thc'e as»o 
ciatjons ' lul® respecting th® pnnuple of personal liberty, might be in a position 
to assist th® ®vpellcd person to endcayout to provide her with other means of 
eyistcnce and to give her e.en support and tielp It con'tituted a permanent 
committee consistii^ oi the Spanish, I'oli'li and United States delegates to «tudy 
que'tjons relating to propapnda 

With regard to tlie prote- tion of chtldrco, the Committee determm®d its sphere 
of action and drew up the programme of lU future work It dLCid®d to tak® the 
normal fhild -i' the basis of its sludv and to erapfusiro the eonsiructi.e side of 
child Welfare at least as strongly as the question cf prolectii^ tiie child from adverse 
influences or sham®lul e'cploitation

I Tht Coi’dettlum 

The Convention comprises 41 articles and ts divided into five chapters Its 
object IS to establish a generdl ^stem of supervision and publicity for the interna 
tional trade in arms munitions and implements of war and a'specia! system for 
areas where measures of this find are generally rcrogni'cd as particularly necessary 
Chapter I defines tl c arms munition^ and implements to which the Conven 
tion applies Tliey arc divided into five Cutvgories,-arm5 of evclusive war utility, 
arms of po'siblc \ ar ulilitv warships aircraft and other arms 

Cnapter II laya down tnat Governments omy shall nave th right to export or 
import arms of the fir^t cat^ory (o.clu'ivc var utility) Exceptions ar** centem 
plated in the case of mauufacturers of war matenal and duly authorised riflo clubs 
or similar associations Consignm'‘nts for export must be accompanied by a livcnee 
or declaration of the importing Government Arm<' of the second category (pos 
sibis war utilitv) mav also only be exported under cover of c port documents 
As regards the foreign trade in the hrst and second caugories the Convention 
provides for publicity m the form of the regular publication of statistical returns 
within two months of the clo$« of each quarti'r The trade m arms of til* third 
and fourth categories t c warships and aircraft is subject to publicitv regulations 
only The trade in arms of the fifth category is lac

engagement!) concerning the prohibition of export import or transit of arms 

Disputes an'ing between the Contracting Parties as to the mterprotatioa or ap 
plication of the Convention shall if they cannot be settled by direct negotiation be 
referred for decision to the Permanent Court of International Ju'tioe Should 
the parties to the dispute not be signatories of the Statute of the Permanent Court, 
the dispute shall be referred eithir to the P< rman> nt Court or to a court of arbi 
tration constituted m accordance with the Hague Convention of 1907, or to some 
other arbitral tribunal '' 

The Convention viU come into force after ratification by fourteen Powers 
Ratification dnd sub<iequcot ai;ces«ion» will be notified to the French Government 

II Protoco’ relaltng lo Cfartca’ and Baclertolo^ical Warjare 

Thi« Protocol, v.hich is mainlv due to the initiati/e of the American and Polish 
’Delegations, contains a fiwlianftnm ’wy •tftm.'ii Vm. 'CtmiraJinig ?uwuri TV-Tigim 
that the use in war of asphvMating, poisonous or other gase , and of all analogous 
liquid , materials or devices, has been jiistl< condeomed by the general opinion of 
the civib°cd world, and that prohibition of such use has bcin made in treaties to 
which the majoritv of Powers are parties With a view to the a'-ceptance of this 
prohibition as a part of international law binding aid e the conscience and the 
practice of nation®, the Contracting Powers, m so tar as thuy are not already parties 
to treaties prohibiting such use, accept this prolubition agree to extend it to the 
use of bacteriological methods of warfare, and agree to be bound as betv'cen 
themselves according to the terms of ^ dci laraCioc 

The High Contractu^ Parties fnither underbd'e to do all m their power to 
induce other States to adhere to the Protocol Adhesions will be notified to the 
French Government and, by the latter, to all s^toiy and adhering Powers

The signatories declare that their Govemments intend to apply strictly their 
internal hws and regulations to prevent frtudulcnt commerce m arm', and to 
exchange all information on the subject, they declare further that the Convention 
must b' considered as an important step towards a general system of international 
agreement: regarding arms and ammunition and impUmcnU of war and that it is 
desirable that the international aspect of the nanufacture of such arms, ammu 
nition and implements of war should rcccivo carlv consideration bv the different 
Governments 

In ins closing speech M Carton dc^iart summed up the v'ork of the Confer 
euro |‘\Vp are he 'aid ‘ to prc'ert the wodd urtH a solid 'rruoturo not 
built in the cloud', but founded upon the rock of solid realities The reduction 
of armaments is not yet achieved but an important step has been mnde towards 
it For the first time, to use the very apt evprc'sion of M Paul Boncour-tlie 
t7i.de in arms is removed from the domain of piwutc Uvv and ontots that of publit 
law 

''And mde''d,M it right is it desirable that atrad* v'hich so nearly affects the 
world ti peace should be abandoned without rcgulabon to be ths sport of greed and 
private mtcrestaf Is it net m the interesti of all tliat both vyporls and imports 
should be supervised, mon. particularly in countries where cxcc'sivc liberty m 
tins respect would encourage disorder aod aggr<4sioQ? To these questions our 
Conference lias replied bv an emphnUc affirmative and bj practical decisions'’ 
The Chairman terminated hi.tpetjiwithavotcoftliaok' to the League of Nation' 
whose initiative and pcrsvvcnncc liad, he said, permitted the attcinmcnt of a 
result for which it deserved a Iwgc share of credit, and winch would doubtless

The question of the transfer by the German Govtinment to th*- Polish Govern

The Polish Government ha.ing subsequently requ-st-'d the Council to give 
ctfcct to its decision of December oUi, tbe latter deaded to discu*^! th” question m 
June It invited the Secretary General to notify to this effect the German Goverh 
mont, tho Agent General for Reparations Payments and the Reparation Commis 
Sion, requesting them to communicate to the Secrelanat any observations they might 
desire to mat r 

\t its June session the Council evamined the replies nhrh had been received 

From the letter of the Agent General for Reparations Payments it appeared 
that m consequence of an agreement reached on January 14th I02t, bv the Allied 
Finance Ministers, ho was nnt m a po ition to nud'O anv payment for the purpose 
specified out of funds received or to le recei/ed under the Dawes scheme 

The Reparation Commission in its report stated tlut it was without authority 
in the matter and suggested that it would be necessary to submit the quesbon to 
arbitration as provided in the London Protocol of August jO, 1924 

The German Government, on the other hand maintained that payment of the 
instalment m question could only be effected out of the Dawes annuities, m accor 
dance with the Dav'es scheme, which was accepted by the London Protocol of 
August Ifith, 1924. and of which Poland was not a signatory In the opinion of 
the German Go.ernment a doubt accordingly existed as to the method by which it 
should discharge its obligations 

On June pth, tho Council expressed its regret that in consequence of a kgal 
controversy soaal insurance funds wbch were of great importance for the vorking 
population 01 Upper Silesia had not been at the disposal of the competent autho 
ritie= at the appointed date The Counol coibidered that the question might be 
S' ttled b / arbitration as provided lor m the London Protocol and as suggested by 
the Reparation Commission

The Couneil on Junt 9th appmed the itport of the Health Committee on ilic 
work of Its recent session 

With regard to the programme interchanges for the coming year the Council 
appto\i.d xnter aim tl t proposal of the Committee to organist a special mtcrchangi. 
in Wcbt Afnoa for medical offieem of the Colonial Health Services of Belgium 
Trance, Great Britain, Portugal, Spain and the Lnion of South Africa It was 
decided to forward to the Persian and Albanian Governments respectively the reports 
prepared by Dr Gilmour on health conditions in Persia and by Dr Haigh on malaria 
in Albania 

The Counul noted the agreement to be negotiated bv the Netherlands and 
Belgian Governments with a view to rendenog the sanitary measures relating to 
notification more effective and lc>s burdensome to commerce It considered that 
the c'ctension oE such agreements to other maritime countries siiould bo recom 
mended, with the addition of a clause providing for tim reference to on international 
health organisation ot differences with regard to their interpretation 

With regard to the application of Article 8 of the Opium Convention of Februan 
19th, 1905 the Council deaded to invite the Governments to furnisii a list of pre 
parations containing narcotics to which m their opinion the Convention should 
not be appiicablv their composition precluding the recovery of tlic narcotics for 
consumption as such 

The Council finally cvprcssvd its gratitude to tiic Government of French Jndo 
Cluna for the arrangcmcot by vhicli the wireless station at Saigon transmits free 
of charge the bulletins of the Far Castem Epidemiological Bureau It also thankvd 
tiic Government of thv Dutch Cast Indies for a <timlar offer

The Council noted the resolutions of the Confercncv on Sleeping Sickness 
with regard to administrative measures m view of the cooperation of th" 
medical and administntivt staff m frontier districts of contaminated areas and also 
Its proposal to send an international Commission to study the question on the 
spot Mr Chambtrhm (British Empire) informed the Council that tlit Govern 
m^nt of Uganda would plact its bboratoncs at Entebbe at the disposal of the 
International Commission on Sleeping Sickncas for one year

A general interchange of public health ofBoab— the fourth during the present 
\cu— tool pla\.c m Belgium from May 4th to June 19th This visit was arranged 
by the League Healtli Organisation. 

The course included a sene' of lectures on tlic geological, gcograpliic, and 
climatic conditions of Belgium on tie development of social institution' public 
as'istanc" and vital stat sties on sanitarv organisations and kgislation and on 
the p otc'tion of children It began at BrusseU and was completed by visits to

Electnfiealvin of Austnaf Rmbt<ays — The Financial Committee noted the 
propoia's of '•he ^ust^'an Goier'/nent with regard h the eW^-rhcats'i the 
Salzburg Innsbruck section of the Arlbetg railway line The electrification of 
the section between the Swia« frontier and loosbruck which began before the rccon 
struction scheme came into force is now terminated and the Austrian Railwajt 
Direction is of opinion that it is aKolutel/ neces«arv to begin work on the 
Innsbruck Salsbuig section The Committee accordit^y recommended that a 
sum not e \f'eedinf 88 million gdd crowns should be allocated for the purpose from 
the reconstruction loan

At the meeting of the Financial Committee, which was attended by the Hun 
ganan Prime Minister, Count Bctlilcn tbe Finance Minister Dr Budd and other 
representatives cd the Hungarian Government the Commissioner General of the 
League at Budapest, Mr Jeremiah Smith, made a general statement on the worl mg 
of the reconstruction scheme 

Mr Smith announced that the Hur^nan financial situation at the end of the 
present fiscal year (June ^oth) surpassed all expectations He was happy to state 
that there would be no deficit in budget for 1024 ips:) In this conne tion he 
recalled that the League » schem. bad allowed a penod of two and a half >ear° for 
balancing the budget Two third* of thv loan issued with a view to meeting bud 
getary deficits, during tlic period of reconstruction had not been drawn upon This 
'ituation he said, was largHv due to a considerable increase in receipts which had 
not been reckoned with in the reconstruction scheme ^s a result of the institu 
tion of a new Hungarian National Bank tlie crown was now stable and conUdence 
had returned 

Mr Smith explained that, in order to achieve these results the Government 
had been obliged to levy taxea'<hich were a particularly heavy burden for a country 
with mamly agricultural resources In the opinion of tho Commissioner General 
the present revenue from taxes represented the limit of Hungary’s taxable capa 
citv The budget for the coming year was balanced and would be submitted shortly 
to the Hungarian Parliament Mr Smith considered that a decrea=e m revenue 
during the coming year was not very probable On the other hand, he said, the 
harvest prospects, an extremely inqiortant factor in Hungary s economic prosper 
ity, were satisfactory 

The rinanual Committee also considered two questions raided by the Hunga 
nan Government, namely, the increase of the salancs of officials and the employ 
ment of part of the loan proceeds for capital mvestments 

On the recoramendabon of the Finanaal Cotnnuctev tlie Council on June 9th 
agreed to a certain increase m the salancs of Hm^nan officials and also to the use 
of part of the reconstruction loan for capital mvcslmvnts It drew attention to 
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the nerecsity of the prompt condusion of comianml taatiea and of the reduction 
of tariff barriers 

^ith regard to reductions of admim,trative staff proposed bv the Economy 
Committee appointed bv the Hiu^;anaii Govenunent, the Council expressed its 
hope that the o measures might be extended in a more radical scheme of reorgani 
sation appropnate to thi, present administrative requirements of Hungary 

M Scialoja (Ital/), on behalf of the Hunganan Ckimmittee of the Council 
stated that explanations bad been furnished to the Committee with regard to a 
question raised at the Marchse'sionof the Council by the Roumanian Czechoslovak 
and Serb Croat Slovene representatives These cxplanabons M Scidloja said, had 
been noted bv the representatives ccmceropd, who had agreed to communicate 
them to their respectiv" Governments

lished facts in Western Europe thanls to a Convention concluded by Germany 
Belgium France and the Netherlands There existed alvi an agreement between 
the riparian States regarding navigation on the Elbe So far however nothing had 
bv*n don« in this matter as regards navigation on the Danube or in Eastern Europe 
nor had anv attempt been made to establish a svstvm embracing all the inland 
water ('ommunications of Europe 

As the Advi'ory and Techracal Committee had repeatedly emphasised such 
an attempt was now absolutely essential, if it wue proposed to construct m the 
neir tuture imoortant lunction canals between the different river svstems on the 
lines ot the great canal now under '•onstractioii between the Rhine and thv Danube 
wnicii would oe nav gabi'' for vessels of 1 200 torb 

It would, th" rapporteur added be realised that the'C questions of inland na/i 
gation must necessarilj be looked at from the point ot view of one continent, but 
the method of investigation adopted for Europe could be applied later to other 
continents as required

The Council on Tune 8th postponed to lU neat session the consideration of 
the question of the Greek minontv m Constantinople and the Turkish minority 
m Western Thrace, m order to enable the League Commie tonera to finish their 
report on the subject 

The neutral members of the Mixed Commission for the Exchange of Populations 
had undertaken to pursue, on behalf nf the Council, an enquiry into the situation 
of the mmonties in question The enquiry i< terminated, but the Commissioneis 
in View of the fact that they were unable to present a report for the June se'aien 
of the Council, requested the adioumpinent of the discussion until September 

On this occasion, M Caclamano< (Greece) and Colonel Tewfil Bey (Turkey) 
announced that their respective Governments were engaged in negobations on the 
subject, which, they hoped, would be brought to a successful issue before the next 
meeting of the Council 


1 — Minobities in LrrauANiA 

On June loth the Council notuJ a report by M de Mello Franco (Brapil) on the 
situation of minorities in Lithuania, which contained the following passage 

It IS my agieable duty to state at cna* that the informatiDn which the 
Lithuanian Governffieot ha« been good eniugh to supply to the Council is evi 
donee of that Governments desire to co operate \ ith the League of Naticins m 
removing an\ doubts wlwh might exist v to the wav m which the Lithuanian 
people fulfil its cbligabons tovrards thusc of its fellow itisens which belong to 
a minority I wish also to add — a haS indeed alreidy been said m the note 
of Decembtr iitb, 1924, — that certain of the petitioners complamts have been 
satisfactorily eApIaiaed m Ui^ Ijthuanian Ccvcmmcnt s observations, and that 
moreover certain other complaints are oufside the sphere of the international 
obligations a' umed by that Government in virtue ot its declaration before the 
League of Mahons of May 12th, iq^ retycetiag the protection of minorities 

M dc Mello Franco then asled the Lithuanian representatite,vho was present 
at the meeting, for supplpuieatary information and explanations on certain points 



M Zaunius (Lithuania) in leph, furnished to the Counril information on tho 
following questions the right of minorities to address petitions to the League 
the eiKuston of minonhi.' from tiiw Dm'- Corru^.oBi and the methods used m 
Lithuania m taking the census of ip2j the u'e of mioonty languages in the pre^s 
in public meetings, in the Ian courts, cburdies and schools for administrative 
purposes, m signs, adverti'craents or po Ws, and in the account books of com 
mercial industrial and credit institutions the s^arian reform and its application 
expropriation as punishment tor an offence and without indemnity, and the e\a 
iudtion and allocation of forests 

The Council requested its rapporteur to continue hi< study of the am stioa and 
on thf ba«is of the fresli matenal furnished by the Luthuaiuan represeotativ e to 
prepare a new report for its September session

The Counal had before it on June icth the reply of the Greek Gov ernraent to 
questions raised b\ tlm Couiu'il ra March with r-^rd of tlie situation of the Slav 
speaking minorities in Gaece 

The Grecl Go-'ernment opiamed that no ni’w Icgisia^iv'' or other measure 
had so far been tal^on with a view to givii^ effect to tlu stipulations of the mmo 
t ties tcea*w, fc* '•I’e rea'cr iha*' t*" o"''. care "ito c or “ugu-td^h 

last and the tim® limit fer the voluntar» and ri*aprocal emigration of Bulgarian 
Greeks to Greece and Greek Buiganajis to Bulgvia only expired on December 3i8t 
The Greet Government moreover pointed out tliat long before the mmo 
rities treaty, Gtei ee had protected the legitinidtt nglit of minorities by I'gi lative 
and other provision" constituting in the opinion ot the Greek Government, an 
almost complete system for the protection of such nghts The Greol Gov rnment 
added that it would alvaYs oar particular attention to the aoplication of the mmo 
rities treaty and it intended to take all legislative or </tlwr 't' ps Ahich c perience 
might show to be neijibsary in addition lO those already in castence 

With regard to the requirements ot the Slav "peal mg mmnritv m the matter 
of eoucation ana public wtrvhip, the Gitck Government -tali-d that t voJd 
e' amine in a fri'ndly spirit an/ request which that nunoritv might submit fer the 
opening and maintenance of schoelb with teaclung m it> ov n language The Go 
vernment further announced that it would be prepared to consider any request 
from Slav speaking members of the Orthodot Church concerning the use in a 
church of their own language instead of Greek 

M the Council meeting the Greek repre'entaUve M Carlamanos explained 
the steps ” hicU the Grecl Government had talcn or was about to take to ensure 
the fulfilment of its obligations from the beginning of the next school vear (Octo 
ber 1526) 

Provision will be made in th*- bu(%et of 1925 load to a'sist such communities 
as de'ire to louna schools for the Slttv speaking popiffation m Greece K special 
programme will be drawn up in order to facilitate instruction m the language of 
the minorities where important settlements of these populations exist Measures 
wilHbe taken to recruit in time the necessary qoalifi'‘d teaching staff Bools 
will be prepared and printed at the expense of the Greek Government The School 
Board has been instructed to talm the necessary deci'ions during the summer 
so that the Greel Govemraent at the beginnu^ of the ne^t school /car, will be 
n a pQS'tion to meet its engagements with regard to the Slav speaking minontv 
it ij understood that the instruction given for the benefit of the Slav speaking 
minority will also include instruction m Greek 

As regard" the reiigmus needs of the Slav sp<^ng minority, the Greel Govern 
ment is prepared to extend to its recenBv acqmad territory a system whicn up 
to the present, has only been m force m Old Greece by which communities have the 
nght to elect their own pnests 



The Greek reprc'eatative added that l^al documents not written in Greek 
were admissible m law courts and that evidenre given by persons not speaking 
Greek was reevivtd bv the Courts through the intermediarv of interpreters 

On the proposal of Wr Chambcrlam the Council declarcQ mat the Grcel 
Government s letter, supplemented b> Uie erplanution of the Gn.el representative 
was satisfactory and showed that Uie Greek Government realised it' obligations and 
was prepared to meet them

in the petition 

M Tituivsco informed the Council tiial, since the end of March 1023, no mea 
suree of material conhscation had b®en taken against the fanners in question and 
that he was authjri'ed to offer the Council his Governments assurance that it 
would suspend all measure® which might tend to aSect the slaUts qw as legard^s the 
holding of these farmer®, until such time a> the Counal could give a tinal opinion 
upon the main question. 

On the proposal of the rapporteur, thv Council postponed the examination uf 
tni question to its ne session 


3 — Genbrai Questions 

On the propo»al of M deMJlo Franco (Brazil), die Council on June lOtli adopted 
a resolution confirming formally certain practwes with regard to the con* 
titution of the eocallcd Mmentics Comimttcc, which, m virtue of the Council s reso 
lubon of October 25th ipao, considers all petitions and coinraumcations relating 
to the protection of mmontie* The Conunittcc u tomposvd of the Acting Presi 
dent of the Council and two colleagues appointed by him 

The lappoateui noted that the Mmontics Committee whle esc’vvg *'lie 
other members of the Counal the right of initiative conferred upon them bv the 
treaties had become the normal body for draJif^ with the League s work m connec 
tion with the protection of minorities This, made th» appointment of its members 
a question of very '■onsiderable importance 

The resolution adopted by the Council provid.-d that when the Acting Pre'i 
dent of the Council was the representative of the State of which the persons belon 
ging to the minontv m question were subjects or the representative of a ncighbou 
ring State of the State to which the minontv m question was subjg^t, or the repre 
sentatue of n State the majonty of whose population belonged from the ethnical 
point of vie\ to the same people as the roinonty m question, the duty v'hich de 
vblved upDii him under the resolution d Otober zSth 1Q20, should be performed 
bv the most recent holder of the Presidencv vho was not in the same position 
The Council further laid down that the President m sel'“cting hi* collea|u»s 
should not appoint the repres^tatues of Stale' which came v ithin the above men 
tioned categones

The German application dealt with tv 0 different question^, the taking possca 
sion by Poland of a nitrate factory at Chono v, and the intention manifested by 
the Polish Government to evpropnati, certain la^e agncultural estates m the same 
district 

As regards the factory at Chorzow (a matter m regard to whu h the interest 
it stake have been estimat'd at lio million dotij, Poland endeavoured to sho / 
that the Cnurt had no yunsdirtion, basing its contention mainly on the following 
arguments 

(l) At the time when Poland tork possession of Hie factory at Chorzow tiierc 
was m th' view of the Polwh, Government, instilication for regarding it a' the

•\s regards the German application in so far as it concerned the large agricul 
lural estates the Polish ai^umcnt was that an action would be premature, since 
the Polish Government was still invest^ting the soundness of objections made by 
certain owners concerning the intenbonoftheGoveramcnt to proceed to expropna 
tion notiec ol whieh had been given them In one case this investigation had 
resulted in the 'ithdiaval of the notice 

The German Representative disputed these contentions regards the 
Chorzov factory he endeavoured to show that the ceesion of the factory to private 
persons had taken place under perfeedv regular and lawful conditions Further 
more, he denied that the same case was pending elsewhere for in his view, the 
suit' referred to other tribunals were both bv their nature and the parties con 
corned difierent Irom tnat whieii baa oten Drougnt before Me Court As regards 
the agricultural estate', the German representative was of opinion that the action 
was lustified bv the fact that the notice of intention to proceed to expropriation 
m itself constituted an aet calculated seriouslv to injure important private mte 
rests and that the German Government ifithadnctforthwith filed its application, 
would have run the risk cf finding itself confronted with a /a t aampl 

The Court retired to consider its judgment, reserving die right to ask the parties 
for additional information

The Gov rnmg Commission of the Saar Territory has forwarded to the Secre 
tary General its tventy second report covering the penod April 1st to June jOth, 
1035 

The report may be summarised as follows 

Eicnon'c and Sflfial — The economic and social conditions were 

substantially the ame as during the hist quarter ot IQ25 The yield of the mines 
was 1,197,^40 tons m April J 185,781 tons m May and j,i:6 3:0 tons in lune 
The production of the smeltii^ works remained stationary 

There v ere very few unemployed m tbt Sarr Territory The report however 
draws attention to the fact that, during the last days of June there were signs of 
unrest among the working vla'ses particularly among thv miner' "ho had asked 
for an increase in vages m April 

Tradf and industry are 'offering from the unccrhmtv >vhieh ha' prevailed 
since January lOth 1025, and which can only be disp' lied by the conclusion of the 
Franco Gfrman Treaty 

The Governing Commissinn in r*ply to an enquirv from the France German 
Delegation preparing tlie clauses concerning the Saar expressed it Aillingnes' to 
unijertake certain duties m virtue of this agreement

tory, the Governing Cummission decided to grant special facibtics for the payment

Thi, Coramiasion examined th*- reports on the administration of Nauru and 
Neu Guinea m the presence of Sir Joseph Cooi H^h Commissioner for Australia 
m London the report on Bntish Tanganvil'a m the pre'^ence of the Hon 
W Ormsbj Gort Under Secretary of State for the Colonivj th^ report on British 
Togoland m the presenue of Captain Ifansfieid Distnct Commissioner of fne Gcia 
Coast ^dmmistration th" report on South West Vn< a m th" presence of Mr Smit 
High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa m London and the reports on 
French Togoland and the French Cameroens in the presem c of M Duchene Dirci. 
tor of Political Affairs at the French Colonial Ministry 

a) Fretic} Toiolaud — The Administrator of French Togoland M Bonne 
carrke who was also presi,nt at the cxammatinn of the report on that territory 
made t the requ st of tli, Comiussion a g-neral statement on the situation 
and on the policy of the French administraboo Thi' policy h' said aimed at 
educational development partituhrly voiational traimng and at native co opera 
tion in the adrami'tntion at the territory Thus it uas that at Lora^ the 
natives through their Council of Notables were coa<ulted as to tlie establishment 
of local measures such as the levy of taxes 

In order tu develop a sense of property in the nat ve population the French 
administration had founded agricultural «yndicate<i a measure which had promoted 
the agfcul^aral dcce'opraert t* *h' ^emton Cr^to" which was introduced m 
102^, was no? being cult sated and evported with satisfactory result^ M Bonne 
carrvrc added that the budget surplus of the last few year* vhmh had been pa d 
into a resene fund was not entirely due to taxation but to the minti:^ of local 
coinage and to the sale of British cuireocy m which ta^u had been collected m 
previous years 

The Commission noted with satisfaction that in French Togoland as well as 
m the French Cameroons a new military organisation hid been established and that 
the military forces of the«e temtone' were now <mtirelr distinct from tl o'e of the 
neighbouring Trenrh colomei 

It was also glad to learn that a charge in legislation m oder to remove all 
ambiguity as to the legal statu« of State lands was under consideratiun Divergent 
Views were expressed in the Commssion concimit^ the legality an advisability 
of the taA described as a Labour Levy which was imposed m both th^ae territories 

The observations of the Commission conr"ming Tc^land bore on the d reot 
participation of the natives ai the general admmstrative If" of the countrv the 

development of vooationJ and 3g:'Cj’*'j'aUaiBi'ig <-hc po’icy promoti’’g t' e 
moral welfare of the native« bv improvu^ their matrnal condition and certain 
points concerning labour the liquor traffic and public nnance 

b) French Cameroons — At the request of th" Commission M Duohene gave 
information on labour conditions land tenure the medical organisation and finan 
cial situation of the French Cameroons He drew attention to the fact that a 
loan of 2“; million francs contemplated in 1922 for pubiio works had not vet been 
raised on account of a recurring budget surplus Thisv^ar h said a sum of 5 mil 
lion franc' would be raised which with the present rcoorve of 4600003 francs 
would enable the Admmi'tcation to pursue the work, already bugun 

The Commission asked that the next annual report should contain complete 
information with regard to the ronditions of lifv of natives working on the Central 
Railway and m view of high mortality stati'hes expressed the desire that the 
Mandatory Power should dtvilop the medical service attached to th^ worls 

c) Bnlish Togoland — A general statement on the policy of the Mandatory 
for Bntish Togoland wa' madi, by Captam Mansfield Distnct Commissioner of 
the Gold Coast Administration 
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The Commission asl erf for supplementary information on transit questions, 
on the metnnds us^^d la sttunnq and pa\ii^ for labour, on the development q[ 
the medical semee nnd on the system of land tenure It noted the mlnrmation 
{,ivcn m the annual report on the svstem of education and expn-S'ed ito satisfaction 
iiiat tiu-ncruitingof natrvisotTt^obndlor the Gold CoiSt Mints had rtastd 
A desire VO' expressed formoro details cootcrnioge'^pendilure in thcTerntory 

d) Tmigfluvifa — The Hon W Urohby Gore who preuded over the Com 
mi'XKn S'nt out last year by the British Government to study conditions m all 
r ast African ti rritoric' under British authority laid before the CommiSbicm the 
information collected dunng his stay m Tanganyika 

Mr Ormshj Gores stattment showed that tlie British Adm mstration lud in 
VIC'S road and railwav construction on a Luge acale, and intended to eneournge 
agriculture m the temtorv a' joon as outlets had been provided for He ''xpiained 
that tin, most serious pixJiicni with which the Administration had to d"al v iLh 
uas that of the tse tsc fly 'Vhost ravages vert enormous m certain parts of the 
country man\ nch and .atik coinmunitits having been entirely wiped out 
The British authontiov bad roamtained and utili cd the native organisations 
for purpose' of admuiislratton Vrhere no such otganisatmns existed, the autho 
ritiw had endeavoured to devdon thtm On this occa'ion Mr Onnsb/ Gore drew 
the attention of the Commission to certain difficultiea of an admimstrativ e character 
due tu the fact that the warlike Masai Inbc on the KcnvaTanganviha frontier, 
had n serves on both snJi,> of tlie frontier, and was thus subiect to t"o different 
aulliuritios 

The ComniiRion thanl cd tlie Mandator. Power for sending copies of the report 
of the Ea«t “frica Commission and stated that it would follo'v with keen interest 
the mca urps tsl tn ngBirKt the tse t e flv It noted the diffi''ulties in connection 
with the Masai tnbe and expressed its willingness to c/ amine any proposal made 
witli a view to improving the situation provided that it did not involve any limi 
tationof till control exercised bv the Leogue under the Mandate 

The Commission also noted with interest that a labour department had b^en 
trcitcd m the T-mganvila AdmiiU'tralion, that a working arrangement would be 
rocehed between the educational department of the terntorv and the mission 
schools and that the Amani Institute v ould probably soon be rc opened etc 
Further information was requested on certain questions concerning labour 
problems nf general administration slavery and public finance 

c) So ilh H (Sl 4fr ca — Information on the administrative organisation 
of the temt'-rv v a: furnished by Mr Srait A bill providing for the in'titution 
of a I cgislative Counnl composed of a certain nuudeer of members nominated by 
the vdniinistraior and others chosen by vote w before the Union Parliament This 
bodv will deal with questions eonccniing agneulture lio'pitals, postal, tebphonc 
and Iclegnphic services, public health, public worls, waterwavs and for^’Sts etc 
Questions of mtivc polity and certam other matter^ will not come within its pro 
vircc 

Mr Srait remarked that the economic difficulties which had been an obstacle 
to the investment of pnvatc capital m the territory seemed to have disappeared, 
vs during the past war a consid'^rable number of new enterprises had been started 
with a capital of several milbOD pounds sterling 

The Commission again called attention to the absence of any report on the 
C''privi 7ipfil winch v as, howevrr |Homi'ed shortly It noted the proposal for 
a l^gishti <- council vhich it undeist^ would in no wav derogate from the undi 
vidtcl rc ponsibililv of the Mandatory Power to the I t-^ue of Nations 

The Commi'sion appreoatod the efforts made to reduce deafh and disease 
among the labourers in the diamond miiica at Ludcrits but noted that the raor 
Uliiy rale wa„ stil extremely high As r^ards oati/c education, the Commission 
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reoupsted a statemu3t cS »-ije po’i>.j of the Ms'ids'-ory, aid uha commen‘'e6 
m particular on the e\ppnditure for this purpose and co operation mth the admi 
nistration of the imot' "^he prpsen'' I^faJ s tLator thelo-ner Go^cri 

mint railwiys aupervision o/er the northern distnrta th- ^ork of religious mis 
Sion the, rights of the r>al»t rs *o re km h^bai 'and ojh Je -eje'vcs anJ 
the debt of the territory also formed the subject of observation^

of New Guinea the Commission took note of a memorandum bv Colonel Ainsworth 
\/ho at the requssL of the Australian Government had rec^ ntly proceeded to an 
investigation concerning the administrative arrangpinents and matters affecting 
the native popuhtion of the temlor) Sir Joseph Took explained to tlie Com 
mission vlnt action tht Australian Govmimciit intended to take a' a result ol 
the rerommrndations '•ontained in th» report 

The Commission noted with interest that die Marulaterjf Powir had already 
approved som of ColonU AinavoriUssogccstions such as the ore ttion nf m Advi 
sorv Council the adoption of a policy of native agriculture an annual grant of 
£10000 for the betterment of the conditions of t'le natives On the other hand 
the Austrdlian GovToiuenl v/as unable to agt'^c to other rropoaala, in particular 
thos' roncaning changes in the immigration regulations 

The organisation of in aJvisop council wax noted with mtirest and further 
information concerning the e’rtension of effective roatrol over the islands tin 
training of public officials and the review of judicial deci inn by the courts m the 
distrmts wa reque ted Ob^i nations of the Commission also referred to the 
complaints of the Chinese population on certain labour matters the exten'ion of 
the Austnlian Navigation Act to the ttmlory and Ih financial situation

11 — The Permanent Court of International Justice (*) 


I — Eighth Session 


Gerimi Inlerrls n Upper Siksia — On August 25t!i the Pemanent Court 
of International Justice dtbvfrEd, at a public sitting its judgment on the prelirai 
nary objection' raised bv Polmd against the Court's jurisdiction m the ease inlro 
duced by Germany conccramg certam German interests m Polish Upper Silesia (*) 
In the ludgmont the Court treated separately the matter of the taking over 
b\ the Poli'h authentic, of a nitrate factorv at Chorzew and that of the notification 
of their int> ntion to expropriate certain large rural estates in Upper Silesia 

In both respects the Court nphdd its juti«diction and decided that the case 
should be heard on its munis the Polish National Judge dissenting 
Poland based its objtcbons mainly on the foUovung con'iderations 

(1) A concerns the Choiaovlactorx cm the one hand that the dispuf* ifany, 
did not fall under those articles of the German Pcdish Convention concerning Upper 
Silesia, which alone could conier on the Court jun diction m the matter, and, on 
the other hand, that sons con'-i‘ming the same suujcct were already pending before 
other tnhunJs 

(2) >is coaiorns tht lai?t rural estate*, tlial the suit vis premature, Poland 
not having yut decided v<licther v propnation wav actualK going to take placo 

Dealing with the Polish objections the Court first of all laid down the pcin 
cipltt thut, m order to dtvsdt as *0 te own totrpeUr t to deal t'\ the ea«e it itiusi 
ascertain whether the clauses on which the decision on the Application mu>t be 
based wc^ amongst those in regard to whicli the Court's lunsdiction is cstabhslicd 
Poland having taken *omc ot the arguments ad.anccd bv her in support of hoc 
obicction from the merits of the ease, tiic Court realised that the r^nquiry winch it 
had to undertake mvoKed touching upon 'objects belonging to the ments It the 
refOTc stated in terms tnat nothing wbicli it 'aid in the present judgment could be 
regarded as restricting ns entire freedom to estimate the value of any argument 
advanced bv cither siac on the same subjects during tin pioeei.dings on the merits 
^ concern* the first of the Polish arguments mentioned above, thi. Court found 
tliat the dificreflcc of opmion between the Patties really related to the question 
\ bother certain provisions of tlie Geneva Convention, vhich had admittedly not 
been applied to the taking over of the Choraow factory, should have been so 
"ipplicd These provision* v/crepreci*el> tho e contained mthe arbclcs ovcrwhicli 
the Court had juri*diction One of these articles, the Court found was intended to 
defin" Poland's pov ers in ri^d to the taking posse^'ion of property m Upper 
Silesia It followed m the view of the Court, that it might refer al 0 to the extent 
of the sphere of application of the Articles in question and consequently to the 
diflercncc of opinion as defined above But if this were so the Court s juri'diction 
o\ cr that difference v as proved 

The Court vent on to 'how that for other r^'ons as well the divergi-ncc between 
th’' Parties came uad'-r the clauses giving jun'dietion to the Court Thus, tlic 
property til enovetv 3sa"big industnalundcrtaling’m the sense of these clauses 
further, on the. faro ot Uu* doenmopt* the r«l eVatc, I kc t^'c movables, wa*, whf ti 
th»tahngo\croccurrcd privately owned The Court did not at the prc'cnt stage, 
consider the exact legal nature of that talang over 

A' regards tht second of the Pdi»h contentions relating t" tlic pendency of 
pn\ ate suiU con'^ rnmg the 'am'* subje ^ the Court found that it v as not really a 
pl'-a of ' litispendence", . hich, if upheld m^t *u'ptnd jurisdiction, but even if 
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that T ere so, the elemi.nts tvhieh constitute "Iibspendeno." were not present, above 
all because th" Court and tht other tnbimals concerned ftere not of the same cha 
racter 

With regard to the lai^e agncultural estates, the Court found that it> juris 
diction was recognisi,d m prinaple also by Poland, who merely contested that thi' 
jurisdiction could be exercised at the present moment when Poland had merely si 
gnified an intention to e proprrale which might never be teahsed In this respect, 
ho^vcver, the Court liild— with the German Government— that the giving of notice 
in it'elf placed seriou' rcstni-tions on nghts of ownTship, and, therefore, that 
there no doubt evisted a divc^nce of opmion between the Parti'‘s as to th“ true 
effect of notification But tne clau<« deabng with this nutter were precisely 
among't those over which the Court had jurisdiction 

When the judgment had been read, and the Foibb National Judge had reac 
out his dissenting opinion, the German Agent asked the Court to grant him three 
weeks’ time for filing Ins Case onthe ment 

The Court ha. mg n^'ted thi* request, the Pre'ident declared the Eighth Sessior 
of the Court to be closed 

NewC<issbelofs‘hCtiurleonctTnniiurali.$laUsviUpperSile!i(i —On August 
sjtli the German Charge d affaires at the Hi^ue nled with the Registry ot the Per 
manent Court ot International Justice an ayplicutioo instituting proceedings against 
Poland m a matter coneerniog certain German interests m Polish Upper Silesia 
The question involved two further ‘‘large rural estates” (*), the owners of 
which had been notmed of the Polish Govemm'*nt’s intention to expropriate their 
properties 

Th* German Government submitted that liquidation of the estates m queston 
would not bu varranted under the Geocaa Con''cntion concerning Upper Silvsia 
It further submitted that the proceedings concerning this nev/ .uiC should bo 
joined with those earlier introduced b> Germany r-'lerniig to certain German inte 
rests m Polish Upper Silesia (See above ) 

Legal CotiiiscUiirs to the T.irmi' GooerrMU ( ) — The Turkish Minister for 
Foreign Wairs has mfonn»d the President of the Court of the names of the persons 
appearing on the list prepared bv the Court whom the Turl i«h Government has

The first report is a volume of 430 pages, and is published in Engli'Ii and 
French It describes the organisation of the Court givii^, m addition to an actount 
of the past year’s proceedings, a nummary of the work accomplished since its crea 
tion This volumo thua constitutes the beginning of a historv ot tiie Court, to be 
continued and kept up to date m future issues

vtred byf the Court up to June istn, 1925 The object of these suramarie': is to 
condensf into more ri.adable form the actual te^ts The latter, however, should 
mvanablyr be considered a= the *oIe authentic documents 

The text IS also given of the admuustrative deasions taken by the Court before 
June :5th, 1925 Sev' ral chapters, one of vhich contains biographical notes on 
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the judge dcil' \ itli the ni^amsation statute regulations, fimncnl admmi 
•^tration and uublieations of th'* Court

gi\eii \iith regard to clau'ts of treaUo. proxiding for rtfcrenc' to tlic adsisorj

Report of the experts {•) ~ Mr W T Layton and Professor Charles Rist have 
submitted to the Council the rteulls of their investigation concerning the relation 
of the economic conditions m Austria to the work of financial reconstruction und^r 
talen bv th» League of Nations 

The fir«t part of the report contains th** general conclusions drawn bj the 
experts the second consists of anneves m the form of documents on industr> 
agriculture, foreign trade soaal conditions currency, banh«, etc 

The experts draw attention to tlie fact that Austria, 1 ke all other European 
countries, has not as yet succeeded in healing the wounds caused by the war Sh> 
has however «ide by side with the proces« of financial reconstruction raadcvcrv 
great progress m theeconomicspbcrc Thcfinanaalcnvisof 10:4 following a period 
of opeculation and causing the failure of one largo bank and manv smaller ones 
restricted credit and high interest raUs abated gradually during the winter of 1924 
1925 At thin moment however Iht number of unemployed in "Vienna increased 
considerably rising from 80000 m October 1924 to 189000 m FebruRry 1925 
By July of the same year it had fallen again to a: 000 

In some quarters it was assum^^ that Au»tnaii lodustrv had been seriously 
hit bv the financial crisis while in otheiw it was interpreted as a proof that Aus 
tria would be unable to cope with the new conditions m which she had been placed 
The opinion of the League c pert» i« that neither of these deductions n. justified 
The marked rise m unemployment is due to the fact that during the last eighteen 
months Austrian industry has made a considerable effort to reduce the rest of 
production to eliminate sup'*rfluons workers and to introduce more economical 
methoda of working This teDden*^ is the counterpart in private business of the 
reconstruction work in the sphere of pubhr finance 

Ail the indirus commonlv used to nn asurc economic progress bear v'ltness 
to the fact that there has been a marled and regular improvement since 1022 The 
upward movement continued during the first half vear of 1925 The iron and steel 
production favourably influenced m 1023 bv the occupahon of tlie Ruhr decreased 
in 1924 but showed recovery in 1021; 

The trade balance shows a considerable deficit This is however largely 
covered bv revenue' from the evpiTiditiire of foreign visitors from investments 
m States formerly belonging to the Austro Hungarian Monarchv and from the 
railways 

Vienna plays an important role m the economic life of Austria Its industries 
are th'‘ mam source of Auatnan exports The tradp of the Port of Vienna on the 
Danube is rapidly increasing and Vienna has remained an important commercial 
and banking centre Its population which had decrea’^d after the war, has begun 
to increase again since 1920 Inaword Vienna farfrom being a too heavy burden

Tie Trade Pnokm — The chief economic difference beUcen the Austrn 
of jQij and that of to dav t that present day Austna is no longer a s''lf sufficing 
unit The prevar trade batween Austria and the various provinces forming 
tl c Dual Monarchy ha' bwwne mternabonai trade Lil e England, Belgium or 
Srili-crland Austria is now a country living by foreign trade It is undoubtedly 
pns iblc for Austria to increase her agncultunl production and to reduce her fuel 
imports by the devdopment of her water po?tr rcser.es But such measures, 
nlthough they may diminish cannot remove the dependence of a country with a 
'mall tcrritoiv upon I'ternal trade The proccs' of indu'trial re cd iptation is 
therefore not a question of adjusting production to the home market, Austrian 
indusUv mu't be rc oiganised for foreign tnde Whether Austria can find the 
nccc'sarv marhets depend partly upon the efficiency of her production, it depends 
far more however, upon the tariff pohev of tlie countries witii which she must 
cvehange licr products 

The commercial pobey of States created since tic war based upon the idea 
of economic ns well as nobtical indepcndeno^ hns produced cliaotic results in nn 
area which as Austro Hui^aiy had hitherto enjoyed compute freedom of trade 
Tlic rv'uits of tins policy are bong felt bv all the succc.'ioii States most keenly 
of nil by Austria who depends more largely than the others upon foreign trade 

The experts express the opinion that Austria s economic trouble, do not differ 
essentially from those of many other countn'^ While they do not feel called 
upon to formulate concrete propo'als on the 'ubject of the improvement of the rola 
lions between Austria and her nciglibours tliey draw' nttention to tlic fact that 
tlic League of Nations has on .cvcral occasions recognised the c\ il effects of execs 
nivc tanffs The Genoa Conference, moreover laid down the principle that the 
t'’rritornl change* resulting from the world war should alter as little as possible 
the normal channels of trad* 

Capital — The c^'perts draw attention to the importance for Austria to be able 
to obtain capital at moderate interest The circulating capital ha' been used up 
bv inflation, and the workup balance of the industry has dccrca'cd Bank deposits 
liad shrunk at the bcgmiiinf of 102, to msigmficant sums Although they have

Dbiikitatidn of the Port of Danzig for the pupposfs 
OF THE PoUSK PoSTAl SERVICE 

The High Commissioner of the Leagopat Danzig has forwarded to' the Mcrabem 

of the Council the report of the Commission for the Dplimitation of the Pori of 
Danzig, together with his observations thereon 
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The Commi'sion stayed at Danzit; from Joly iQth to s^rd It made a tour 
of m'pectioD, heard tlte interested panics and dn.^ up its proposals for th" deli 
mit‘’ti'>n of the Port 

According to the aihi orv oprawn of the Pcrmincnt Court of Internationai 
Justice deliycrcd on May i6th WS Poland is entitled to establish in the Port of 
Danzig, con'idcred ns n temtonal area a pfwtal ser\icc available for general U'c 
The conflicting a^ments anduced by tiic partios as to the delimitation of 
the Port r ere a» follow' In the Polish Men, the port in the postal sense should 
include not raerclv the Tvattts affording hdtered mooring and berths for unloading 
or taking in caig'' tc^cthT with the sheds and dll tile v aterside tc'^hnical plant 
but also the town where the shipping and trading firms Ujing the ships and the 
technical port equipment forbusmc<:s transactions arp at worl 

The view held bv Danag n. th it the Port is limited to the harbour waters and 
certain technical plant aloi^ the banks only a portion of the " atets and oi the 
site ccuped by technical plantadmimstercdbytheHarbourBoardshould however 
fap included m the Port by the boundary to be tracpd 

The Commi'sion was unanimously of the opinion that the Port m the postal 
'cn'c should include not mcrelv the area occnpiiyi by its tcchnicdl plant but aUo 
the area m which its cr-ianonuc constituents ycrc concentrated It considered 
that wherever docum- nts contamed reference to postal communications between 
Poland and tiif Port of Danzig the reasonable inference was that thev refcrr"Q 
pnmariK to communications from and to trade and shipping firms agencies, 
banks etc , v hich rould not in the nature of things set up their main c'tablishmcnts 
on the water, on the qua.s or in warehou'cs 

Thi ComraiaSion nevertheUeS agreed that the tov n area to be included m the 
Port should not exceed such preportions as would be necessary It considered 
that tlio Polish postal area should be restricted to those portions of the actual 
town where establishments whose vork was conn<’cted with the Fort were suffi 
ciontly numerous 

In the Commission « opinion, the boundary hould be traced with a view to 
the inclusion in tii" Polish postal aru of the buddings situated on both sides of 
thi streets of 'quare through which it passes 

The report al.o draw attention to tiie fact that certain Polish authorities in 
particular the Office of the Polish Commi'siom r General and a number of firms 
Using the Port are established outside the area as delimited The Commission was 
of the opinion that if in three months time no settlement had been reached os 
regards i) the delivery of postal matter addres'ed to Pohsh authcntics outside the 
Port and 2) facilities for the deliveiy of postal matter for addressees outside the Port 
at addrcj'cps vithm the Port, the Ine 'hould be reconsidered as tlic proposed 
boundary had been drawn with a vie™ to such a settlement 

To allow for poaSible changes m the position of tin, economic nnd td-imicii 
equipment of the Port the Commssion considered that it vould be advisable 
to provide that tlie Port boundary Jiould br subject to revision every five years 
at the rcquc't ether part)

Turkey and Iraq has been published and wiH be submitted to the Council at its 
September session The report descnbes the work of the Commission analyses the 
geographical ethnii'al historical, economi'’, strat^u and political arguments put 
forvard in Memoranda addressed to th^ Commissmn by the Bnti'h and Turkish 
Governments and terminates Mth the conclusion^ of th** Commission 

General FcaUres of the Investtgaim and d't Report — The Commission did 
no*- con^ne its investigations tu tfu. City of WiX.tiI, it pursued it enqu*' es "^hroug 
hout the Vilayet in villages, rural distncts and among th” nomadic tribes En 
qmnes were addressed to all cl<isscs of th population to the religiou- authorities, 
heads of tnbes or clans and leading merchants mid to other o'‘rsons of importam,'’ 

In its report the Commission draws attuntjon to the faft that as the Turlish 
and Biiti h Goteinment- icti^iustd the ncces'uy of consulting the populatovn of 
the distnct, it was essential for the Commission to endeavour to obtain the widest 
and most thorough knowledge of the wishes of the inhabitants 

The Commb ion however did not feel able to support the Turkish argument 
rafavour of a plebiscite for the following reasons Themaiontv of the population 
IS not sufficienth advanced, for a measure of this kind for <■l•ntu^IC^ the inhabitants 
have been <wayed by the opinions of their political and religiou* auihoritiej So 
far as thv unbiassed crprc'sion of opinion is at all obtainable it can only tJvC pla'-e 
through th'' intermediary ol old established authorities or certain 'rtll known 
persons 

The method adopted by the Commission was to evplam the object of its mis 
Sion in very simple language to the persons who come to meet it, and to make its 
enquiries after the assessor' had withdrawn Witnesses were a$«ured that secrvcy 
would be observed in regard to their evidence The Commis»ion did not coniino 
Its enquirv to the views of the mhabitanb with regard to the political status of 
the ternten The enquiry vonstituteJ at thv same time a psychologies! stud} of 
the population The questions ask'd also dealt with 'conomic and commercial 
problems The Ccmmission vi»ited warehouses, bazaars and markets in different 
places, partiuularlv in the City of Mosul It made a speoal study of ethnological 
geographical and geological conditions as well as of means of communication and 
dgncxiltuial icaouicss 

Conclusions — The final conclusions rcachvd bv Uie Commission are stated 
as follows in the report 

Looking at the question entirely from the point of nev of the interests 
ol n' populations conccmco, th' CoiDoussion conviaers uiec ic wowu oe to some 
advantag' that the disputed area should not be partitioned 

pn. the basis of this umsideration the Commission, ha mg ass gn'd j rcla 
tve value to each of the facU wh ch it has estabhshed is of opinion that impor 
tant arguments, particularlv ot an economic and gccgnphiual nature and the 
sentiments (with all the reservations stated) of the mviontv of the inhabitants 
of the territory taken a' a whoh. operate in favour of th" union with Iraq of 
the whole territory south of the BnissBlsline subject to the following conditions 

(1) the territory most remam under the effective mandate of th» League 
of Nations for a period which mav be pot at twenty five vears, 

(2) Regard must b» pad to the desires e-epre sed by the Kurds that ofE 
i. a's o' Kj dish rareshojfdbe jf^nted for tin. adawiistration of tlii“ircountrv, 
the dispensation of justice, and t»achingin the schools, and that Kurdish should 
be the official language of all these sernces 

The Commission is ooninnad ttat if the League of Nations control were 
to terminate on the evpirv of fte four years Treaty now in force between Great 
Britain and Iraq and if certain guarantees ot locd administration were not to 
beg Je- ‘otlekuid ottb' peoplcwimld ha-ve prefinefiTuikisb 

to Arab sovereignty 

The Commission is also convinced that the advantages ot thv union of the 
disputed temtory with Iraq 'mmld in that case be exchanged for verv s^nous 
political difficulties, and consnleis tha^ under tnose vircumstanees, it would 
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b" more advmUg^oBS for the tmitorv to remain und'T tbe oiercignt\ nf Tur 
U\ ■vho e ntcnpl cond tions '•nd evlennl polilnl situation are incomparabK 
more stable thin thOjC of Iraq hale tf dec sion may b" taken tiscss'ntial 
however that Inq should rt am the Diila region which is necessary for the 
solution of the irrig’’ on problem

region in the direction of the Far East, and suggested amongst other measures 
that the Persian Government ^ould be ui^ to put into force without delay a 
more effectivi. system of control over e port, of opium from Persian ports 

With regard to the question of anti drug propaganda, referred to in a resolu 
tion of the Fitth Assembh the Committee was of the opinion that a general scheme 
of propaganda might do more harm than good 

The Committee further d^alt with thi- question of th*" consumption of opium 
in mandated territories and, in this connection, heard a statement bv the French 
representative on the control of the sale of drugs mSyna and Lebanon, it examined 
a memorandum from the Intemational Anti Opium Association on the increasing 
cultivation of the poppy m China, and took note of a treaty, recently concluded 
between the United States and Canada, providu^ for the extradition of offenders 
against the laws relating to opiuio and dangerous drugs The Committee recom 
mended that this matter should be brou^t to the attention of Governments in 
order that thev might consider the advisabditv of concluding similar agreements 
The Committee finally decided to hold its annual meetings m January, and 
fixed the latest date by which the annual reports of Governments should be des 
patched

On S'pterab'’r 26th M Hymans stated at a plenary rn'cting of the Assembly,

regard to 'ituations or fails suteequent to this ratification, c\ccpt in cases 
where tlii portic-. ha^e agreed or shall agree to have recourse to another metliod 
of pacific 'ettlefflcnt 

Belgium 15 the twenty fourth State signing the Optional Clause, which is 
now in force between fifteen States 

Sj.iS5 Proposal — On the propo'al of the Swiss delegation, the Asacmblv, 
noting that the period for which certain States had accepted the compulsory juris 
diction of the Court was approaching tenuination, requested th** Secretary General 
to draw the attention of such States to measures to be taken, if they saw fit, m 
view of the renewal of their andulaking 

The rapporteur M Motta drew attention to the fact that the Optional Clause 
had been accepted finally and without reserve by fifteen States Eight other 
States had accepted the clause, somcof tehm subject to reser ations In the majo 
nty of cases the underlnking had bon entered into for a period of five years which 
would come to an end in 1927 It was, tlierefon*, important that the attention of 
signatories should be dra m to the situation 


III — Arbitration, Security and Reduction of Armaments 

The question of arbitration, security and reduction of armaments wag most 
carefully studied by theSixth Assembly and a series of draft resolutions submitted 
and referred for examination to the Fir^t and Third Assembly Committees These 
draft resolutions were based on consideration^ .rhich M Rolin, the rapporteur of 
the First Committee, summed up as tollous 

At the moment when the d<xlarations of certain Governments have shown 
that an cartv entry into force ot th» Preto ol f«r the Pacific Settlement of Inter 
national Disputes is not to be expected, ^neral d*legation« have been anxious 
to aSrm the fid'litv and unanimit with which the Member of the League 
remain attvch^l to the triple object und'rivii^ that draft treatv, namelv, arbi 
tration, secuntv and disarmament, and to mdicat<‘ methods or measure by 
which an approach might be made to thi object, pending the achievement of 
a genital setflement '' biUi many consider indtspcnsable 


The first, and most genera) propo a), was that of the Spanish delegation 
Going beyond a mere declaration of pnnaplc, it emphasised the desirability of the 
conclusion of treaties of «ccunty conca*ed m the spirit of the Covenant and m 
harmony with the pnoaples of Uie Protocol, indicated the possibility of extending 
such a system to the whole worid, and aslvcd the Council to report to the Seventh 
Assembly on the progress in genual secunty brought about by such agreements 
Tne draft resolution, in a final par^nph, J'o provided for a preparatory studv 
with a viciv to a conferenc* for the reduction of armaments 

As a result of the discussions of th* First and Third Assembly Committees, 
an amended draft wa" submitted to the Asscrablv, which adopted the follovrmg 
text

Taking note of the dedaiations submitted to the Council and the Assembly 
of th^ League of Naboiis jn respect of the Protocol for the Pacific Settlement 
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of International Dispnles and of tiie fact that said Protocol has not up to 
the present rcci-i/cd tlv* raOfication!. oecessaiy for putting it into op'-ration 
immediately 

Convinced that tli'“ moot u^nc need of the pre ent tim* is tie re establi h 
ment of mutual confidi.ncL between nat ons, 

Declaring afresh that a Tar of aggre sioi should be regarded as an inter 
national crime, 

^ Regaids favourably tht effort made by certain nations to attain those 
object b\ toniludmi aibiliatino contentions and treaties of mutual security 
coni-ened in th" 'pint of the Corenint of the League of Nations and in bar 
monv V ith the principles of the Protocol (Arbitration Security Disarmament) 
Records tlic fact that suii a|reeinent8 need not be restricted to a limited 
area but may be applied to the whole worid, 

Recommends thtt after these cnn/entions and treaties ha''e bB»n depo 
sited *ith tho League of Nations cht Council should ei-amine them in order 
to report to the Sev..nth AaemMy on tiie progrea, in general se< urity brought 
about by such i^ieemcnt- 

Ondertakes again to #orkforthee»fablisliinent of peA'cbv the sure method 
of arbitration sacutitv and disarmament 

And, iti cimfoermtv with-th^s^wtot ArtK-h* Vni af tie Oivanani teii,iipsts 
the Council to maJe a preparatory study ?ith •» vkt to a Conference for the 
Peduction and Limitation of Armamento m order that ■>» scon as stbsfactcrv 
' onditions have be»n assured from the point of vi»w of general 'ecunty a» p-o 
vided for in Re olution XIV of llie Third Assembly the said Cenferenvc mav 
be convened and a general reduction and limintion of armam> nts mav be rea 
liseil 

The reports on this resolution, present-d to the Assemblv h/ ’I Rolin iBel 
^lum) and Dr Bcnes {Czeclicnlorakia), may bu analv<cd as follows 

ii — The Assembly considered that it was u'cprss'mg the unanimous 

teeling of tb^ delegations in declaring that evurv effort should be mad' m order 
that the asiimilation of war of aggression to an international crime should become 
a legal principle deariy formulated and enforced by sanctions The Assembly 
turther thought it desirable to indicate that arbitration conventions no less than 
sccurit; tfoatiC' deserv'd favourable '•onsiJeraboa by the League if they wore 
m contormitv with the principles of the Co’'^nant and of the Protoro! 

The Svedi«h di^lugation had proposed that the Assembb should mvit' thu 
Council to submit to e\ammatioiJ bv a Committee of Evpcrt* the provisions of the 
Protocol concerning compulsory arbitration The Assembly while respecting the 
intentions hich inspired this proposal felt tliat it m^ht Icyd to misunderstanding 
It was important Co avoid anything which seemed neccsianlv to implv rv opening 
disi.ussion» upon an isolated part ol the Protocol and, on the other hand, it seemed 
unwise to decide m advance that the best way of encouraging the development of 
compulsory arbitration v/as to draw np and submit for acceptanue by the various 
nations a general and unitorm system of procedure It wa'- impossible to ignore 
the fact that a very large number of arbitration conventions had in rerent years 
been concluded between various Merabero of the League and it seemed mdispen 
sable to studv the'e cnnvcntions as a whole without prciudging the conclusions to 
vdiich such study might lead For these reason' the Assembly m agreement 
vith the Swedish delegation, bit that tiu. e<<iential aim of the Swedish proposal 
y nuld be better attained thi arceptaniH, of a more g»npril proposal submitted 
by the lapanese delegation 

la*^t'”‘ dea'*" '’ot 'VP'Iy vitH compid'vy arfetfrafior a''o ws*'’’ co"ri 
liation the importanrc of •’hich had frequently been rucognised by earlier As»em 
blies whether as a prcliminar” to arbitration or to mdicial settlement or as a subsi 
diary means of settling disputes which vere not submitted to any jurisdiction Its 
purpose was to obtain from the Conned, m new of the nc’ct Assimbly a swudy 
not merely theoretical but above all practK a! of the whole probkra of the parific 
settlement of international disputes The Seventh Assembly, taking into account 
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the statements made fay \Tnoos States at the Assembly and of agreements 
condnded in the intuTval > oJd fnis faa t bet\,te i*- a tep^d. on the ptogres " H e'- 
could be made in the matter 

Another pruposal dealing *ith <ompulsor\ arbitration va submitted b\ the 
Belgian delegation and adopted by the Assembly 

At a moment when compnlsory arbitration in the most general sense had 
been accepted in a large Dumber ol special conventicns tnc Belgian delegation 
thought It desirable to promote this developmmt by calling the attention of States 
to the advantages to be attained from tie point of view of their security bv 
adopting such conaenboos — a procedure which was m accordance Aith 
^rt ' le X\1 of the Covenant 

The ^svemblv unanimouslv conadeiwl that there were ri,al advantage m 
emphasising the fact that Members of tie League miglit endeavour to prohibit 
aggassive war by means of arbitration convention^ and th<it such agreements 
icrc placed under the general guarantees of the Covenant 

T^'. Assstnbly referred to a later session coosider^'’ of pTopo'a's ''f the Uni 
guavan and Dani'b ddegatjon» tiie fonner for m exammabon of the Stitute of 
the Permanent Court of Intemabonal jusbee m order to make its jurisdiction more 
universal and the latterfortheconvbtutionof aConaliabon Commission attached 
to the Pcrman''nt C ourt in order to unifv and strengthen concihaben a» a means 
tor en,unng peace The A semoly :cit it unwise for tne moment to attempt any 
innovation »hichmightmvol/e the amendment of the Court Statute on the ground 
that it V ould be very difficult to secure the necessary unanimous approval of all 
the signatories Other objections \.cre based on the jud eial nature of the Court 
and on the special conditions which mediators m international conflicts should 
fulfil 


Reituim of irvamnls — Tlu part of the Spam h resolubon referred to the 
Third Assembly Committee raised two problems closeK related but distinct 
namclv tin. preparatorv studies with a view to the reduction and limitation of 
armamrnts and the ©inanimation to which these preparatory mve'tigahonb should 
bo entrusted b; the Council 

^ith regard to the quesbon of the preparatory studies thi. Assembly noted 
the existence of at least two cunents of opinion 

On the cni hand a certain number of odcgations expressed doubts whether, 
before the Council committed itself too detimtely to preparatory investigabons for 
the reduction and limitation of wmament it would not bv preferable to await 
the result* of the negobattons now be ng carried on with i viev to the conclu'inn 
of a Security Pact and iLo the eftects .ihich thesucxcs'fulis uv of such negotiabons 
might 1 a/p on the pr paration and concluMon of other similar agreements Those 
del»gations thought m fact that this reduefaon and limitation could havv no solid 
foundation until the polibcal condition under which they would be carried out 
were defined and as thc'e puhbcal condibonsi m their turn would react upon tlie 
problem it was considered that great importance should be attached to tlip moment 
when the preparatory studies should begin On this subject the Italian delegate 
made cert im re^ervabons be considered that such preliminary studios wen* useless 
but It they were regarded as absolutely necessary he would withdraw h s opposition 
vbile pointing out the danger which they might involve either by reason of their 
excee'u e ‘copc oi bv the paW.Pitj which m ght be to the •vd?anta”e of Pwv er 
still outside the h ague of hotioiis He added that in his opinion tk reduction 
and lim ration of armaments could only be achieved on i political basi' 

Other delegations hove er thought that while deferr ng until the most suit 
able moment— to be chosui by the Counril— the convocation of an mtcroational 
conf'-'-eoce for thercdoctiwidndhmtation oi armaments it was essential that the 
preliminary work oliould be b"gun vrithout dday in the view of these delegations 
there wore stious objections to delaying this preparatory work until the political 



atmosphere was ta\ourahIe to the summoning of the conference since when that 
time came it would be of the utmost importance not to delay for one momint 
the realisation of the efforts ot the League an this direction The Brazil an and 
Chilian delegations pointed out that for the Latin American cuuntnes the problem 
»js not ('fie of iedui,tioii of annirocnls but ntcnclv of limitation The Spaaisb 
delegation said that this equally applied to certain European countries The 
Chilian delegation proposed that in view of the changes in the general situation 
due to the inability of certain nations to adopt tiie Protocol the task ot the Co 
ordination Commission should be reduced stnctij to the terms of the Resolutions 
of the Fifth A'sembly The Qiihan deltgation sdso pointed out that valuable 
work had been done m 1923 by the Temporary Miverf Commission on the subject 
of the mutual control of armament* b\ means of r^onal committees formed on 
the ‘ame basis as the r^ional part-* which are at the moment being discussed 
-Other delegations uiclud ng those of Belgium Denmark France Hungary 
the Nethcriand Norway and Sweden insisted on the necessity of immediately 
in t ating prcl mmary studies on the widest possible has s and with the collaboration 
of all th» Technical Organisations of the L«^c so that vhen the conditions of 
general security were such that the Counal deemed it possible to convene the 
international conference the problem might from the technical point of view be 
ripe for a concrete solution The Belgian and Brazilian delegations pointed out 
the adt laabiiity in Lhia oonnecticQt of exammiog the rektions between the problem 
of disarmament and the problems raised by the scheme for an economic conference 
laid before the Assembly by the French dd^ation 

The French delegation supported by the Polish delegation definitely stated 
that the preparato^ studies m question could obviously only bear upon the pro 
gramme of a possible conference and could include neither concrete study of the 
resources of any particular country nor, a joriim investigations It considered 
It advisable however with the aid of such theoretiral studies to bring out the 
elements of the question, namely the relation between military power and peace 
armaments m anv particular country rapidity of mobilisation etc 

It appeared to the Assembly that these two poinU of mcw could be reconciled 
On the one band though it was premature to cootemplate immediately m all its 
details the convening of an international conference it was none the less possible 
to proceed with preliminary enquiries* wiDi a view to this eventuality m so far as 
they might relate to all these questions which wen. not directly affected by the 
international political situation Turther as the Belgian representative pointed 
out the Counal was bound by Articli. Vflf ot theCoveaant to proceed to such 
investigations with a view to disarmament 

With regard to the organisation responsible for the execution of this worl, 
the Assembly e \amined the composition and methods of work of the Co ordination 
Commission constituted last year (*) 

In the opinion of certain del^ations the Co ordination Commission was not 
constituted on a sufBcientl/ vide and democratic basis While recognising the 
advantage of having rtpreoentatives of aH States Memb'rs of th** Council, those 
delegations considered that other Covenunents also should bo represented 

The French delegate expressed the opinion that the defects pointed out in the 
working of the Co ordination Connmssion might easily be remedied if the Council 
dre*v up rules of procedure, th** Coiiimission beir^ an advisory one all the members 
would be able to take part in discussions and to vote while the final decision woudl 
always remain with the Couml On th** other hand the Italian delegate made 
reservations on this point being of opinion that the vote should only be given to 
authnnsed represoitatives of States Members of the Council and n'‘ver to membere 
who sit in any other capacity

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The Assembly dre'T the attention of tie Cootcd to the suggestions made with 
regard to the composition of the Co ordinabon Commission and the necessity cf 
determining its rules irf procedure 

On September 26th the Council on the proposal of Dr Bems [C2echoslovakia), 
decided that the Couna! Committee set up last year should meet before the next 
Council se 'ion m order to nndertidm a genoal study of the questions arising out 
of the Assembly resolutions The Committee jrille\aimnein particular the observa 
tions made m the course of the As-embly debates in regard to the organisation, 
worl ing and name of the Co ordmation Commission TTie Committee will moreover 
undertake the nece Seiry studies for determining the questions to be submitted to 
preparatory examination with a view to a possible conference for the reduction 
and limitation of armaments It will then draft definite proposals to be submitted

— The Assembly uiged all States as soon as possible to adopt the models annexed 
to the Convention for the Supervision of the International Arms Trade for their 
national statistics and for the documents they supplied to the Secretariat 

Private Man i/mhire oJ drm — The Conference for the Supervision of the 
Arras Trade was able to bring into being m a relativelv short time a convention 
with the support of important States nonmembvm ot the League During the 
debates of this Conference various delegations gave emphatic e'-pression to the 
impcrtance which they attached to the bystem Irad down b} the Conference being 
completed by a similar svstem for the private manufacture of arras 

In the opinion of these delegations such a Convention was indispensable to 
the re establishment of equality between producing and non producing States 
since the application of the principlcb of licences and publicity, which the 1925 
Convention imposed upon the raternationa! trade in arms, would place non produemtf 
countries in an inferior position to those countries which could procure arras from 
factories within their own tenitory and thus escape publicity The declaration 
inserted in the Final Act of the 1925 Convention and mentioned above reflects this 
line of thought (*) 

Ihe Assembh endorsed this declaration and invited the Council to continue 
the preliinmary work on the subject of the control of the private manufacture of 
arms, so that a draft convention for discus'ion at an international conference might 
be prepari-d as speedily as possible

IV — General Quwtions 

1 — iNTERPmATlON OF THE CoVEHANT ( ) 

The Assembly had before it a proposal of the Netherlands delegation regarding

cation of reports on tie oi^an'ation and work of the various health adminis 
tration and statistical departments 

Thu Far Eastern Bureau of Lpideaiidcgical IntelJigtHce sut up at Singapore 
has nov’ established relations with forty seven of tiie principal Asiatic Australian 
ind East yncan ports 

Investigations jitcre pursued with a view to the standardisation of biological 
products At a re^pnt irtematiopa! corfereuce at f^neva aoree'^ent wa' ’■ea bed 
vith regard to the standardisation of processes used fpr the titration of salvarsan 
insulm digitalis, etc An enqum into the causes of the difference between 
England Italy and the Netherlands as rt^ards the death rate from cancer of 
the brea't and the uterus i« m progress 

The Malaria Comm ss on undertook a tour of investigation m different coun 
tries for the purpose of 'tud/mg the relative .alue of the curative and preventive 
methods of treatment of malaria 

The question of sleeping sidness and tuberculosis m Equatcnal Africa was 
discussed at a special conference held m Londoo when it was decided to 'end an 
mtemational Commission to the countries infested w th the tsetse flv m order to 
'tudy the question on the spot 

A Committee was appointed to study the effect of industrial labour of housing 
and food eupplie° in general and of milk consumption in particular upon the pre 
Valence of tuberculosis 

Interchanges of public health officials organised by means of funds contri 
buted bv the International Htallh Board of thr Roekcfeller Foundation took place 
in Great Britain Belgium and the Kingdom of the Serbs Croats and Slo/enes 
Interchanges of speu^i«ts v ere held one of which organised in conjunction with 
the International Labour Office was arranged for medical inspectors of labour 

The Assembly after e^rcs>ing ts sabsfact on with the work already accom 
pJishtd aquested the Council to refer to tiie Health Comm!t^e proposals put

cunr^rning the organisation of an interchai^e of members of the staff of institutes 
of public health and tropical medicine m Latin America a proposal of the 
Italian delegation that the Health Committee be requested to undertale an 
cciQuirv into the prevalence of tracboma a proposal of the Serb Croat Slovene 
delegation that tiie Health Committee should study from an internationd! point 
of Mew measure' that might be recommended to Governments in the interest 
of public health for the control of the manufacture and dutribution of food supplies 
proposals of the Czechoslovak ddtgation that the Health Committee should un 
dertake in the interest of the eronomic and effiaent o^anisation of public health 
service' a comparative study of the health service' in various countries that it 
should study a uniform international method of collecting information on diseases 
treated m hospitals, and that it should examine the conditions m vhich it would 
be possiole to unifv pharmacopoeas m so far as prescriptions relating to the com 
pounding of drug were concerned a proposal of the Panguayan delegation that 
the Health Organisat on in lie mterest of the comparabiiitv of health statistics 
should send an evpert stat vbaan to Latm America for the purpose of studying m 
collaboration wjt]> iije cor-petent auUiontiva the statistical methods employed m 
thojc countries, a proposal of the Venezuelan delegation recommending that 
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Governments should establiah in the r respective heltli organisationa special bu 
reaux to ensure collaboration between the administratinna concerned and the 
League Health Organisation 

The Council referred thfoe proposals to the Health Committee for examination 


1 — The Econonic amd FmAHCUL Organisation 
a) Worl 0 / tf 8 Ftsmetd CrntfiOee 

The Financial Committee besides rontinuing its vork m connection "vith 
the Austrian and Hungarian recooslructioii schemes and the settlement of Greek 
refugees— 'vhich are dealt with m special chapters d this issue— pursued its examma 
tion of the question of dooble taxation cooperated mth the Free Citv of Danzig 
m the issue of a mumcipal loan and assisted the Esthonian Government in an 
inquiry into eronomio and finanaal conditions in its country 

The e\pcrts on double taxation linished their work m February 1925 the 
Financial Committee approvn^ the main outlines of their r port Their aim is, 
m the first instan e to den'ease or dim nate the ioubk laxaiior which arises when 
a ta^ payer lising in one country and drawing part of hi» income from another 
country has to pay a ta on that income n both States 

The International Chamber of Commerce hod this question under consideration 
at tho same tim> as the League evperU At its fast general conference it agreed, 
subject to a tew amendments to the conclusions of the latter A text e uats there 
fore which may be considered as the result of investigations undertaken simulta 
neouely b/ revenue authonties and by representatives of the great ucmmercial 
associations of the world 

The Council desiring to obtain practiul results of this work decided to sub 
mit this text to a Conference of Experts of thirteen countries including Germany 
and the United States 

Almost sinr'c lU foundation, the League has by reason of its political respon 
bibilities devoted attention to the tioancial problems of the Free City of Danzig 
In the course of the last few years tlie Financial Commitbo helped to bnng about 
the monetary reform m the Free City and e«tablished the new gulden currency 

In 1025 the Financial Committee acted a' a mediator and as a technical expert 
m connection aith the issue of a loan of a million and a half pounds sterling floated 
by the municipality of Danzig 

InEsthonia the a>sistancegivvn bv the League at the request of the Esthonian 
Governmi-nt was of a different kind from that accorded to the countries previously 
mentioned In this case the Fioanaal Committee afti.r studving on the spot 
the economic and financial conditions in Esthonia gave technical advice as to the 
financial policy to be adopted 

The Assembly took nrte of the woA of the Committee and expressed its mte 
rest in the publications prepared bv the Economic and Financial Section of the 
League Secretariat It considered that they formed a useful contribution to tbe 
study of economic and financial problems 


b) Tht Fttuiu ul RiuuhsirAlm «/ Austna f) 

As a result of the Cvanuimtion b/ the Council at its September meetup of 
information furnished by the Aostnan reprebentativc and the Commissioner Ge 
naal and of reports presented b/ tl e League Finanuvl Committee and the experts 
Mr Layton and Proie'sor Rist, a decisive stege was reached m Austrian recon 
struction 


(il 'ee Risol ll rs oj IL Aist p ^ oi dis mnilvf 
(i'l ^ccReml 'hsojlkAssenHY p z4]rfthsnaiid)a: 
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The consequence of the discn’Qons of the Council and the Financial Committee 
was the conclusion of a n«w .^cement between the League of Nation^ dud the 
Austrian Govcrnm'-nt mviev, first of the relaxation and finally, of the abolition 
of the control system m force since 1922 

In th“ third reconstruction protocol (Geneva 1022) it is stipulated that the 
furC-iors t''e Conn'i'sioper G nptal shall V h'-ougbt •'o an crd by a d“C"=ij'' 
of the Council when the latter sh^ have ascertained that the financial stability 
of Austria is assured, without prejudice to any special control of the assets as'igned 
for the sen ice of the loan This sbpnlatinn also figured m the anrecment of Sep 
tember 1924 between the Le^e and the Austrian Government 

The Financial Committee after a careful study of the eroert' report and of 
information furmshed b' tiie Austrian r^rcsentahve and the Commissioner General 
arrived at &<“ conclusion that (be main conditions of the reconstruction programme 
had been fulfilled and reported to this effect to the Council of September loth It 
drew attention to the fact that the Wtrian currency had been stable since the 
reconstruction scheme had been drawn up The ordinary budget for 1924 had 
shown a surplus which had ban devoted to coveting a subsLintjal part of the ca 
pital expenditure AsimiUt rmttmightbe e-pectedfor 191"^, tV Iv\el at which 
the results were obtained being higher than had been originally hoped Part of 
the capital ewpenditore had been and wa» being met out of the League rccon»truc 
tion loan 

These results, coupled with the great progress made m the cJtecution of the 
agreement 0! September 1924 enabled the Council to consider the abolition of the 
control As however th" sudden and complete suppression of all supervision 
might ha\e given rise to some annety the Coafl1.1l decided to take certain precau 
tions m order to set at rest anv apprehension which might be felt 

The attention of the Fmanual Committee had been drawn to the fact that 
Austria was still m constant ne<^ of fore^ capitJ The funds already at her 
disposal have entered the countiy m tlie form of short term credits In the opi 
nion of the «. pens it i« vitally important at the pix ent moment that the forpign 
credits should be consolidated m the form of long term loans This depends not 
only upon the rate of mterest but above all, upon the maintenance of the confi 
dence of foreign money markets in the Austrian financial situation 

The Council, therefore taking into account the various aspects of the situation 
provided for the irodiKi/ abolition of the control 

The first stage of relaxed or modified corlrd, began on August nth, in virtue 
of a decision of the Commissioner General which was communicated to the Austrian 
Government The effect of Bus modificafacm is that the Commissioner General 
no longer intervenes m the details of the budget or in «pecific expenditure, but 
confines himself to the supervision of the general budget position The Council, 
moreover, m agreement with the Auatnan Government endor'ed proposal' of the 
Financial Committee to the effect that the control of the Commissioner General, 
from January ist, 1926, should be lunited to the assigned revenues and the expen 
diture of th'’ balance of the reconstructioo loan From this date the Commi'sioner 
General will no Icnga be obliged to reside permanently m Vienna This will 
mark the beginning of tlie second stage of the frouiiioiwl abolitwr 0/ ctnd/ol The 
abolition will continue provisional until the pa'sing of the 1026 budget and the 
submission of the closed accounts for 1925 When these condibons have been 
fulfilled the control exercised by the Commissioner General will come to an end 
The application of these decwions is dependent upon legislation bv the Austrian 
Parliament providing for the retention m office for a period of thre'‘ years of the 
Foreign Adviser to the Austrian National Bank and for the pos'ibihty during ten 
years of tho rcsumptiou of the control should the proceeds of the assigned reve 
nue' be insufficient for the loan service or budgetary equilibrium be seriou'Iy me 
naced The control would be reestablished bv tht Council with a majority of 
three quarter® 
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The object of tlie«e conditions uriuiJi will be submitted to the Austrian Par 
liament is to mamtan tie coobdcnce of foreign money raar'^ets m the general 
economic and financial sitnatioa of ^ustna even after the termination of the 
control 

Both the Council and tV Ass<inbl/ e^iressed their approval of the work 
accomplished 

On September lOth Mr Austen Cbambeilmn speak ng on behalf of the Coun 
cil congratulated all who bad co operated m the Finan'^ia! Committee or m Aus 
trian Government circles in the remarkable prc^ess made during the past year 
He aUo expressed the indebtedneas of the Council to the Commiss oner General 
and to the experts Mr Lavton and Prof' s'Or Rist whose report he 'aid should 
gwe confidence to investors and «hould cnconit^c the \ustran Government and 
people to continue m the sound pol ey they had so far foliov ed 

The Austrian Chancellor Dr Ramek said that the object of the control had 
been attained With it' aid the etforU of the Austrian people to place Austria on 
a sound financial basb had been crowned with succesi ^ Austria s budget had 
been balanced and the stabil ty of her currency ensured it had been oossible to 
consider tl e abolition of control This decision Dr Ramd said wa' particularly 
gratifying to /lustna becau e t wa» an offiaal tc»timom before the wl ole v orld 
that the country u as now financially »oanJ and liccausc Austria like other nations 
felt a very leg timate desire for freedom m thi* raanageinent of her affa ra 

The Assembly after noting a report by thi. Norweg an delegate M Michelet 
congratulated thu Austrian Geveinment and the League organisations which had 
CO operated in the reconstruction vorl — theCounnI the Fmannal Comm ttee and 
abO' c all the Commissioner General Thanb to the intimate and constant 
collaboraton of statesmen and technical c\perts the Rapporteur said - a colla 
boration peculiar to the League and not •onceivablc cisev'hcre — it had been pos 
sible to an nmplish this hsk »o entirely new m conception and presenting almost 
insurmountable practical dffiiulties to the advantage not of Austria alone but 
of Europe ^nd tiie world a» a vhole 

The- Council had requested the Economic Committee to etudv the report of 
Mr Layton and Professor Rist and the Assembly expressed the hope that this 
inquiry would soon yield positive rebults 

While fully aware of the complexity of the eccnooi c problems of present day 
Auetra the Assembly wa» happy to confirm that the work undertaken bv tho 
Leagur was nearing its conclusion and that the termination of the control v'as 
contemclated

At the Council meeting of September loth, the Chairman of the Greek Refugees 
Settlement Commission Mr Charles P Hrwland outlined the ^ or! a'^complished 
by the Commission since its establishment in September 19:3 In Novemoer ot 
that year, he 'aid, when the Commission b*gan ib work there arrived at Piraeus 
and other Greek ports, about i 400,000 refugee^ I 200000 of whom were destitute 
To day all but a very small number had been or were being established in the 
productive life of Greece These people, Mr Howland said would m the courae 
of a few vears be one of her greatest assets if indeed they could not already be 
considered as such 

Mr Howland paid a tribute to the efforts of the Greel Government which had 
undertaken to establish the refugees even before the Commission began work He 
further recalled that, through the g< ncrosity of tbe Bank of England and the Greek 
National Bank, tbe Commission had been enabled to do its worl without waiting 
for the floating of the international Joan of i 10 000, ooc is'ucd m December, 10241 
Of this fund th' Commission bad so far spent £ 7 000 000 The British and Greek 
loans had been repaid and a considerable number of rcduge»» had been established 
The balan'‘e of £ ^ OOj 000 had alread'' been disposed ot in the budget e'timates 
published by the Commission The Greel National Bank had promised to contributu 
£ 500003 in order to enable the Commission to continue its work 

With the approval of the Greel Government the nujoritv of the refugees had 
settled m Greek Macedonia This repon, once devastated by war is now oei pkd 
by a homogeneous colom of Greek refugees 

Mr Howland added that the revenues as igned to «ecure the loan were more 
than double the amount necessary for mtocst and sinking fund 

Certain difficulties with which th« Commission had had to cope were the subii ft 
of a discussion between the Greek Committee of th" Council reoresentativ cs of the 
Greek Governmcitt, and the Greek Refugees Settlement Crmmi'sion a result 
of the discussion, measures were til en to &"cure full co operation between the Gieel 
Government and the Commission 

The Council appro cd the appointment by the Gael Governm'‘nt of M Pul 
li' and M Lambroo to rtplaa M Delta and U Estathopoulo on the Commissiun 

The As'embly noted vith satisfaction the progress in the settlement of the 
Greek refugees It expre'sed the hope that clo'" co operation between the Greek 
Government and the Settlement Commission m^ht bring tlie work to a 'uccessful 
conclusion 

e) Work of ike Ecoiunu'c CommMee (') 

The report of the Economic Committee on its work during the past \ear was 
approved by th" Asoerably, the Conned having previously examined the report 
of the Committee on its vrxteenQi ses'ion

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Thi, Committeo’s pn^ramme had rarluded the following subjects import and 
export prohibition, and astnctions, treatment of foreign nationals and enterprises, 
unfair competition econonu' enses aod nnemployment, unifiration of methods 
m economic statistics, customs fonnalibes, fal'e customs declarations, commercial 
arbitration bill of exchange, collaboration with the International Parliamentary 
Conferenc* on Commerce, protecnon of the con umer against worthless goods 
For tne exci-ubon of its programme, the Comnuttee had worked m co operation 
with the Intcrnabonal Labour Oigaiusation, th. Financial Committee, the Interna 
tional Chamber of Commerce, the IntcmabonalIn«htutcof Stabs ticsandother bodies 
The Fifth Assembly had requeoted the Economic Committee to consider the 
possibility of an intemabonal ^rcemeot with a xicw to the tnal suppression of 
import and export prohibibons and restnebons The Committee, after careful 
study, prepared the text of a draft agreement to s<.rve as a basi« of discussion m 
consultation v ith Goyemments and large commercial and industrial oiganisation^ 
By the proposed agreement the contra* bng parbes would undertake to abolish 
all e osbug import ana export prombitioos and restn>.bon6 and not to impose fresh 
mea ores of the lund R^nlations regarding the manner, form or plane of impor 
tdtion or e \portabon should not be made a meaiu, oi disguis* d prohihibon or arbi 
trary rcstricUon Nevertheless, certain prohibitions and restriction# would not fall 
within tlie scone of the proposed agreement, in particular tbos" haiong m view 
national defence public saiety, or order, public nealth and the protection of animals 
and plants against disease, the suppression of improper traffic, the protection of 
national artistic, hi toncal or arcliaenlogical treasures, the protection of industrial, 
literart and artisbc properly, the raaintcnante oi a Slate monopoly, th' execution 
oi international convonbons regulating the traffic m arms opium etc , and those 
appbcdble to com, gold, silver, currency notes and s< cuntics 

Nothing in the draft agreement atfc> ts the rights of State# to tak” all ni>ce<«ary 
measures to cope with extraordinarv and abnormal circiim tanres Duputes as 
to the interpretation or apnlicatioD of the agreem*ot would be referred for amicable 
settlement to a technical boay appointed by tne Council Twe clauses lay down 
conditions for the entry into force dCid eventual denun''iation of the agreement 
In its examination d the gucsbon of false customs declarations, the C>'onomjc 
Committee encountered li’ga] and technical difficulties which prevented it from 
amdng at any prartiial conclu'ions The Committee requested the Economic 
and Legal Sections of the Swiretanat to make enquiries as to the practicability of 
various .olutions under consideration 

Thi» OjiTfuitt-^y pijov'd/eed tbay co " 'th. the bUrnniunral Fatha 

mentarv Conference would be a source of useful partirulars regarding the v ork 
of the Utter bodv and of valuable information for the Committee s own studies 
It wa .uggcated, furthermore, that the International Parliamcntarv Conference 
could be of great as'istance in giving pracbcal ffcct to the worl of the Committee 
bv U'lng Its influence in parliaments to obtain the enforcement of mternabonai 
agreements drawn up by th* Committee This, the Committee felt, would apply 
in parbcular to the Protoool on Arbitrabrei Clau'u in Commercial Contracts, " hich 
although .igned by twenty iiv' States, had only been rabtied by ten 

With regard to Icgislabon on bills of e'chai^, th'* Committee, on the basis 
of informabon received, proposed to ivsunic its mvcatigation, aiming at progressive 
LO ordinabon rather than umbeahon of the various systems 

The Assembly noted tbewnrl ofthe Committee in vanous fields It expressed 
th” hope that States might be guided bv the pnnaplK established by the Committee 
for the treatment of fotcigD nabonal , both m regard to their national legislahon 
and m the ncgotiabon of bi lateral ^reements It also recommended that the 
amendments to the International Convenbon for the Prot cticn of Industrial Pro 
perty propo'cd by the Committee should be supported by Stat*’' Members on the 
occasion of th“ Conference summoned by the Netherlands Government to meet 
n.'t October at the Hague The Awsembly further recommended that the Com 
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mittee should continue to 'tody the question of the protection of the foreign pur 
chaser against worthless goods m order tiut as complete nfortnation as possible 
might be collected and published 

f] Plaits jor a Get end Eammu. Conjerence (') 

The Assembly on the proposal of the French delation imnted the Council 
to consider th- c pcditncv of constituting % Committee which with the assistance 
of the L'’^ue s T chnical Oiganisatiooo and the International Labour Office would 
prepare the worl for a General Economic Conferunre 

Thi dclcgat'^ were unanimously of the opinion that an attempt tc deal with 
the economic proulcm as a 7 hole was m conformitv with the mdndate given to 
the League by Article of th'' Covenant Observations made by the different 
delfgations showed that the proposal ’ws gemjally considered a most nei e'sar\ 
one It was con'idered desirable that public opinion should be provided with 
full and objective information on the subject in order that the grave nature of 
the economic difficulnc' with v<hich rao»t countries were faced and the ncc'ssitv 
of finding a remedy for them might be understood 

Since it was thought that the quesboib to be considered ought not to be too 
limited and fragra' ntary and that the work to be undertaken should bo givn tli-' 
widest publicity it did not evpedient that the tasV should be entrusted to 
the Technical Organisations alone The Asy mbiv therefore approved the propoatl 
to consider a genera! Cunierenre and was of opimon that the preparatorv measures 
should be talen with the utmost care and m the most method ca[ manner it 
considered that the details ofthe preparatorv work should be settled by the Council 
to whose di»cretion th* convocation and programme of the Confereni e should be 
left duo account being tafen cf the results ot the preparatory worl 

The British delegation felt that it was also ncccs»arv not to prciudico the 
Council B decision ev en with regard to the expediency of constitut the preparatory 
Committ** It pointed out that a short delay would have the advantage of giving 
Governments the time to studv the prupn^^ and to obtain the necc*»ary advice 
in connection with it 

The French dclcgvtmn declared that in its view th* decision reached implied 
that the Council would at its December session consider the evpEdi*ncy of setting 
up the preparatorv Committee The French Go/ermnent accord ngly intended 
to submit to the Counulbefon. that session proposalsas to the measures to be tahen 
In order that the Council should have at its disposal all nccessatv information it 
V as understood tnat as soon as tne Frencn (Joveminent s proposals were received 
the Secretary General would be authorised to ask thv League Technical Organ sa 
tmns and the International Labour Office to communicate to him their viewa with 
regard to the composition of th* preparatory committee As to the programme of 
the Conference the Council would subsequently examme if necessary the proposals 
of the preparatory committee 

The Assembly endor^d tbs d< Jaration and agreed to the procedure proposed 
by the French delegation

Ri^gimf' of Railways 192^) It studie'd m particular the qu»=tion of 

maintaining as far as po-sible the onifications effected before tlic rvar by certain 
States m Central and Eastern Europe 

iits regards nvtr navigaban tmts have benn prepared to serve as a basis for 
the Conference on Tonnage Mta urefflcnt m Inland Nav gation 'vhicli V’lll meet 
it Pans on November .oth pmbluns of maritime navigation called for highly 
spccialis' d te^'Qnicai wort, m conoectioa witli tne unihcaton of buovage and the 
1 ght ng of coasts 

Telegraphic communiations vicre studied b\ a Special Committee In the 
interest of the administrations concerned mparticular ot the Telegraphic Conference 
-ittmg m Pans suggestions w re made with a view to facilitating the ■vork of the 
Radio T'lcgraphic Conference *hich will meet Inter in Washington 

Motor transport was dc^t with bv a Sptcial Committee on Road Traffic which 
drew up phns for the revision of the. Convention of 1900 

^part from these general questions the Committee d»alt with various special 
problem of particular difficultv avting cither as an organ of conciliation or as an 
advi'ory organ of the Council The cases vhich ramc up for consideration con 
corned a dispute ith regard to thi* mteroational regitn* of the Oder tributaries 
a dispute as to the jansdintion of the European Commission of the Danube the 
app’opria''’c.n o( na’ 'garto" doc the Cat*' v'd que tia-is ip conrertio" 
with Danzig and McracI 

Finally tl e Committee acting in aaordano* ? ith resolutions adopted by the 
Genoa Conference b'gan a special mvesbgation of the condition of inland naviga 
tion much on the line' cf its previous enquiry into the condition of railways 
Mr Walker D Hines at the requese of the Comnutteo undertook an important 
mission on the Rhine and the Danube 

Attention was drawn at the Sixth Asscmbb to the situation as regards the 
ratificatiim of the Barcelona and Geneva Conventioi^ Nearl« all European States 
have ratified or adhered to the General Convention on Freedom of Transit The 
General Convention on the R'gime of Navigable Watfr" a>» of International Con 
cern is graduallv being apnhed throughout Europe Ihis is due not only to rati 
fications and adhesions but also to tbe passing of Navigation ^cts modelled on the 
same line relating to international waterways 

Th* “issemblv after e pressing its satisfaohon with the worl accompli'hed 
drew the attnntion of Govcaimeiita to the dsurahiJitv of the Conventions adopted 
at the second Gcni ral Trinsit Conlerence coming into force as snen as possible 
It emphasised the importance of problcnu relating to the exploitation of h>dro 
electric power and m ne^ of the ^vourabl influence which agrcpments between 
State would e* ercice on the ecnnoimc reconstruction requested the competent 
Lca«Le cgawL-a' ons to J aw \ip a defiiute plan of atbor or *he s.bjeot 

Atcent on was al 0 drawn to the importance of the Conference on P4S5ports 
to be held m 1920 Pubh op nion it was stated undoubtedly expected that the 
Conference "’ould take steps with a vit-w to the abolition to the widest extent 
possible of the passport svstem and to a considerable mitigation of the disadvan 
tages and expense attendant upon this regime 

TJi* Assembly further si^ested that an impro.cment m ght be mad* with 
rLgara to customs formalities at bonticra near the seat of the League '^ith 
rt-ference to the c'tabh'hniBnt of a new European long distance telephone system 
It recommended that I'ommumcationv bet" eon tbe League and tlie principal Euro 
pcan capitals should be treated on the same footing as communications between 
important capitals when considering the ancstion of pnont/ and urgency 

The A'si.mbly finallv reterred to the Organisation for Communications and 
Transit the question of td^phic facilities for the dissemination of mformation 
on the won of tne League 
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4 — iKTBLLeCTQALCoOPESATION ( ) 

The worl of the Cortlmittec on InteDeotual Oioperation was discub«''d by the 
Council on Scpterab''r pth »"lien it heird a report on the ^ubiect b\ the French 
rcpr^ji ntative The work ol the Committee at its. sixth session concerned mainly 
the Pans Institute of Intellectual Coopoation the unihcation of scientific termi 
nology the protection of intellectual property inter unvetsitv relations and bi 
bliographv The Council appro\ul the eonstitution of a Sub Committee on Arts 
and Letters and certain measures relating to the organisation of the Paria In'titute 
It postponed to its ne”t session the choice of M Boi^son s successor 

Tho 4sb'mbly after noting the work of the Comm ttes considered the que® 
tion of the instruction of youth m the nuns and ideaUof the League The ra-vesti 
gallon undertak'‘n b\ the Secretariat at the request of the Fifth Assembly had 
brought to light that mstniction regarding the League wa frequently provided 
for and in some cases organised by tiie competent authorities 

The Assembly suggested that thi Council should invite th® Committee to 
consider the possibility of summoning a sub committee of experts to examine the 
best methods of eo o'dmat ng ofBaal and non olheial efforts designed to fsmi 
iiariae young people with the principles and work of the L®agu® and to tram the 
younger generation to regard international cooperation as the normal method of 
conducting world afiair* 


VI — Administrative Questions 


1 -- Danzic 

The Council cm September 19th dealt with two questions concerning the Free 
City of Danzig that of the Polish postal service and that of a depot for Poli'h war 
materia! 

The Polish representative, the President of the Danzig Senate the League 
High Commissioner and the Chairman of tlie Harbour Board were present at the 
meeting 

Depot jor Poluh War Maieral The Charman of th» Harbour Board had 
requested, for technical reasons, that the Councils decision of March 14th 1924, 
should be amendod and supplemented as fer as certain questions of dchmitatma 
\,ere concerned Bv the dcvision m question the Wiesterplattc peninsula had be®n 
placed at the disposal of the Polish Govermnent solelyfortho purpose of the unload 
mg storage and despatch to Poland of nrar inat»nal and e' plosive' in transit 

The Council was of the opinion that the Harbour Board should undertake 
the proposed d* limitation The question of the risk of a cident» having bv®n 
raised by tlie Polish Government it was decided tliat the Harbour Board befor® 
making any definite arrangements should seek the advice of one or two experts 
chosen m agreement with the S cretary General of the L ague In these circum 
stances the Harbour Board s deosion should bo final 

The Council considered that Polind was entitled to take possession of the 
Westerplatte as soon as possible and at the su^estion of the High Commis'ionrr, 
fixed November 1st as the date of tin* transfer On account of the very limited 
time at its disposal the Council adjourned to its n^xt se^s on the consideration of 
proposals of the Polish Government regarding th®esteblishmeat of a guards detach 
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merit on the Westerplatte penmMila kt that bme it will consider 'whether the 
arrangement propo'ed by the Polish Government, which is provided for by the 
Danzig Poli'h /^ement of June 22nd 1021 meets vith any objection on account 
of the stipulation contained m Artid'* 5 of the Constitution of the Free Cit\, which 
reads 

"Tne Free City 01 Danag cannot vithDut the previous tensent of the League 
of Nations serve as a military or naval base ' 

PoMi Festal Semce m Diu^ig — The Coancil after hearing the representa 
tives of Poland and Damig, proceeded to an exchange of views m which the British, 
Swedish and Spanish representative- tooh part 

On the proposal of the Spanish representative tiic Council endorsed the opi 
nion of the fi'Lperts fliat the Port of Danzig m the portal 'ens» should includi* 
not merely the area occupied b\ its technical installations but also the area in 
which Its economic Lonstiluents were concentrated The Counal accordingly 
approved the boundaries of th" Port as laid down bj the experts 

In order to allow forany change that may occur in th' economic and technical 
services of the Port, the boundaries ar* subject to revision every five years, at thf* 
request of one of the parties 

The Council invited the parties to enter into negotiations in order to make 
anangeraents with regard to (l) the delivery of postal matter to Polish authorities 
outside the Port and (a) the ddivviy of po>tal matter for addressees outside the 
Port at addresses witnin the Port Pending the conclusion of agreements on the 
subject the Council considered that Danzig should provicioaally grant the nece'sary 
facilities to Poland 

The Council also invited the parties to endeavour to reach agreement on ccr 
tarn subsidiary questions, such as cum-ncv language, taxation, etc 


2 — Mandatss 

On September ijth the Council examined Qie Report of the Permanent Man 
dati s Commission on the work of its sixth ession, together with the observations 
of certain accredited reprt$cnt3tivc» of the Mandatory Powers It approved 
subject to certain amendments, a report and a senes of resolutions submitted bv 
the 'Swedish representative The representatives of Australia, New Zealand, Por 
tugal and South Africa were present at the meetup 

Loans, 4djB}ca and JjiiWto'mti of Piblte aid Pr^oate Capital in Mandated 
Ten tones — Th' Counal declared tiiat the validity of financial obligations assum 
ed by a Manoatory Power on behalf of a mandated territory in conformity with 
the provi«inns of the maodatt, and all rights r^larlv a'^quircd under the manda 
torv regime were in no way impaired by the fact that the territory was admims 
tered under mandate 

The Council further agreed that the ce sation or traibfer of a mandate could 
rot tal f p'a-t uififs the CoiiiicJ bad bcai aa ored m advance that the finant al 
obligations regularlv as'umtd by the fonuT Mandatorv would be carried out and 
that all rights regularly acquired under its administration would be respected 
Till. Council, raoreo.cr stated that it vroold ronlinue to use all its influcnci. to 
ensure the fulfilment of such obligations, when the change had taken place 

Lticnsnin to ilaiJaStd TmiUmes of Speaal hiiemat onal Coiuenlwns — The 
Council recommended with certain reservations that all States whmh had concluded 
pccial treaties or conventions with Mandatory Pov ers should agree to extend as 
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far as possible the ben'‘fits of such agre'*iiieats to mandated tcrritcin"s It further 
r»que'ted the Mandator} Powers to insert in future s^reements a clause providing 
for the possibility of 111“^ e tension to mandat*^ tcrritorie= and to indn at^ m 
their annual reports, if possibl>* and expedient the reasons nhich may have pro 
.ented the application to Mandated temtones of special agroementa concluded 
during the period covered the report 

FrohLtr Zone helmen Angola ta d South West -ijr i,a — The Council m\ited 
the Portuguese and South African Go emments tolUitenth'" conclusion of an agree 
ment to remove an,! diflurences concerning the territory situated between Angola 
and South We^t ^rica and to the Coannl informed of the progress of the 
negotiations 

The Coun''il adopted several otner resolutions dealing m particular with the 
questions of petitions and tne rommunn ation of Mandates documents to officials 
in Mandated T''rritori'‘b ft decided to forward the special nbser rations to the Man 
datory Po>"er conctmed in each case and to request it to tak“ the nei-essarv action 

The Assembly e\pru>sed its satisfaction with the work accomplished the 
Mandatory Powers the Mandates Commission and the Council m fulfilling their 
duties under Article 22 of the Co/enant It expressed thi hop» that all States 
Members would give prompt effect to th** recommendation of the Council concern 
ing the e'ten'ion to mandated territories of spiaal convention' 


VII — Protection of Minonties (’) 


I — Cenerai Questions 

On the basis of a proposal of the Lithuanian delegaticn aiming at the prepa 
ration of a general minorities convention vanou* di«cu4Sion« tool place in the 
Absembly and its Soth Cemmittee cn the question of &c procedure in regard to 
minorities 

In the coui'c of the discussions m the Sixth Committee it .vos pointed out that 
the tr»atii.» and decltrations for the protection of minoncies were the concern of 
certain States onI\ while other® were exempt from such obligations this it was 
stated wa' not m conformity with the principle of equality between States On 
the other hand, se\cnl delegates uq'cdthat it was not correct to look xt the matter 
in thi' light since the spcciM position ot btates bound by treaties and declarations 
\va the result of Liroumstances peculiar to those States 

As regard the question of the procedure, followed by the Council in dealing 
with rainoiiCie® questions various dH^te^poida tribute to ch» v ork of the Council 
and emphasi'ed the ad\ antage® of the procedure at present m force Some sugges 
tion» were made in vii.\ of its improvement but it wus pointed out that whatever 
might be done the provisions of the Mmonbe® Treaties must be resp'“cted 

On the proposal of the Si th Committee the Assembly approved the chapter 
01 the Report on th® l^orl cd the Council and the Secretariat dealing with the pro 
cedure followed wich ri-gard to the protcebon of nunontie® The Lithuanian 
representatwe having withdrawn his propusal the As»cmblv requested th® S®ue 
tary General to communnate to the Council the discussion which had taken plane 
m the Sixth Committee 
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1 — MlMOBlTtES ni Rouhauia 

Tlie question of th'- fennen of Hungarian ract m tlie Banat and Transylvania 

V as dealt with by the Council on Sept^ber 5th after being thoroughlv examined 
by 1 Council Committco composed of the Braailian, British and S ./odisli repreacn 
tativcs The Roumanian repre'entative M Tituiesco made statements to both 
bodies on his Go^rnment’s point of view in the matter 

In their petition the farmers refu principally to two provisions of Roumanian 
law 

Article 10 of the Law lor Agrarian Rdmin in Tran'ylvann, The Banat. Cnsana 
and Maramures (July a^rd 1021) and ^cle 2 § I of the lav of October 25th, 1921 

Arbcle 10 reads 

Th' holdings of colonist farmeis who setded subsequently to Januarv 1st 
1885, «hall be cvpropnated in ‘o far as they exceed the maomum area of land 
grantea tn tne district to btneb''ianes under Article 9^ 

According lO Artitl*- 97 of the Law, tlie moJw rXiiTi area ^hest hoi 

dings is 7 lugars 

The pefirictiets dllegc that the evsteT of expropriatioci whetebv the masimura 
area retained by the owner is ^ jugars constitutes an •'•ception to the general rule 
applied to other farmers cultivating their own land and an evception vhich onl, 
aJtects persons belonging to thv Hunga lan minority According to this general 
rub* esutes cuttivsted by their owp<*t« ate to be e-^propnatud t 'uch a manrtr 
as to leave the owners considerablv larger areas 

Article § I, of the law of October 25th, 1931, declares null and void act' 
relating to State land concluded after December zst, 1918, bv the Hungarian Go 
/etntciccif or it« tepr^srntinves ic re*p»ct of t*rnf<jry t’-antft'n'd from Hungarian 
to Rcumanian sovereigntv The petitioners assert that thoir holdings were formed 
out of land belonging to the Hunganan State, that a certain number of holdings 

V ere not entered m the land r^lcr in consequence of admmistratine delay [which 

was not du“ tq any negligence o' on rheii- pa*^) unr'i the spi'ing of '919 

and consequent^ that these entru s cao be reg<irded under the Roumanian Law of 
October 25th, 1921, as nuL and void in law and in fat t They »ay that their right 
of ownership, which had been acquired veats before, van in this v a\ be annulled 
without any compensaUop 

Fur the Council the question was whether the application to the farmer of 
the provisions of Article 10 of the Agrarian Law for Transvlvania, and of Article 2 
§ t, of tne law ot October 2qth, 1021, was entirely in conformity v ith the stipu 
lations of thp RoumanBr Vinort'es Treat? and t parttfula: wtb a provision 
whereby Roumanian nationals bdonging to racial, religious or linguistic minorities 
enjoy thv same treatment and the same guarantees it fure and it jat’o as other 
Roumanian nationals 

The Rounutitan GoveTUOPiit in ir® 'epW to ^He'e cotoplainrs observed that, 
whereas the colonisation before 1885 wav intended to develop distncts where there 
was a shortage qf labour, that which took jJace after that date had no economic 
purpose and merely deprived of Uie possibility of acquiring land a large agricul 
tural population v hich povsessed no cultivable 'aid at all 

The result of these measures of colonisation was that when the Roumanian 
agrarian reform wa introduced in these districts th"re were on the one hand la^' 
numbera of coloni't farmers with holdings of from 15 to 25 jugar', and, on the 
o'her, nati/e peasants wlio were landless jnd living in. direst poverty The sti 
pulation contami'd in Artide 10 of the Agrarian Lav for Transylvania v as nercs 
sarv because, despiw the expropriation id the large e tates there was still insufli 
cfnt land in the colonised region to meet the claims oi all those entitled to bi’nefit 
by the expropnation 



The Go^ernment added diat in the distnbubon of the allotment' formed out 
of land expropriated either from laige land avnerb or irom small farmers no 
distinction -vas made on the ground c«t the nationaUtj of the beneficiaries 

Ao regards i.fie Ian eon enamj the Duihfir^tion of acts relating to land ra the 
territory united to Roumania the Govemment declared that it in no wav affected 
the position ot farmers who had obtained their land by regular procedure and 
could prot e that they had paid the r annual nstalments to the proper authorities 
The Old; entries re\ised or cancelled under the above mentioned law were those 
irreguiarh made These cancdlabona dia not m olve anv dispossession between 
1918 and 1925 when the petitioners submitted their complaints 

From a statisti' al table furnished by the Roumanian Government it appears 
that the number of farmers toncemed is roughly 2j00 and the total area of the 
farms in question is 42,000 jugars Of this area 24COU lugars that is about 6u% 
ot the total area have either been eixpropnated or raav be expropriated in virtue 
of Article 10 of the law on agrarian reform Acuirding to the contracts the total 
purchase price cf the farm' iwithout interest) is ll jOOOOO Hungarian crowns 
The farmers v ere required to pav for hftv years bcgioning with the third year (n 
some cases 'ooncr], an annual sum for the amortisation of the capital and interest 
charges During the first years these annual »utns consisted mainly of interest 
and only a comparatvelv small amount repre<enCed amortisation of capital 

M Titulssco explained to the Council that if the farmers had made their 
annual pavments in gold up to 1018 and liad paid the balance in depreciated rur 
renev the total pa'msnts would have ainount-xl to idyoouo crowns the total 
price of the holdings being il ^ooooo croim* He pointed out that the farmers 
had also remained m possession of buildings erected for the most part b' tl e Hun 
garian State the v alue of which was certainly not les' than 1 400 000 crowns In 
addit on the Roumanian Government had pad compensation equivalent to 30001 lO 
crowns for the land e propnated (00% of the total area) The 'ettlers therefore 
had received equal if not greater value for the i dyo 000 crowns assumed to have 
been paid 

The table further shows that the application 01 Article 10 leaves the expro 
priated farmers with an amount ci land e-'ceeding and m some cas^s far exceeding 
the standard holding for th- district that k to say the portion of land allotted by 
the Agrarian Reform Authorities to authorised claimants Roumanian or other 
wise, occupying the twenty st\ village settlements The expropriated farmers 
are lett in possession ot their houses plantations and all installation' on their farms 
A considerable number (Jji4 out of djOj) of the interested parties amongst whom 
fhf fiyprfyjnarcd Uod haa beeo dtsTrhut^ are pomnDs belDuging to the lamiJ ca 
of the farmers 

The Roumanian Government has caused a detailed examination to be made of 
the position of each farmer as regards the tultilment of h s contract It appears 
from that examination that a considerable number of farmers could be legallv 
deprived cf their holdings (uicludmg their houses and other installations) if the Pou 
marian Government exejci»'’d jga n«it them the right of repurchase as laid down 
m the contracts Some of the stipulation' contained m the contracts drown up 
by the Hungarian Governnjeat«irevxtremdy hard upon the farmers and offer the 
Government many opportunities of exerea ng ^ ost the farmer a right of repur 
chase which under present cm umatances would deprive the tarraers of their 
homes in exchange for practicaUy negligible compen'ation 

The Roumanian Government has strongly emphasised that it ha' no intention 
whatsoever of availing it'elf of lU nght of repurcha'C at the e-^ense of the farmers 
provided that there is no mfriDgemcnt of Article lOnt the Agrarian Law It recog 
luses that the position of the farmers m question i« exi/iptional on account of the 
geographical situation of their holdings, the land shortage m the region being 'o 
great that in order to safeguard the nghts of the authorised claimants e pro 
priation measures had to b** applied very strictly 



Th'- Roumanian Government therefor* proposed to the Council to offor the 
farmers on humanitanan grounds and irrespective of the e’^propriatinn price fi'ed 
bv the la-v rompen'ation to tlie amount of 700WX> francs There could he no 
quf‘:,tion of amending the provmons of Article lO of the law on Agrarian Reform 
which lould be pul into full e'ccution. The Government merelv wished to five 
larmers wno came unoer tnis. danse material proof of tne interest taKen in their 
special ituatiun 

The Council con'uderid that this practical solution of the question seemed 
oetter calculated to meet thv interests of the farmers and to pacify the inhabitants 
iireetlv converri'-d than s }^;a2 dec smo cancdlmg Art.v'e 10 o' the Agrinan Lav 
It therLfore accepted the propo<!a] of the Rou^innian GOT'e^nmeT', g vng i*-, as 
Its rapporteur stated an opportumty of 'ettling this affair ’ ith the conviction of 
having rendered pojsible a sauJactorr arrangement bet 'cen the Roumanian Go 
vernment and certain of its subjects — an arrangement reflecting the spirit of 
good-”!!! of which the Roumanian Government was prepared to giv^ evidence m 
its dealings with the Hungaricin farmers 


5 — MiKoMTiea ra Litouakia 

The question of minorities in I itbuania was dealt v ith by the Coud''i 1 on Sep 
tembet 5th 

M dc Mello rranro (Braal) reporting on the <ubjcct submitted to the Council 
fresh information /■ith regard to the situation of ramoritie m Lithuania and the 
result' of hiB o amination of documents submitted by the Lithuanian representative 
at the Juno Council meeting 

In his report M de Mello Franco drew attention to the fact that th» measures 
in connection with the participation of minontica" m the Committees of thi 
Lithuanian Diet concerned parliamentary minorities and not linguiotic, racial or 
religious mmoritieo as suvh (') Th* language question m school' is decided in 
each case according to the wi-hes ot the parents The decrees concerning th» 
language to be ii»cd on 'igns in'criptions etc were repealed m Jul\ atrd, 102) 
The law does not gcnerallv speaking forbid the use of any particular language m 
account books It» aims arc entirely hscal and it is for this navon that the ledger, 
the day bnok and the cash book must be kept in the oficial language 

CApropnated forest land « not re distnouted but is administvred h\ the 
Goverrimcnr m th» public interest Th» Government takes care that the forests 
are not cntroached upon and that their produce is kept at the disposal of the 
whole population without 6stinctioii of race The fundamental principle of tht 
agrarian reform is that the first to benefit should be the agricultural worl^r' living 
on or near the land c propnated The minontics are also allowed to benefit by 
tile reform The question of mortgages and other encumbrance' and hens on pro 
pertv tak^n over in virtue of the agrarian reform has not yet been 5'“ttlcd by Icgi' 
Ution \ bill settling Iho qui^t on m accordance with mortg-'ge lav applying to 
the repartition or scirure of estates eDcumbered with such debts was tabled at the 
beginning of the present year and has already passed the second reading 

The Council in'-luding jvl Galvanauslas iLithuania), noted tlie information 
contained in th^ reports of M do hlello Franco as ? ell as the detailed e planations 
givtn bv the Lithuanian Gowrnm'uit The Council further cxprc~svd the hope 
that the Lithuanian Government would succeed in di'pclling any apprehensions 
whuh might 'till c ist among Uie minorities on its temton and m pcrouading tlrm 
of Its determination to appl\ the provisions of tlie Minorities declaration of 
May I2th, 1922 
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4 — Minohties IK Gbeece ahd Turkey 

On September 2nd the Couaal positpoiied to its next session the con'ideration 
of the question of the Greek nuoontv m Constantinople and the Turkish minority 
in Western Thrace 

This decision was due to the fact that the League Commissioners tor the 
question of Greek and Turfrish ininonti'% had informed the Counc 1 that they 
were not yet able to subm I their report 


VIII — Political Questions 
I — The Iraq Frontier 

The question of the Iraq frontier i as carefully crammed by the Council \t 
sevr-ral public meetings the representat ves of the interested parties Mr Amery 
(Secretara of State for the Colon es m the Briti«h Government) and the Turkish 
Foreign Minister Tevfik Rouschdy Bey erplaiaed thi» vi®w5 of their respective 
Governments ivith regard to the report of the Mosul Commission the merits of 
the case and the procedure to bv followed ui order to «ettle the question 

The general character of the^e statements and the mam points dealt Tuth may 
be summed up as fellows 

Mr Amcry said that admitting that until the Council had announced its doci 
Sion the legal 'overeigntv over the whole area between the frontier* claimed b\ the 
British Government and the Turkish Government might remain in a strictly tech 
meal sense Turivish it was perfectly eWr that the Turkish Government m virtue 
of Article 3 of the Tnaty of Lausanne and of the formal declaration made by its 
representative to the Council bad agreed in advance to renounce Turkish save 
reignty over all territory beyond the I m* winch the Council might decide upon as 
the boundary and that the Itgal sovereigntv to whatever extent it might be trans 
ferred b\ the decision of the Council would therefore pass automatically at the 
moment when the Council gave its deusioo 

Mr Amef; underimed the Commissions convictioD of the insuperable prac 
tical difficulties of holding a plebiscite and the Commission s statement that it 
had nevertheless neglected no means and no opportunity of ascertaining the views 
of the population Mr Amery said that assuming that the Commissioners in 
proposing the continuance of tl e mandate did not «u^est anv derogation from 
the present status of Iraq but onlv the maintenan' e of the mandate in the shape 
of the existing Treaty between Iraq and Great Britain the Bntish Government 
was prepared before tli* expiration in 1928 of the present Treaty to replace it by 
a Treaty of longer duration thus contmuing its revpon«ibilitv towards the League 
in this respect until such time witbm tho limit suggested by the Commissioners, 
as the Council was clearly convinced that conditions of stability were definitely 
secured He raid a telegram from the Pnmo Minister of Iraq stating that the 
Iraq nation represented by its Chamber of Deputies desired to continue in alliance 
with Great Britain after the expiry of the present Treaty 

After giving assurances with regard to the Kurds Mr Am‘‘ry said that to 
weal en Iraq cconomii-allv and then to set it the task of d' fending a strategically 
indef'’ndabl'‘ frontier would impoc upon the Iraq Government an undertaking 
entirely b'^vond its capacity and a partition of the territory as suggested bv the 
Commission as an alternative would be an even mote senous and permanent danger 
to the stability of Iraq than the premature withdrawal of British support Britain 
had put forward a claim to a moderate e tension northward of the provisional 
Brus'els line so as to give the greatest measure of strat^ical security to Iraq and at 



the same time enable the remnant of the Assyrian nation to live once again m a 
substantial portion of their ancestral home Any koS satisfactory frontier would 
present senuu disad.aDtageojWluieanyimnairment of tho territorial umtv of Inq 
would be fraught with the gra\est possibilities of di aster to the whole policy of 
the rogeneration of Iraq 

Tevfil^ Rou'cndi Bev stated that according to the Commission, it might he 
=aid that the majority of the populatmn would prefer Turkish rule if the question 
of a prolong'‘d mandate were not mtrodnerd This amounted to s iving that as 
regards tbs' question laised under the Taaty of Lausanne the population was m 
favour of Turkey The Turkish representabve underlined the Commis ion s views 
on the legal a'pe^c of the matter and said that there could be no question of disf'ci 
venng artificial means for making possiible the attachments Iraqof this lai^eand 
important part of Turkey It was not a question of imowing whether the British 
Government would eonsent or not to ensure tlu. stability and development of Iraq 
and the Turkish Government was grateful to the Commission for the valuable appro 
ciation i/hich it had made cd the fact that it was impossible to attach in any normal 
wa\ the vilayi t of Mo'ul to Iraq 

As Turkey nad not rteogmsed the imuidatorv system m the countries det 
ached from the former Ottoman Empire, hov could one peak to her of the estsb 
hshment of a mandate in a territory which now formed an mtegnl part of her own 
territory’ Turkey had refused categorirally to accept the Treaty of Sevres with 
its articles relating to mandates the Treaty of Lausanne made no allusion whatever 
to the mandate and neither it the Conference of I^usanne nor during the sub 
sequent phas s of the dieputehad the question whether it wa» necessary to establish 
a mandate over the vilayet of Mosul ever been raised, and the conclusions of the 
Commission should be considered (from the political as well as the juridical point 
of view) altogether apart from the question of the mandate Turke> based her 
demand to keep the contested territory on the ground that it formed an integral 
part of her country and that its inhabitants demanded the maintenance of Turkish 
sovereignty 

After hearing these statements the Council, on September 4Ch, appointed a 
Committee to c^nsidT information furnished b\ the Commis'i^n and the parties 
Tilt composition of this Committee was thesomeas that of the Committee appointed 
last vear m Brussels to study the ouestioo M Unden Rapoort^ur [Sweden), 
M Quinones de Leon (Spain), and M Guam fUruguay) The Committee received 
a aeries of notes and memoranda from the parties and heard verbal statements b> 
their representatives Certain prthtninarv Questions being raided the Committee 
proposed that the Couna! bould seek the advisory opinion of the Permanent Court 
of Interaational Tustice on two <rf the most important points The questions 
suggested for reference to the Court were 

1) \^hatis the character of the deeraon to be taken by th» Council in virtue 
of nrtiek j §2 of the Treaty of Lausanne — w it an arbitral award, a recom 
inend?tion, or a simple mediation^ 

2] Must the decision be unammous or may it be taKun bv a majority? Ma> 
the rtpre*cntalivcs of the interested parties t^ part m the voter 

Mr Amer) white r^rettmg the postoonement which would possibly bo m 
volved agreed that it wa essuotial for the Counal to know ovatitly in what capa 
city and by what procedure it was to setfle the question He confessed however, 
that he thought he was lustificd m a sumin^ from the definite and c plicit agree 
ment reached at tlic Council meeting of September 1024, that there was no doubt 
V liatever as to the character of the decision to be taken that it was an arbitral 
decision to be given on the broad moits of the case binding on both parties, and 
not m any ca e a mere acomoiendatioii or the su^estion of a mediator On the 
as'umption that there v as no doubt with regard to the question of the competence 
ofthc Council except mregardtotheque bonsspecificaily mentioned, he waspropared 
to fall m with tlie recommendation of Uit Committee and do his berttofacilitatoit 
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Tc\fil Rouschdi Be\ contended that the proper interpretation of the Treat} 
of Lausanne showed clearly that the two parties resorted to the good office' of the 
Council and not to a decision gnui by the Council without their consent He 
quoted a statement made h\ Ijord Corron at the Conference of Lausanne in which 
he said that the dec 'ion of thcCoumil nponwhich the Turkish Government \ould 
be representi-d would have to be unaiumous •« that no decision could bo arm ed 
at without its consent He contended that this statement figured m the minutes 
of the meeting of the Conference vbch resulted in the conclusion of a Treaty of 
Peace and therefore had an altogether special L^al significance The advisory 
opinion of thi, Pourt could not thutfore many way affect the rights of the Turkish 
Government undur the Acts of Laosaone or modify the rcle of the Council laid 
down by those Acts The minutes of the Conference and the stipulations of the 
Covenant concerning the pceis rf the Connell m those international disputes 
wh ch cxi'ted on July 24th H)2j w^rc the only records which had any force 
whatever The National Assembly nf Turley wa:. not bound by any undertal mg 
c'’ccpt the ^cts which it had ratified and any nndertaJcing given by the Govern 
ment v.hich modihed or evcccdcd stipulatioos ratified by the Turkish Assembly 
could not constitute any cng^cment until that A<semfalv had appro. ed them 
The statements of the Turlreh repreantative at the raeetinf of the Council in 
September IQ 24 " ere made in the light of all the past phases of the question 
mclud ng Lord Cutzons spc»cli 

Mr Amery stated that it seemed to him perfectly e!»ar that the Turki»h 
rcpres'ntativa had disavowed the assuraoceo given by Fcthi Bey to the Council on 
September jOth 1024 and if that were really the meaning of the Turl ish ropre 
scntativc he must malt it quite clear that until thcTurkish Government definitely 
and explicitly renewed its pledge to a 'cpt in advance the decision of the Council 
an. pledge or assurance the British Government had given either through Lord 
Farmoor or through himself fell to the ground and was not effective 


The Council in adopting the resolution referring to the Permanent Court Uie 
two questions mentioned above reminded the parties of the engagement to maintain 
the status quo which they had ent'^red into when s^mg the Treaty of Lausanne 
ctnd which th»\ had renewed last year before the Council At the request of the 
Bnt ah Government the Council in order Co avoid the seriou' situation which might 
re«u!c from the spread of news concerning local incidents sometime' d fficult to 
verify and thus letter to en are the maintenance of the statu fw during the pe 
nod of dvlav involv ed bv rclerence to the Court deaded to send to the spot a repre 
scntativc of the League of Nations This uims-ary will keep the Couned informed 
of tlie situation m the locabty of the provisional Ime fixed at Brussels on October 
2Qth 1024 and will deal solely vith frontier inadents on this ime The British 
representative stated that his Government and the Government of Iraq would 
afford the League representative every fai ility towards carrying out his task The 
Couuc il cNprc'^ed the hope that the Turkish Government would soon be abl* to give 
it a similar assurance m regard to th'* temtory north of thi, Bruosrls line as the 
Turl bh delegate pre at the meeting had not the necfasaiy powers 

On September 28th the Council appointed General Laidoner (Esthonia) as 
representative of the League of Nations for purposes of information on the situa 
t un at the provisional Iraq Turkish tronti«.r as laid down at tli'- "Brussels C0unk.1l 
meeting of 0 'tob"r :oth 1924 To General Laidoner will b(- attached two assi 
tvnt' to be nommatvd later by the Council Committee on thv Iraq frontier 

2 — The Mehel Convbntioh 

The Counoil on Septemba- 28th ronsidcrod a question of procedure in connec 
t on with the application of Article 17 of the Memel Convention nov m force 
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Article ll deals 'sith the prot^on of mmonties in tlie Memel Territorv and 
lays down that the preedure adopted by the Connal in regard to minority peti 
tions shall he appl cable to petitions roncemmg mmonties m the Memel Territory 
Article 17 lays down tJ at aii\ Member of the Gounnl shall ho entitled to draw 
the attention of the Council to any infraction of Ok provisions of the Con 
.ention. 

M Guam (Uruguay) reporting on the subject was of opinion that the Counnl 
had the choice of t'-’O methods The first would consist m adopting with regard 
to information received either by Members of the Cnunuil or bv the Secretariat 
in rUation to questions dealt with in Article ly iV same procedure as had been 
adopted m regard to petitions relating to the protecaoa of imnonties The nght 
conferred by this ^rbcle upon Member of the Council v as described in terms 
'imilar to thosL used in Article 9 of the Declaration on the protection of minorities 
made b\ the Lithuanian Go\ijnraent to the Council on May I2th 1022 The 
other method would be to instruct the Secretary General to transmit to Members 
of the Council lor their infonnatJon afl documents which ne might receive concern 
ing matters vhich might give occasion for the CNtreisi of the right laid down in 
Article 17 

After heanng M Gal\anauskas (Lithuania) the Council proceeded to an 
exchange of views in which Vi'count C*cil M Hvmans M PaulBoticour M de 
Mello Franco M Sc aioja and the rapporteur took part The Council authorised 
the Secretary General dwuld he receive spontaneous communications of a serious 
character addressed to the Counnl of the League and beantig on infractions or 
alleged infractions of the Memd Convention to forward the same as a matter of 
informat on and without lomroent to the Members of the Council 


3 — The SiruATioN m China 

The question of the present international ituation ot China was raided at the 
Suth Aasembh bv tlie Chinese representative who drew attention to the fact 
that a Conference of thi- Powers concerned "as about to take place at Peling and 
claimed the moral support of the League tor his country 

The Assembly noted the declaration of the Chnes" representative and adopted 
a re olutmn expressing th** hope that a sati'factory solution would shorllv intervene

Tilt Sixth A«vmyv afier '•>a'n'Oi!ig chc tcpoti- of the Tempotarv Slavery 
Commission {) recommended for approval a draft convention for the suppression 
of sldverv submitted by the Sixth Assembly Committee and based on proposal' 
put fort ard by the British dcimation 

The Si''th Asserablv Connrnttco assisted by the Chairman of the Slavery Com 
mi'sion M Gohr decided to refrain fmm mvest^ting the particular situation in 
certain territories and to confine itself to an tvammation of the genera! problems 
It accordingly rccommuid'’d that th»* Assemblv should adopt a formal document 


II) 'K ’ft-rjluj S nrsarj \a V No , p So 
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setting forth the minimum standard which it was hoped that Governments would 
be ready to a^'cept and apply 

Bv the draft convention whiuh is compoaed ol a preamble and the convention 
proper, the contracting partieb undertal e to prevent and suppress the slave trade, 
and to bring about progressively and as soon as possible the disappearance of slaver) 
in all it' forms They also agree to tAho all necessary measures to prevent condi 
tions analogous to slavery from resulting from for ed labour it being recogniS' d 
that, in principle, forced labour may onlv be exacted for public purposes and that 
in terntones m which it stiU aurvnes for other purposes it shall be adequately 
remunerated of an exceptional character and shall not involve the removal of 
labourers from their place of residence Special clauses deal with the deiimtion 
of slavery, trade at 'ea penafhes and partial accessions to the convention 

Proposals of the Norwegum delegation concerning (i) reference to the Permanent 
Court of International Justia of disputes <i5 to the interpretation and application 
of the Conv '■ntion and (2) reports to be made annually to the League on the execution 
ot the Conv ention were pc'tpom d for consideration at ne^t year s Assembly 
The Council on September 28th deeded to communicate the draft convention 
to thoMcmbersof theLeagueandtoAfghamstan,Ecuador Egypt Germany, Menco, 
Russia the Sudan Turke" and the United States of \menca requesting them to 
forward to the Secretary Central not later than June ist, ipsd, any observations 
they might desire to make with regard to the draft States were further urged 
to male every eftort to adopt forthwith all pos'iblc measures in conformity with 
the convention and to assist one another m the abolition of the slave trade slavery 
and analogous conditions b> all practicable lueaQS aod, in particular, by the conclu 
Sion of special agreemenU 

4 — Traffic ih Owun and othbr nANOEHous osuos ( ) 

Both the Coumil and the V>cmbly examined reports on the work of the 
Advi'ory Committee on Traffic in Opium during the past v^ar 

Th» >i«»embly examined in particular a resolution 1 ontamed m the Final Act 
of the Second Opium Conference This resolution provides for the appointment 
of a Commission to visit certain opium producing countnes for the purpose of study 
mg local difficulties connected with the limitation of the produ''tion of opium to 
quantities required for medical and scientmc purposes The Commission will also 
advise as to the measures to be talen in view of such limitabon 

O'! rh(, fii'i'j'inr, jV Pfir<iaj) delegate itated that, while bis rminfj^ was 
anxious to co operate by Jl the means m its power in the suppression of the illicit 
traffic m opium it was impossible for it to limit its production unless other crop» 
were substituted for the opium poppy He therefore urged, as at the Second Opium 
Conference, that a Commission of Enquiry be sent to Persia 

The Assembly approved the proposal and requested the Council to appoint 
a commission of three whose would task it be to CAammo the question from the 
point of view of replacing the poppv by another crop, of transport problems and of 
business conditions and markets in the E^t It voted a credit of 100,000 Swiss 
franca for the enquiry 

The Council requested the Secretary General to ask the Persian Government 
whether it could see its vay to parbcipating in the expenses of the Commis'ion 
It also asked the Secr'='tary General to submit at its December meeting a list of 
person' suitable to serve on the Commission 

The repre'entatives of Canada Demnarl ,tfiJ Hungary signed on behalf of 
their respective Governments the Convenbon drawn up by the Second Opium 
Conference

temporary service decides to include in the budget of the International Labour

In view of the fact that the Governing Body of the International Labour 
Office has not vet iiad an rpportunit” of exanunii^ these proposals recommends 
that the report should bo submitted as soon as poBiblc to the Governing Body

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I — Summary of tiie Month 

Although the Cunferenc** of Locarno was not hdd under the auspices of the 
League and is for that reason not dedt with m thu Monthl> Summarv, its work 
was of 5uch extreme interest for (*<■ future development of th" League that it 
cannot be passed over r ithout this bnei reference 


The outstanding njanikstation nf the League® activitv m October was an 
cxtraordinarv session of th" Coun'-il to consider thu Griero Bulgarnn dispute 

Following a frontier inudent on Octob"r iQth Bulgaria on October 23rd 
requested a special acasion of the Council under Articles X nnd XI of the Covenant 
That same da\ tin. Secretary General convoled the Council for a special session 
m Pans on October ndtli the President of the Cmraul urged both parties to cease 
hostilities and withdraw thca troop* and all the Governments of tlie League were 








telegraphically mfoinied Three di>s later the Council met in Pans and is'ued 
a 24 hour invitation to both States to agree to .tithdraw troops and cease firing, 
and a 60 hour invitation in v/hich to e\euite that agreement K day and a half 
later Bntish, French and Italian militfrv officers were on the spot as mandatories 
of the Couni il, within a few hours, hostdibe^ had ceased, and within three days— 
eight hour^ before the expiration of the time Lmit— all troops were bad behind 
their frontiers The Council, with the agreement of both nations, appointed an 
International Commis'ion to start within a week to investigate the facts tlio res 
piinsibilities and the damage^, if any, and to propose measures for the prevention 
of similar incidents, the report to be ready, if pos‘iL!e, for the December session 
of the Council During this secsion, certain important pronouncements Aere made 
by the various Govvrnments rvprreented as to the use of force as a measure of 
self defence without previous recourse to arbitration, and as to the relationship 
between the qumk and 'uecc»s!ul settlement rf the Grace Bulganan dispute and the 
Locarno Conference, whiji, M Bnand declared, had been successful only becaus'' 
It was based on the previous worl of tie Lei^e and conducted m the spirit of 
the League 

In addition to the Gxteco Bulganan dispute, the British Turlish dispute on 
the Irak frontier fame before an exltuordmary session of the Permanent Court of 
International Justice for an advisory opinion requested by the Council in conneution 
with Certain legal points 

Tie annual reports of certain of the Manoatorv Power', together with various 
petitions and other questions regarding the administration of Mandates, w ere consi 
dered at a meeting of the PeriQ^ent Mandab s Commission 

The year's programme of worl on health, as set forth b\ tbu Sixth Assembly 
was arranged in detail m a meeting of the Health Committee while the Committee 
of Statistical Experts and tlic Sub Committee on Arts and Letters drew up their 
programme for the coming vear Finally tlie technical an financial prospects of 
the settlement of Armenian RcfO|e»s m the Caucasus were considered at a m"cting 
in Pans, when it was decided to send a liaison officer and an engineer to Armenia 
to make a special investigation 


II — Extraordinary {Thiriy-Sixth} Session of the Council

At the request of th<* Bulganan Government, which on October 2ird had in 
vol ed Articles \ and XI of the Covenant (*), the Secretary General convened th'*

The events v Inch led to the Bulganafl appeal may be summarised as follow s 
During the dav of October loth shots were tx''hanged on the frontier to the 
north east of Salomca between Bulganan and Greek 'entnes A sentiy was filled, 
as stated hv Bulgarian telegrams, on Bulganan territory, and, according to Greek 
despatches, a Greek officer v as killed Frobnged firing and movements of troops 
ensued

cil stated that it had given instruction' to rts muitary command that no rc'istance 
should be nhered to the Greek trouos The apoeal of the Bulgarmn Government 
was received by Ine Sccretar> General eariy in the morning of the 23rd A few 
hours later the Ss' retory General suipmoned an c traordinary sc' ion ot the Coun 
cil kfter consulting the act ng President M Brand he fued the meeting for 
October 2fith in Pari' In the aftemoi’n of the same day M Briand sent a tele 
gram reminding both Governments ot the solemn obligations undertaken by them 
a' Members ot the League of Nabonsund'r Article XII of Covenant not to resort 
to war and of graveeonseqacnces which Covenant lays down for breaches thereof 
he therefore exhorted the two Gevernments to give immediate lostructions that

Accordingly at the fir.t meeting ot the Council on October 26th M Br and 
asked the reprcs“ntatives of the parties M kfarfott (Buigaru) and M Carapanos 
(Greece) what action had been taken 00 Db recommendation v ith regard to the 
cessation of hostilities and the withdrawal of troops and what was the present 
situation 

M Marfoft (Bulgaria) declared that at no moment and at no point had Greek 
territory been invaded ur occupied by Bulganan troops M Carapano^ (Greerc) 
stated rhvt as his Government had already made hiown the Greeks wer'- ready 
to evacuate Bulgarian soil as soon as the Bn^^inans had withdraw from Greek 
territory and tnat his Govsrnmrnt v as ready to accept the Cuuned s deusion 

Tiie Gounvil on the report of Mr Chanriwbm then decided to request the 
representativi.5 ol both States to informitwithm twenty four hours thatthcBuiga 
nan and Greek Governments had g ven tmcondibonal orders to their troops to 
witnoraw oetiina the r respect!’ e national ironbeis and with m suty hours that 
all troops had been withdrawn within th* national frontiers that hostilities had

The Council n quested the FreoUi British and Italian Go\crnm'‘nts to direct 
officers 1 ithm reach to repair immt^tely to the region wffiere the conflict had 
broken out, and to report direct to the Council on the execution of its decision 
The Bulgarian and Grpuk Govermru-nts were «o notified tel'-graphically in tlie 
evening of the :6th the period fixed by the Counul tor the cxucution of its decision

On Oc tober a^tdi the Greii apre!>entative mentioned certain suggestions for 
agreement between Greece and Bulgaria and the consequent evacuation of the 
tsrrirory occupied, the President of the Council <said that what was now hoped for 
was the full acceptance of the Council’s proposals Both nations were given the 
opportunity of statng their case in full

On October 2dth Mr Chamberlain drew attention to the fart that the frontier 
incident with which the tounnl had to deal had j’l'^cn between two States Mem 
bers of the League of Nations botli of which had accepted the obhgntions of the 
CovEDaor, IQ particular tr^e'es \ a-id XJ He ro"t'''uec!

The Greek representative said that the measures tal en by liis Government 
were necessarj for the defenix of Greek temtoiy The Greek advance only took 
place after the violation of Greek temtory bv Bulgarians and had technically a

The Greek representative asserted that the Bulgarian proposal for an inquiry 
had only been made after the Bulgarian troops had been beaten He ascribed the 
varous incidents to the athvilv '•V uinutadji organi'Mions and to the lac*- 
that the Bulgarian Government had not been able to enforce the apphcdtion of the 
military clauses of the Treaty of Ncuilly He requested the Counul to invest!

The Bulgarian representative said that his Government consented to tlie ques 
tion of the comitadu being elucidated m the course of the inquiry 

from these declarations it appeared that both the Bulgarian and the Greek 
Government wished the Council to mvvstigatc thv ongin and the underlving causes 
of the incident which occurred on their common frontier to establish ri^pcnsibi 
lities and to consider whether indemniucs or reparations were due The Council 
accepted this task and undertook moreover to seek means of ebmmating m th* 
future the likelihood of such incidents d« gave nsc to the recent trouble On the 
report of Mr Chamberlain, the Counol decided on October 29th to appoint a

report or subscquvntlv any s^esUons a» to measures which m its opinion, would 
eliminate or minimise the ginura} causes ot such incidents and pre\ ent their recur 
fence 

The Conin.s5ioi was ccrsti'Ued as fol'nw*' S.' Horace Rumbo'd, Brif-tsh 
Ambassador at Madrid Chairman a French offi«r an Italian officer a civilian 
of Swedish natiooalitv and a avihan of Dutch nationality 

The Commission v/iJI meet at Geneva on November 6th and will proceed to 
tfle scene of the incident with the utmost dispatch It will be entitled to conduct 
Its investigations both on the 'pot and at the scat' if the tv 0 Governments con 
cerned Pending its arrival the militarv attar-hd' of France Great Britain and 
Italy who arc at present on the scehe of tlie Incident, will remain m touch v ith 
the situation and on the arrival erf the Conunission, put at its disposal all the infer 
mabon they may have collected 

The Comnu'sion -was requested to subm t its r^ort bBtor* the end of Novcm 
be- «v Older that the Council mght examine it in December 

The representativfs of both parties uoepted this decision declaring moreover 
that they accepted m advance any other deusions the Council might take m the 
matter They also gave formal assurances that any prisoners who might have been 
captuied bv their troops should b at race set fnx: and transferred at the expense 
of the Government having captured them to their national territorv and that

ExTSAORDINARr SSSSION 
Tlie Mosul Questton i”) 

On October 22nd the Permanent Court of International Justice met m e\tra 
ordinary session at the Hague for the purpose of considering cectam questions 
submitted to it for an advi orv opinion b> tl e CouQtil of the Lcagut and relating 
to the dispute rtgard/nf the frontier between Tjrkey and Iraq (*] 

Upon Its rece pt the request for an opinion had been immediately communi 
cated by the Registrar to the Governments of Slates Members of tlie League to 
the States mentioned in the Anna" to the Covenant and also to the Turbsh Govern 
ment thes* Governm<*nts bad at the same time been informed that the Court 
would be prepared to receive in\ informabon which they might desire to furnish 
on the ouestiuns put Oii 3 ' the British and Turki'li Governmenta had taken anv 
Steps frilloi/ing upon tbc'C notifications 

The Turkish Government had replied by telegram that in it' opinmn there was 
no occasion ioi it to send a representative to the Court s session but it had also 
in this telegram c plained its. attitude as n^ards the questions put to the Court 
and had referred to some of its previous declarabons it had also officially trans 
nutted to the Court certain documents regarding the affair 

The British Government for its part had submitted a memorial wli ch had 
been communicated to Turkey It had also asked to be allowed to make an oral 
statement and had cnl as its representatives for this purpose '^ir Douglas Hogg 
(Attorney General) Sir Ceal Hurat and Mr Fachiri

At the following hearing, Sir Dougla** Hogg stated die Bnti'-h Government s 
views on tiic second of the questions put to the Conrt nam*-Iv wlietlier the Coun 
1.1I s defi'ion could in tin*- case, be taken bv a majontv, or must be unanimous and 
whether th* parties shoula be allowed to tal e part in the vote 

H* endeavoured to show that it it be admitted— a** the British Government 
contends— tiiat the rok of Inc Council is tiiat of arbitrator the Countil oin undsr 
paragraph 2 of Article j iB the Treaty of Lausanne rake a dtusion merely bv a 
majont^ 

That maecd was tin. gi nifoliv ai cepted prmc pit gov»rniDg international arbi 
tration procedure o uept in vise when, the arbitration agri.emcnt expres'lv 
stated tlic contrary 
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In support of this contention he cited several precedents the opinions expressed 
by various authors and clauses from certain conventions 

Did Article \ o£ the Covenant of ttic League ol b-ations, ^vhlCJl provided that 
the dei.i5ion» of the Council should be unanunuus prevent the application of this 
principle Sir Dougla‘ Ho^ maintained that it did not, for, in the present case, 
jurisdiction had been t-onferred upon the Council, not under the Covenant but 
under a treatv provision aeaptuJ bv the two parties and conferring on the Coun 
i-il a special nii"ion fiut^id*" of the scope of the Covenant and to wfneh the pro 
visions of that instrument did not apply Such missions were m Sir Douglas 
Hogg s submission perfectly admiaiiblc, for pro.nsion was made for similar ones 
m eertam clauses of vanou treities orconventiona aomeof which had been dravn 
up fay the same persons as the Covenant of the League of Nations In tin' connee 
tion, Sir Dough' Hogg quoted among't others Article S of the Sc^uritv Pact 
initial! d it Locarno, and Article i6 of the Draft Protocol for the PaciDe Settlement 
of International Di'putcs [Geneva 1024) which made provision for the exercise 
of the functions of an arbitrator bv the Council, its derisions requiring a two thirds 
majority He also mentioned th^ mmontv treaties (< g tne Treaty 1 onrludcd at 
Pans m 1919 with Poland) and the Protocol tor the financial reconstruction of 
Hungarv 

Then, tu-ning to the ]<ibt part of the second queston before the C ourt the 
Biitish representative endeavoured to show that ra the cas* under consideration 
tV pa'-t'ea to tho vi'ehid no'- *he'^ghttoOepa'+u> ^Hevo^" 

For if the Council were actmg-as maintamid by the British Govotnment- 
as an arbitrator, outsidv the “copc of the Covenant Iht prin'^iplf that a party 
cannot trv its own case which has aireadv be*n acu-pted by the Council should 
be applied tr on the otner hand tne Court vcrc ot opinion tnat the provisions 
of the Covenant ehould he applied those provisions laid down the 'ame rule 

Finallv Sir Douglas H(^g summarised Jus '•rnclusions as follows m applying 
paragraph 2 of A rtiele 3 of the Treaty of Lausanne the Council of the League acted a» 
arbitrator it might take a decuion bv a simple majontv , vnd the parties to the 
case might rut vote 

Turning then to certain conUu'ions drawn bv the Turl^isli Government from 
the i elarltiofl* mjA, befuc. the Council 00 behalf of the Br'Csh Gov crometit by 
Mr Aracry -winch conclusion he regarded a« erronvous and attributed to a misun 
derstanding— Sir Douglas Hogg nffirmed that the Bntbh Go/ernmunt still hoped 
that Turl cy would recognise the obligations assumed by her in signing tlie Treatv 
of Lau'arne ard would adn*’ He »J‘dit% of ^he und“rtal'n| giver on Sep'^embet 
jOth 3924, by the Turkish delegation to accept the Council s decibion He added 
that in that case the Brib h Government v ould aLo continue to recognise that 
the Council s. decision posses'td the binding force which the British representatives 
or i-be Coined Lad aiways admitW Bat if not, ag it # tb chat that an atb '•la'-'on 
agreement was a bilateral contract, one party would not be required to consider 
Itself a' bound beforehuid if the other party had takui upon itself to withdraw 
from the undertaking given 

Tlic hearing was terminated but the proceedingv were not definitely declared 
closed, the Court reserving the right if necessary to a'k for furtnCr mforniation 
concerning the matter before it frfifli''Gov(Jiiments or international organisations 
capable of furnishing them

rating in the v ork of th League of Nation The name of L 4 on Bourgeois, 
that great intcrnattonal figure will live in the memorv of all as ono of the most 
faithful supporters of those grand ideas of Pcave to which he devoted the best 
efforts of his life 

The Stcrctaiv General atfi nded the fun'ral ot M Bouigeois m person making 
till following speech 

It IS ntting, and I am glad Uiat it should so that on th s solemn and 
moutnfu! occasion a tribute should be paid to the memory ot L 4 on Bourgeois 
bv one who not being be compatnot had ne.ertbeless the privilege of being 
assnciatvd with him in the evemtion and pncticai working of the ideals which 
hf" chcrishvd throi^bout his life and whiJi he unlike many other great men, 
had the liappme s of seeing the world airept 

The period after the ratification of tiio Pcacs Treaties was a ‘■ime of testing 
lor the League of Nations abich had just 'oinK* into being Unbelief doubt and 
criticism t'sailed the infant League L&n Bouigeois never for one instant va 
vered His advre and counsel and vour^ np.er failed All of usin the Secre 
tariat and I in parti* ular found in him encouragement and sympathy in all our 
diffi' uities 

It is impu'sible to estimate how mu h the League owes him but it can be no 
exaggeration to say that mtbont him and tliat other great man who was his 
friend, I mean Lord Balfour the League could not have attained its present 
strength Lton Bourgiws was not only a greatTrsnehman notsvenonlyagreat 
European he was a great worid figure standing always for peace and justice 
the best final effenng thd \ 0 tho love th L^guc of Nabons can make 
to him IS to rc'ol k that vo. viil do our utmost in very way tn ensure that liis

MEfOnANDUK OK THE BaUMCE OP TrAOB AKD THE BALANCE 
OP THE IhTERNATIOMAI ACCOUNTS {'J 

The L»ague of 'Jation:. ha rerently losued the first volume of a np\^ edition 
of the Memorandum on the balance of trade and the balance of international 
accounts This Memorandum re embles in geneitd lines that published last year 
and contains estimates of the balance of pavments of a numbci of countries, a brief 
revie'\ oi world trade in 1924 and a senes of sAimptiL trade table showing thi. 
total trade during thi. years 1013 and 191Q to 1924 by value and weiglit imports 
and exports b» counlnes and, m a number nt cases, postwar trade at prewar 
values 

Considi-rable progress has, howe:''er, be^ made m th^ study of these questions 
since last year The number of countries for which estimates of the balance of 
pavm'-nts either partial or complete have been received, has increased from tlur 
tetn to nineteen, and, what is perhaps more important, these estimates ore on the 
whole much more comparable vitb one another This increased comparability 
has rendered it possible lO draw up summarv tables of very considerable interest 
showing capital movements, receipts and outgoings on account of interest and 
dividends and on account ot emigrants remittances and tounstr’ e/pendiCure for 
a number of difierent countries 

From the analysis given of international trade, the important conclusion mav 
be reached that the total volume of trade m 1924 was but very little if at all less 
than in ipij, there having been ronsidcrablc improvement in the later year as 
compared w'lth I02j On the other land, th- distnbutton of world trade has radi 
cally changed, the "hare of Eastern and Central Euiope has dropped bv 40 % or 
more ihile that of Central ^m*rica and Asia has greatly increased The share 
of the United lungdom was about the same m Doth years owing to the fact that 
the increase m the value of her expi>rts m the later year was greater than the average 
increase m the value of the goods entering into national trade 

Of the great trading countries cf the world, Canada, Japan and the United 
States are the three countries whose etpurts have increasi,d the most, but China, 
Cuba, Me.vii.0 Nev Zealand, Greece, Peru, the Dominican Republic, Salvador 
and Honduras ail more than doubli^ the dollar value ot tncir e ports bvtween 
1913 and 1924 As the n^em the value of goods entering into national trade since 
ipij is taben at about 50 %, all the^e countries have, therefore, materialiv im 
proved their status m the scale of trading countries

11 — The Permanent Court of International Justice (‘) 

1 — Extraordinary Session — The Mosul Question () 

On November 2!st at a public sitting cd the Court was read the Advisory 
Opinion given b\ the Court ra regard to certain questions concerning the Mosul 
affair which were submitted to it m September last by the Council of tnc League 
of Nations 

la the first part of the Opinion the Court retraced tlm events which led up to 
the reference of these questions put to it'bv the Council then followed a detailed 
e'cammatmn of the questions divided into two chapters 

The first question asked was What is the characterof the decisionto be taken 
b\ the Coumil in virtue irf Article 3 parifraph 2 of the Treaty of Lausanne? 

This paragraph provided that in the event of no agreemctic being reached 
bcUiieen the British and Turkish Governments m r^rd to the determination of 
the frontier between Turkev and Iraq the di.putc should be referred to the Council 
of the League of Nation , and tliat pending fbe decision to be reached the slsluo 
$110 of the territories of which the final fate would depend upon that decision was 
to be maintdini’d 

The Court observed chat its firstta$kwa«toiQterpretthisaTticle and proceeded 
CO make a detailed analysis of it with a view to discovering any factors which might 
■Auirmne ffiL nature of the oecisioa to pe reaefiea 6) fhv Council itarmeJ 
at till conrlusioc that the mtention of the parties wa* b/ means of the recour'c 
to till. Council prov ided for m the article to assure a definitive and binding solution 
of the dispute that is to say the definitive detenniaatioa of thp frontier 

The very purpose of the article in fact as indicated in the first paragraph 
was to lay down the southern frontier of Turkey, and a frontmr must constitute 
a definite boundary line throughout its length But failing agreement there was 
no means of settling a dispute other than a dtuision by the intervention of a third 
party— m tins case the Council— as a result of which a definitive solution would 
be reached Moreover a dea«ion on which v ould depend the final fate of the ter 
mones in question would only be a dcosion layii^ down m a definitive manner the 
frontier between Turkey and Iraq and binding upon the two States 

The Court found that the conclusion at which it thu* arrived was confirmed 
bj. a comparioon between Article 3 and certain other articles of tlic Treatv Again, 
having been able to base its interpretation on the wording of the article itself 
whicli It regarded as cRar the Court did not need to make a complete analysis of 
the preparatory work It only exammed Uua sufiiaentiy to enable it to state its 
opinion regarding certain arguments put forward on one side or the other and based

As regards those two groups of factors, the Court arrived at the same result, namely, 
that thc\ tend' d rather to confirm the coni Insion at which it had arrived on the 
basis of the actual wording of the article to be intapreted and that, at al! events 
the\ did not v eak»n that condusion 

What therefore waj the nature of the deasion which the Counril must reach 
under that artiel'*? In the question put to the Court, the Counuil had m an e\pla 
natorv phra'e mentioned the thiv* terms “arbitral award ‘ rccommi,ndation ’ 
or ' simple mediation" The Court observed la the ftRl place that if the word 
“arbitration” were taken in a wide sense, characterised simply by the binding 
force of the pronouncement made bv a third party to whom th® interested parties 
had had recourse. It might wdl be said thatthedeosion in question was an “arbitral 
award This term, on the other band, would hardly be the right one if by it were 
meant the technical conception of arbitration dealt with in the Hague Convention 
of 1907 For this reason, the Court did not attach any importance to certain con 
sequences which had been deduced from this conception which was not m anvease 
applicable to the functions of the Counul In the second place it pointed out that 
this fa t did not prevent tli» Council from being called upon, by the mutual consent 
of the partus, to give a definitive and bindmg decision in a particular dispute 

It was true that the powers of the Council were dealt with m Artide \V of 
the Covenant and that this article onlv cootvoiplated recommendations without 
binding force Thvrv wa», bo rever, nothing to pc<,vent the parties, by an agreement 
entered into in advance, from rec<^ni°ing that in $0 far as they were concerned, 
the rocommendations of the Court would have the cffeit of decisions which bv 
virtue of their pre”iQus consent, compoUonly srttN the dispute The Court cited 
precedents of cascg of this kind >p particular, the question of the determination of 
the frontier in Upper Silvsia, in which the Powers solmnly undertnok to accept the 
solution rccnmmendtd b> the Council 

Since the decision which the Council had to take in this case would not, therefore, 
by reason of the bindmg forte with which it was endowed, be desi nbed as a simpiv 
“recommendation”, atill Ie3« would it be a simple mediation' cntrubtvd to tin. 
Council The Court, however, felt called upon to observe that in agreeing to refer 
the dispute to the Council of the League of Nations, the parties certainly did nut 
lose sight of the procedure by mediation and conciliation, which formed an essentia! 
part of the function* of that body It was m the event of the failure of that proce 
dure tliat the Council would make use of its power of decision 

The second question put to the Court by the Counul v as whether thf decision 
to be tal en must be unanimons or m^ht be taken by a majority and whuthcr the 
representatives of the parties might take part in thv vote 

On the basis ot arguments drav.n from the nature of the Council — for the dis 
pute, though not submitted to that body under a clause of the Covenant, had 
nevertheless been referred to tbe Council with Uie organisation and funetions 
v-onfcrrtd upon it by the Covenant — the Court concluded that thu rule of unanimity 
was naturallv and i.’'en necessarily indicated Again this rule was e^pIlcItlv laid 
down m Article V of the Covenant and it admitted of no eveptiona other than those 
e'-pressly pro'oded for, and none of these were applicable m the pre'ent case The 
Court saw a coniirmation of its view in the faut that wirtain clauses of the Treaty 
of Lausanne, otln-r than Arhde j made e'pr ss provision for dccisiona to be tal en 
bv a majoritv 

In the Court s opinion, howevw the strict ruleof unanimity was qualified bv the 
principle which found e>pressioii m several clauaes of tht. Covenant, that votes 
recorded by the representatives of parbes did not affect the required unanimity 
This qualification of the strict rule of unanimity vas indicated with peculiar fori.e 
m the present case, since to require that the representatives of the parties should 
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acc'’pt the Council s decision would be tantaoMunt to giving them a nght of veto, 
vhichuould hardly hf m conformity with the mtention of Article 3 of the Treaty of 
Lausanne Prom anotner point oi however, tneie was nothing to justuy m 
the Court s opinion, a further derogation from the essential rule of unanimity , it 
followed therefore, that, though thnr voti^ must not be i-ounted m ascertaining 
whether there was unanimity, the r^nuseidatives of the parties were entitled to 
take part in all deliberations of the Council 

The Court s conclusions were as follows 

(1) that the “decision to be taken’ by the Council of the League of 
Nations in virtue of AiUde 3, parj^taph 2, of the Treaty of Lausanne 
would be binding on the parties and would con titute a definitive deter 
mination of the frontier between Turl e> and Iraq 

(2) that the “deci ion to be taken must be taken by a unammous 
vote, the representatives of the parties taking part m the .oting, but 
their votes not being counted m ascertaining whether there is unanimiU

The Council communicated the Committi^ s suggestiona to all States belonging 
to the Union for the Protection of Industnd Property and expressed the hope that 
the memberi of the League riould lostnitt their deflates to The Hague Conference 
to support the amendments proposed b\ the Economic Committee Thvse amend 
ments were officiallv ad /ocated by the Bntish and Brazilian Governments 

The Netherlands Governments which prepared the work of the Conference 
intimated that it attached considerable importance to tneHconumic Committee Demg 
represented at the Conference m an adsisoiy capacity 

The Conferene* paid particular attention to the proposals of the Economic 
Committee and incorporated them in the text of the Convention with a few drafting 
changes

The Chairman of the Saar Govermi^ Commission has addressed to the Sccrc 
tarv Gcnernl his report on the situation m the Saar and the worl. of the Commission 
during the peiiod from July I t to Sept^ber toth 1025

had at that moment to cope resulted m an agreeracnt putting an end to the

Economc S^'iiatioh — Tht effe t of the stnki, on the economic situation of 
the Saar was twofold first flu. coal production fell considerably in July and the 
consumers particularly the smelting vocLs had to buy e'’pensive foreign ccal 
In the second place the price of flu* Saar coal rose on ^gust ist as a result of the 
increase of wages In order to facihtate the importation of foreign coal and to 
avoid as far as possible unpmplovment in the smelting works the Governing Com 
mission suspended during the strike the dues levied on foreign coal 

The number 01 unemployed in the Saar not includ 1^ strikers, was I2j8in June 
^0 fi8 “'0 of the employment totalj i6i6m July (084 i6oo in August [083 %) 
and 1366 in September (071 %) The total number of workmen employed m Sep 
tember wa^ 102 709 (72 179 in the mmes j? 527 m the smelting verb 13 484 m 
the finishing industry 8 50: m the potteries j 4 j 4 m the glass industry, 2 480 
in the chemical industrv 2 OjO m the vood indostiy 2 906 in the building trade and 
17 982 m State 0: commuBal employment] 

Cits'oirs — tl e negotiat onsfor a Franco German commercial treaty had not 
been successful the deI<.gations taking part m them agreed before breaking of 
their conversations to make an arrangement regarding the customs regime of the 
Saar Territory 

The agreement provides for the nnportauon into tiiv Saar Territory of certain 
products ot German origin or manufacture cither free of duty or at minimum rates 
up to certain given quantiU>s and— as a counterpart— the importation into Ger 
many of products of Saar origin vr manufacture duty free and up to certain given 
quant ties The filing of these contingents is dealt 0 ith in detailed st pulations 
which provide for the mtervention ot the Governing Commission The agreement 
has not so far entered into force because one of the prelim nary conditions-an 
arrangement bet'^een the French and Saar metal mdustnes— has not yet been 
fulfilled 

One of the consequence* of the entry into force on lanuary loth 1925 of the 
French custom* regime on th» frontier between the Saar and Germany was the com 
plete remm'al on Octob^ 1st 1025 of the customs barrier which had existed since 
iQ"o between the Saar and Trance 

Crea'tcn of a Saar Labour Chamber — The Governing Commission after con 
suiting the workmen s and employers n^ani'ations the Saar Advisory Council and 
the Technical Committee finally decided upon the terms of a decree instituting a 
Labour Chamber The duty of thu body accordii^ to the Governing Commission 
is to dimmish the number and mtensitv of conflicts between workmen and their 
employer* and to ensure clo<e coop>iaUon between the Saar Territory and the Inter 
national Labour Office

General ^din’iushaLon — The local gendarracnc ixirps on October ist num 
bered S79 men 62 having been enrolled daring the third qaarti.r of 1923 

The proceeds of a loan ot four miUion dollars contracted b\ the A'sociation 
of the Commune* and Di*tricts of the Saar Temtorv were distributed among the 
communes and di*tricts {Amsi*), m order to redeem loans previously contracted 
and to proceed with certain indispensable pablic "orks 



P’ihlic mtU — The traffic between Germany and Uie Saar re named at as sat s 
factor) a level as during the preceding months On October 1st the important 
customs station of Hamburg on the German Saar frontier was opened for traffic 

The Roads Department sucreeded during the quarter m carrvmg out t! c whole 
of the very heavy programme of upl^ep and improvement which it had drawn up 
for 1925 T 1 e shipping figures for the second quarter were 127 189 7 tons down 
stream (imports} and 200 696 tons upstream (exports) compared respectively with 
83 ddi 9 and 231 1 ^09 tons for the conespondng quarter of 1924 

Trade tnduslrv social vis <rauei — The Department of Economic Affairs dealt 
mainly '<ith mea'urcs connected with the suppression of the Franco Saar customs 
barrier and the application of the ^reement on the Saar customs rdgime It 
followed closely the movement of prices in the Temtory and endeavoured to pre 
vent a rise bv cncourag ng the import of low priced vares 

As a result of the intervention of the Labour Department and the Saarbruck 
Arbitration Committee thirty mn'‘ disputes were settled by friendly agreement 

The Social Insurance Department exammed German laws and regulatoiis 
issued during the third quarter in view of the pos>ib Uly of applying them m the 
Saar Territory 

The Governing Commission put into force decrvc* amending the Prussan 
law on mining insurance funds of June lytb 1912 and creating a single fund for 
all mines in the Territory 

Public Rehif and Social Hygiene — Nearly two million francs were distri 
buted as 'pecial relief to the poor of the Tenilorv The French Mines Adminis 
tration moreover placed 4 09 b tons 01 coal free of charge at the disposal of poor 
families 

By decree of the Governing CommiS!>ion the tliird German law amending th'* 
lav' on the maintenance of disabled service men of July aStli 1935 vffiich effects 
a marked improvement in the position of war vicbm< was introduced in tl e Saar 
Territory The sums paid in the form of pens ons to disabled men will amount 
during the current year to tp 600 000 francs Under the Franl fort Agreement 
of 1922 the burden of these payments 1$ divided between the Governing Commission 
and tho German Government 

The Health Department studied the movement of the population m 19^4 
It was found that during that \e»t the population increased by i v 79 Q the total 
number being 749 3O7 at the end of IQ2^ and 763 196 atthe endof 1924 The death 
rate for 1924 is tho lowest on record for fourteen years The execos of births ova 
death' was 12 184 or ifi 2 per thousand in 1923 m 1924 12 062 or 15 8 per thou 
sand In spite of the low death rate the cxce's of births shewo a falling off 011 
account of a reduction in the total number of birth' 

The increase of population through immigration amounted in 1923 to iS 141 
or 24 2 per thousand For 1924 the increase was only J 738 or 2 27 per thousand 
This consid'-rablc reduction is explained by improved economic conditions in the 
neighbouring Terr tones in the Palatinate and m Rhenish Prus'ia 

The infant death rate for 1924 is the lowest recorded since 191: 

Deaths from tuberculosis fell from 1 138 m 1923 to 940 m 1924 (12 5 per thou 
sand inhabitants m 1924 and 15 2 m 1913) 

AgrteuUure — The ill effects of last years bad harvest are still being felt 
in the Saar As already staled the Governing Commiss on grant'’d to agriculture 
a credit of a million francs

PaleiJiiii OKii Trars^nrdm — At its fifth session the Commi'^ion laid spcnal 
emphasis on the problems 7'ith which the Mandatory for Palestine had to cope m 
view of its duty not only to safeguard the civil and religious rights of all inhabitants 
irrespective of race and religion but aUo tc pla<^ Palestine under «ucli political 
administrative and economic conditions as would secure the establishment of a 
national home for the lewish people 

At its sevsntii sessmn the Commission wa> impressed with the broadminded 
view presented by the Mandator, of the relations between the different racial and 
rdigmu' groups It e pres'ed its regret that certain elements of the population 
did net iippcar to recognise that the essential principles embodied m the Mandate 
provided the only substantia basb for the ecoooniK ^d nolitical development 
of the country On the other hand it Aa« glad to l<»am from the aocrcdited repre 
entative that political agitation had decreased and it trusted that, m th" near 
future the cooperation of members of the various rd^iou' sect' in municipal and 
district affairs might be extended 

The Commmion also recorded it» satisfartion that there was no unemplny ment 
m the territory and that tbo population, both Jewish and Arab, was morea'ing 
With regard to Jewish imm^ration it noted that measures had been adopted bv 
the British Administration so that Palestine might readily absorb all immigrant' 
admitted and offer them suitable employment TTie Commission noted also that 
the Mandatorv was ready to pay spenal attention to any requests made bv or on 
behalf of Settlers for the acouisition of State or waste land without prejudice to 
the rights of other sections of the population It expressed a desire to be kept 
informed of the progress made in carrying out the survey ot the countrv which is 
con'iocred by the Mandatory as a necessary prelimmarv to th" allocation nf Govern 
ment lands The Commission also asled for information on the exact methods 
used or contemplate by the Government for disposing ot anv of these lands 

The Commission requested that futon reports, should contain fuller information 
concermng labour conditions in Palestine In \w*w of tho increase m industrial 
activity it aski’d for details of Itgi'lahve and admitustn^ivc action for the pro 
ter-tion of workers and particularly for the regulation and supervision of child 
labour 

Particular interest wa» attached to Uic development of educational facilities 
in Pale'tine Tne Commission expressed the hope that v hen the financial situa 
tion improved the Government would be able to devote larger funds to the opemng

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of village schools m Arab commtmibcs and abo that more substantial assistance 
might be given to Jev ish schools in view of the constantly increasing number of 
pupiU 

The Commission noted nith satisfaction that the peace and order pre\ ailing 
in Palestine had enabled the Mandatory to maintam only a very small armed force 
in the territory Health conditions it noted were improving and the Jcvish 
Hadas'ah medical organisation had rendered important services to all sections of 
the population 

The Commission, finally asked to be kept informed of any progress made in 
the delimitation of the frontiers of Transjordan and requested that the ne vt annual 
report should contain much fuller information on this territory 


TeFEITOPIES UHDER B HAMOATa 

BnUsn Cameroons ~ The Commbsion asked the Mandatory to furnish m 
its next annual report detailed information on the plans of the administration for 
improving the economic and moral wdfarc of the natives It requested information 
as to the measures contemplated to check infant mortality and m general to 
improve health cofidition» m the tenitoiy as well as on certain points with regard to 
labour conditions, slavery liquor Traffic, education and public finance 

^iiai da Uj Midi — The Commis«ion examined the text of the la's on the admi 
nistration of Ruuuda Urundi promulgated by the Belgian Government on August 
2ist 1^2'^ v'hichhadcalledforAadvenecommentinccrtainquarters Itnoted the 
C\planations of the accredited representative of the Mandatory Power as furnishing 
an authoritative interpretation of tlie text 

The representative stated that his Govenunent conforming strictly to the 
terms of the mandate, was m framing the law, m no wi«e influenced by any desire 
for annexation He declared that no provision of the law was intended to confer 
upon the inhabitants of Ruanda Urundi the status of Belgian subjects -a measure 
which would have been contrary to the decision taken bv the Council at the sugges 
tion of the Permanent Mandates Commission He added that the Belgian Govern 
ment Wished neither to change its policy of indirect administration winch had so 
far been attended with happy results nor to dimmish the prestige of the two native 
chiefs 

Thi, Commission noted these statements as well as explanations given with 
regard to tlic te''t of certain articles of the new law upon which m the Commission.5 
opinion an unfortunate construction might be placed 

Information was requested by the Commission as to the intentions of the Man 
datory V ith regard to thedevdopmentof means of communication between Ruanda 
Urundi the Congo and the Indian Ocean the circumstances in which forced labour 
was exacted theimport and con'urapbon of spmts, native administration, the police 
forces of the terntory and the general educational policy of the Administration 

Satisfaction v/as expressed that the credits for the extension of the public health 
services had been increased The attention of the Mandatory s reprc'cntativc was 
however drawn to the very high death rate of inmates of Urundi prisons (66 deaths 
for -in ivcngE of 250 prisoners) 

The Commission noted that the ^stem of collection of the native tribute by 
native tax collertors— which led to abu’sc— had been abolished

Cal>rm Z pjtl (ndmiaistcrcd by the Go<remmcnt of the Union of South \fnca) 
— The Comnibsion nsked that the next r^rt on the Cnprivi Zipfcl should contmn 
fuller information on the populatron the ndmimstrative stiff tribal organisations 
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the public health services, the budget and m particular, on the administrative 
relations betv ecn the Caprivi ^pfd and the Mandatorv Power 

Pacific Isk’ids mdtt Japanese ISaadate — The Commis'ion expressed the 
hope that the next report would contain a clew statement with regard to the powers 
and activities of the native chiefe further particulars regarding the production 
and sale of sugar can" and information as to tiie legal position of land which ind 
fcrmerl" belonged to the German Empire Educational and public health measures 
adopted by the Mandatory were noted with mterest 

The Commission recorded sit appreciation of the courtesy of tlie Mandatory, 
in ha\ii^ by means of a film enabled its members to obtain an impression of life 
in the Pacific Islands 

K'ejfeniS'an.sa — TheCommissHin after hearing a statement by Mr J D Gray, 
Secretary of the External \8airs Department of New Zealand salt that the informa 
tion furnished enabled it to grasp broadminded pobev which guided the Man 
datorj m its efforts to promote the welfare of the natives without neglecting the 
legitimate interests of the other inhabitants of the territory The Commission noted 
tlie constant attention paid both b> the Administration and b> the missions to 
the education of the natives It also expressed its interest m the efforts of the 
Mandatory to obtain th" adoption of a system of tenure for native land which 
would facilitate the transition from communal to individual ownership and requested 
that the next 'epoc^ ahouli fur’wH informai'oti on the applv^wr m Western Samoa 
of the provision^ of the International Labour Conventions and Recommendation’ 
and of the 'lew Zealand labour law^ and regulation’ The Commission also ashed 
for additional information on the worktngandoumberofdistnct councils and village 
committees

The Commission considered a certain number of petition^ from individuals 
and communities m mandated temtones These petitions were forwarded through 
tlie Mandatary Powers whose observations upon them were also transmitted 

I Pelttion from Ihe 4s}ikeiaistc Comimaaty "r lemalem 
This petition wa^ directed a^mst certain administrative regulations now m force 
by which the Ashkcnasic Community is affected and al’O against a draft ordinance 
for the organisation of the Jewish communities in Palestine 

The Commission regretted that the Mandatory had not furnished it witli anv 
explanations which would enable it to consider the compiaint;> of the petitioners 
V ith regard to certain administrative regulations concerning m particular the slaugh 
ter of animals, th" tax on unleavened bread and the refusal offitially to rc-ogniic 
the community The Commission noted the mtenbon expressed by the Mandator, 
not to interfere in any way with the religions freedom and libert" of conscience of 
thC|Vanous religious s"cts and requested that the complaints of the Ashktnasic 
Community might be promptly exammed by the responsible authorities 

As regards the proposed ordinance concenuog the future li^al status of Jewi’h 
communities in Palestine, the Comnussion noted a statement of the. Mandatory that 
It wa' prepared to consider the wishes of the Ashkenasic Community 


2 CoirmumcaUor from ihe Exeadae Ceirm^e of ihe PalesUne Arab Congress 
This Committee had submitted two petitions dated respectively April 8th 
and ^pri! i;th The first contesting the very principle of the Palestine Mandate 
was not taken into consideration bv tiie Commissioa As regards j the second. 
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tl'c Coitimission doubted ^bethe- Jt conld make an adequate recommendation on 
the sole basis of the written documents even if these ’tori, t'camined i' ith tin. a'sis 
tanct of the accredited representabse of the Mandatorj against wliom the peti 
tioners felt they had cause for complamt

These documents contained three definite complaints and much useful mfor 
mation winch called for no comment 

The first complaint \ihich concpmed the uncertain position in which the Zio 
nist Organisation was placed b> the present regulations regarding petitions ns 
rt-plied to by the Commission in a statement defining its point of view as regards 
this question A second complaint bore on the fact that Article 6 of the Palestine 
Mandate had not so far been effectively applied (Art 6 provides for the settlement 
of Jews on the land includmg State an waste land not required for public 
purposes) Although th® Commission stated tliat it could not rtcommend the alio 
cation to Jewish mmigfa"r« ot land alr^^dy h»*ldby thc^arivc population it^vpres 
cd Its conviction that the Mandatory would do its utmost to gi.c effect to Article 6 
as soon as circumstances permitted 

With regard to a complaint that only 3 % of the sum set nsidr from funds 
appropriated for education hnd been used to subsidise Jewish schools m Palestine 
the Commission evpres^ed the opinion that the explanation given on tins subject 
b\ the Mandatory v as sufficient

iNTItODUCnON 

Local nc and the league — 'Viewed in thp hght of recent ev ents, the year 1925 
stands out as a period of marked piogreas for the League of Nations — progress 
to'vards universality and, parbcularlv, in its work on arbitration and security 
The Locarno agrc"mLnts, although not negotiated at Geneva, may nevertheless 
be considered as an endorsement and outgrowth of the patient endeavours of the 
Assembly, the Council and otlier League bodies with a viev to the maintenance 
of pesce by the applituliO'v of thv. Covenant, conciLaLon and aibitiotion, mutual 
guarantee*- of security, and thp reduction of armaments 

At the March Council ses'ion the BritM representative, Sir Au'ten Chamber 
lam, explained to his colleagues the reasons vhy his Government was unable to 
accept the Protocol for the Paafic Settlement of International Disputes, drawn up 
bv the Fourth Assembly at Geneva, adding 

His Majesty's Government conclude that the best way of dealing vith the 
situabon i», with die co operation of the League, to supplement the Covenant by 
Riahing sp'cial arrangements in order to meet special needs That these arran 
gemeuts should bi purely defriuiv* in charactot, thar they should be framed 
m the spirit of the Covenant, working in close harmonv with th» I>ague and 
under its guidance, is manifest 

In September, the Su* th Assembly expre sed its conviction that the most pres 
sing need of the moment was tlie re establishment of mutual confidence between 
nations, declared afresh chat a var cda^rc^ion should be regarded as an interna 
tional crime, and noted favourably the efiort of certain nations to attain tho«e 
objects by concluding arbitration conventions and treaties of mutual security con 
ceived in the spirit uf the Covenant and m barraonv with the principles of the Pro 
tocol [arbitration, security, disarmament] 

A few weelcs later, the Locarno agreements weredrawn up At the e'traor 
dmary ses-ion of the Council, m October, at Pam, M Briand, replying to 'Viscount 
L'OiJi'x. rjin^afnlarinni on tha work dAiM* nt Lwanin., saiiL 

Urd t ’•V nsp'tatun of a ifco'v.be'’ rotod bv **« 'ast As emb'y, wbwh 
gave us great encouragement, we have pursued the limited, but nevertheless 
important, vork of Loiamo If the negotiation' have been crovned with 
success, it IS due to the fact that irom bcgumuig to end we took the utmost care 
to conduct the n'’gotiatioiis in the spint of the League of Nations and of Us 
Covenant, aud that we were guided bv all the previous work of the League 

On December 14th the British lepres^tative on the Council, Sir Austen Cham 
bcrlam, formally depo'ited the Locarno agreements m thv, archives of the League 
ot Nation' On this occasion, all the members of theCounciI, speal ingin turn, emplia 
sised the importance of these agreements, Gieir political significance for Europe and 
the rest of the wond, and their affinity wito tne aims and worit of tne League 
Sir Austen Chamberlain said 

In placing thc»t docunienb,undLr the guardianship of the League andaltri 
buting to til" League all the antboaty vhicb is therein specified, not less than 
by thoagt'-'went ''cu* betm r 6er"any and the oihw Hujotb that, « pa *■ 
of iho'" agrcemi-nts Germany should enter the League of Nations, we have 
made a contribution tovards tip ^i^port and mcrea'e of the League's aulho 
nty and strength

and strengthened b\ the condnsion of the Treaties of Loearno These Treaties, 
which are inspired b) the provisions and directii^ principles of the Covenant, 
are dc igned to be begmmng between the States which have signed them, 
of normal relations based jon i.<]nal desme fas achieve concdiation within the 
limits of the Treaties and of the n^its of each part^ 

The Acting Pre'ident of thr* Council, M Soaloja, spoke as follows 

This IS indeed a fete day for the League of Nations for we aro now able 
to Witness th*- Ttalijation ul suni.th>ng winch befete imly a and .n 
ideal when the League wjs first e tablished Ihc wtirld must realise that tbe 
difficult work which we undertook during those years of seeking for legal ms

The Locarno agreements invest the League with considerable authority, its 
intervention being provided for in numerous articles It may even be ‘aid that, 
without the League machinery, it wnuJd be difficult to conceive how tbe'eagreements 
oould be applied at all As, also, their coming into force is dependent upon the 
entry of Gernianv mte the League of Nations, the agreements have a direct bearing 
upon tile composition of th* Lc^uc and are calculated M bring it a long stop nearer 
universality Locarno tinally marked the end of the evchangi of views between 
the German Government and the members of the Council regarding the admission 
of Germany to the League These negotiations began m October 19:4 and were 
continued in December the same year and Mardi toat 

The questions of arbitration secoricy and disarmament continue to form part 
rff the League programme The SkA AssembW itcvnmended that after conven 
Runs and treaties dealing with these subjects had been deposited with the Secre 
tariat the Council should evaramc them from the point of view of the progress in 
general security thus brought about It Jso requested tne Council to submit to 
careful examination the proposals declarations and suggestions made at Assembly 
and Council meetings regarding paafic settlement ot mtemationdl disputes, and to 
epo-t the JVC t Aa enbW oTi tl.e v Inch could he ffinde r tbo matter 

The Assembly requested the Counul to undertake a preparatorv' study with a 
viev” to a conferctivc for tlie reduction and Iimitationsotarmaraents, to be convened 
as soon as satisfactory conditions bad been assuad from the point of v lew of general 
security Persuaded, also that eumomic peace would largely contribute to inter 
national security tbe Assembly entrusted the Council with the investigation of the 
economic difficulties which stood m the v ay of a n-vivai ol general prosperity

ing an extraordinary meeting, four sessions (three e'traordmarv) of the Permanent 
Court of International Justice several tonferences three of which led to the conclu 
- on d mtvinational conventivUs, constant meetnoa of the Tccbmcal Organisations 
and various League committees give ample evidcntc nf the Leagues activity 
during the past year in the following fields developmuit of international Lvr (Perma 
nent Court of International Justux and tlic Committee for the Codification of Inter 
national Law} aottlement of political conflicts (the Iraq frontier di'put* ^beCreco 
Bulgar frontier incident), application of Article XXIU of the Covenant as regards 
the supervision of the traffic in arma, settlemoit of mmoritv questions and impro 
vcment of the procedure followed bv the Council on such matters 



Improvements were effected in fte metlind of settling disputes betwi.cn Poland 
and the Free City of Danaig progrss vas also made in the supervision of the 
administration of Mandated Temtories 

The Tcclmical Organisations— the Economic and Financial Organisation 
the Organisation for Commumcations and Transit and the Health Organisation— 
and the Committee on Intellectual Cooperation displavcd constant activity in 
their different spheres The work of tk. la t named body v ill henceforth bo com 
pleted and developed by the International Institute at Pans 

In the humanitanan field mav be noted the conclusion of two international 
conventions on the trafScin opium, the constitution of the Child Welfare Committee, 
and the drafting nl a convention lor tfie suppression of sfaverj and of a scheme for 
an international union for relief m disa ter 


DEVEtOPMEMT Op iHTEPHATIO'IAt, LaV 

Pemoiuvl Court of Iniernattoral Justice — In 1925 tlie Permanuit Court of 
International Justice gave l\/t» decisions and three advisory opinions The first 
opinion dealt with the interpretation of an article of the Lausanne Convention on 
the c-Nchange of Greet and Turkish populations, the second concerned certain legal 
points m connection vith the Polish postal service at Danzig the tiurd given hie 
the foregoing at the request of the League Council, bore on the interpretation of an 
article of tlieLau anne Treaty relatin'' to the traoog of the frontierbutween Turkey 
and Iraq On these opinions tiie Council based its dectomns m disputes which had 
arisen betveen Greece and Turkey, Poland and Danzig and Turk> and Great 
Britain 

Two disputes were submitted for judgment The «o called Mavromatis affair 
was brought before the Court by the Greek Government, in another case, dealing 
with certain German interests m Upp»r Silesia proceeding' were instituted by the 
Governn]'’nt Judgment lias been given m the hrst case 

As in preceding jvars, a certain number of international agreements were 
concluded-mamly between Switzcrlmd and several other countnes-conferrmg 
upon the Permanent Court jurisdiction as r^ards the solution of I'crtain categories 
of international disputes A list of these agreemeots is given m the flr»t annua! 
report of the Permanent Court which was publ^hed for the first time m 1025 in 
order to give effect to a recommendation of the Assunblv The report also describes 
ttte c^gs^t^atiCa cf cIil Court srd ik activrtv /rom f&e d»tc-ol iti crestoa 

CmvntUi jar the Codificat on of fnletmlumal Iaj ~ The Committee for the 
Progre'sive Codification of Liternatiotial Law met in 1025 for the first time when 
It agreed upon its sphere of action and its methods of work It decided to deal 
with questions of private and public mtem^onal law, drew up a li't ot subjects 
to be studied by sub committees and sought the isastanco of several important 
international organisations The Comnuttec s mandate is to establish a provisional 
list of subjects of internationanaT the relation of which by Internationa! agree 
inent would stem desirable and feasible 

Since the League entered into force, mon, than a thousand international 
agreements have been deposited urnkr Arbele Will of the Covenant, for regis 
tration and publication by the League 


PoUnCAL QUESTIONS 

The delimitation of the frontier between Turkey and Iraq known as the Mosul 
dispute, and the Greco Buigar ^^ontIe^ madent were the most important political 
questions bciore the Council m 1025 In the ca«c of Mosul the Council was called

upon to settle t dispute of several years standing which had hitherto baffled both 
the Lausanne Conference and the parties directly concerned On the other hand 
the Greoo Bulgar frontier incident by ite a suddenness put the Council s powers 
of action to a severe proof 

The haq rrontier — After a preliminary evamination of the Mo'ul question 
in September in the enurae of whirh the Cnuoml heard the parties a provisional 
frontier wa= traced bct\ cen Turl ey and Inq mordcJto avoid incidents endanger 
mg the status quo and a Commission of Enquiry was despatched to the spot 
When the Commission s report was. received the Council resumed its ev ammation 
Asnecial Committee of the Council cooqiosedot the Spanish Swedish and Uruguayan 
representatives was set up to study the mater al furnished by the Commission and 
the parte' P’eliminar’ questions haying be*n niW regarding in particular 
the competence and funct oiu. of the Council the latter sought the advisory opinion 
of the Pe'manent Court which replied that the decision of the Council would ha^ie 
binding force and that the decision must be unanimous excluding the votes of the 
parties Turkey refused to accept th s mteipretation of the Lausanne Treaty 
her representative declaring that his powers did not c’^tend to arbitral procedure 
none of the suggestions put forward by Turley or Great Bntam seemed to 
constitute a starting point for mediation with a vew to friendly settlement the 
Council decided on the ba' s of the report of its Commission of Enquiry that 
the frontier between Turkey and Iraq should be established along the provisional 
line traced at Brussels m lo:<t 

This decision was sibject to the prolongation for twenty fve years of the Bn 
ti’Ii Mandate for Iraq unices Iraq breom'^ a mvmb'T of the League at an earlier 
date The British Gov ernment moreo' er undertook tc comply irith tlie recommen 
dation by the Commission of Enquiry as regards the Kurds measures to ensure 
pacification and commercial mea'ures 

Grece Eulgar Fmilter Inctdert — As a result of a frontier incident between 
Greece and Bulgaria shots were cvehsoged CdUsii^ loss of life Movements ot 
troops took place and part of the Bulgar an territory was occupied bv Greece Thu 
Council acting onan urgent summonsfrom the Secrctac/General met three days 
later to consider an appeal from Bulgaria and prevaded upon both parties to give 
orders within twenty four hours to their troops to ce^e hostilities and evacuate 
occupied territory 

In le's than sixtv hours (the tirai* lumt fixed by th^ Council) the orders were 
e'^ecuted Thre^ weeks later a Coraioission of Enouirv which had been despatched 
to the scent of the incident ditcnumed responsibdities hved the damage to be paid 
by Greece and recommended a s<xies of military and politi- al measures to be pro 
posed to the parties m ord'r to limit the effe'^ts of surh mcidvots or entirely to avoid 
their recurrence Both parties acrepted the Council s decision 


ItCPUCnOH OF Aiuiahehts 

The Preparatory Cmnsston — Tbe Disarmament Conlerence provided for 
in the Protocol for tlie Pacific Settlcmvot uf International Disputes could not be 
I'onvcned an insufbcivnt n imber of rabhrabonsl aving been received The Council, 
nvYerthe^ss at the request of the Assembly decided to undertake a preparatory 
study with a vmwto an ulbniatt-confcrenci. on the reduction and limitation of arma 
raents The preliminaries an. being dealt with by a Commission upon which the 
following states havi. betn invited to be rqire'uited ten States Members of the 
Council and nine other countries namely Bulgaria Pinland Germany, the Nether 
hnds Poland Roumania Rus»ia the Serii Croat Slo.cne kingdom and the United 
States This Commission will have the co opoatioa of the Permanent Advisory 



Commission and a Joint Commission on wbieh are represented the League Technical 
Organisations and th*- International Labour Office The mam lines of the 
programme of the neiv Commission were laid down by the Council in December 

Covvention on ih Trade m Am- MamUons raid Implements oj War — In the 
spring of 1025 an international conference which vas attended by forty four coun 
tries including Germany I^ypt, the United States and TurLev drew up and 
adopted a Convention for the Siiper\isioii of the Trade in Arms Munitions and Imple 
ments of War This Agreement is the outcome of a careful prcliminarv «tu(iy 
undertal'en by the Temporary Mixed Commission and is based on the Convention 
of bt GoT\a r It establi^cs a gene al s_,s*-cti of contro’ and puL' c t , V the 
international trade in war matenal, and special measures for regions where this is 
considered necessary Effect is thus gnen to Arbde XXIII ol the Covenant m 
virtue of which the League is entrnstud with the general control of the trade m arms 
and munitions 

To the Convention is annexed a Protocol relating to chemical and bacterio 
logical methods of warfare by which the Contracting Powers m so far as they are 
not already parties to treaties prohibiting such use undertake to prohibit the use m 
war of poison gas and analogous products and agr^ to extend this measure to bac 
teriolngical methods of warfare 

PrmU Manujaelme ej Amis — The question of a Convention for the control 
of the priv ate manufacture of war material which was examined in February 1925, 
was adjourn vd ur*"!' ’*■ should be poss-bk to judge of ^hc resets obtained bv f'e 
Conference on the Control of the Trade in Arms Ibis Conference having sue 
ceed' d in drav mg up a convention, the Tin^ Act of which urg' d that the interna 
tional aspect of the private manufacture of war material should receive early uonsidc 
ration bv Governments, rtteSixth Assembly invited the Council to continue its wnrl 
inthis connection The l3tteraecordingly,m December made arrangements for the 
drafting of a convention on the private manufacture of arms A questionnaire was 
addressed to all Gov ernments and a Special Committ^ set up to study the question 


Protection of Minomites 

With regard to the prctectioft of minorities the Council working m clo'c contact 
with fhe Govccrmeat« ccmcened tool several deci'ii'ns wtb a view ro ei'uring 
the application of the Minority Treaties in Litliuama Greece Roumania and Hun 
garv It settled a certain number of question^ raided in petibons, and defined and 
improved the procedure generaUy followed m the settlement of such que'bons 
in particular that of its idinonties Committee the so called Committee 01 Three 

In Greei.e — As the Greek National Assembly had unanimously rejected the 
Protocol for the prctection of Bulganiui mioonbeit in Greece [September 1924) 
the Council drew the attention of the Greek Government to its engagements and obli 
gallons under tut Minority Treaty The Greek Government m reply Iuitosh»d 
information nn the legislative measures it had takoi or intended to take m order 
to ensure the proteobon of the legitimate rights ot nunonties in particular, measures 
to ensure the fulfilment of its obligabons as regards the religious educational and 
legal needs of the Slav speaking mmority in Greece 

If Ltthmma — On the snbj<^ of agrarian and educational laws and their 
application in Lithuania a question which hod been raised by individuals belonging 
to minorities, the Lithuanian Government fmntslied the Council with explanations 
V heb apycaitii to tae Counnl to be sad^actory On this occasion the Council 
es-pressed the hope that the Lithuanian Government would succeed m dispelling 
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any fears which the minorities m^ht nintmac to fed and in persuading them of its 
firm resolve to appK the terms of its. dedarahnn of i022 

In Rcimana — The Council also had hefon. it a petition from farmers of Hun 
garian origin living in the Banat and Transvlvania The petitions complained that 
under the Roumanian agrarian law thev were more hardly dealt witli than other 
Roumanian subjects After a carutal esamination of the kgal political, ebonomic 
and social aspects of the qucsbon, the Counml decidul to accept a practical solution 
put forward by the Roumanian Govijnment, as conferring ccrtiin advantages upon 
the farmers and, at the same time, facilitating the pacitication of the population 
directl> concerned Under this agreement an indemnity of 700000 gold francs 
offered by the Roumaman Government will be distributed to the farmers 

h Hungary — The situation of the Jewish imnonty m Hungary is so far as 
It is affected by the Hungarian BKiterns damis law also came before the Council 
As the Hungarian Government e plained that the law was an exceptional and pro 
visional measure, to be amended as »oon as Uie situation became normal the Council 
did not enter into the legal aspect of the question, and confined itself to noting the 
declaration of the Hungarian Govenunent 

G(n4ral cusslroiis — Besides investigating these specif cases the Counri] for 
mally ratified theproc durefollowedin constitatmgits Minorities Committee which 
it may beremombered, examined all petition* and communications relating to mmo 
ritiea This Committee is formtd b> thu 'trting President of the Cnunril and two 
members selected by him Although each member of the Council i* entitled to 
draw attention to an> infraction, or threatened infraction of the minority treaties 
the entire activity of the Council m minority matters centrub in reality, in its 
Minorities Committee Thisbodvcvammcspetitionsaad— bcforedecidmgwhether 
a question shall be referred to th» Council— approaches the Governments, it Bbks 
them for additional information and puts fo-ward suggestions with a view to rrmov 
ing doubts or misunderstandings It also endeavours to bring a fnendlv influence 
to bear In bnef, the Committee 1$ the instrument for the application of the ^ssern 
blv resolution of 1922, which invites the Couned to hold with the Governments 
concerned friendly and informal communication which in the Assembly s opinion, 
i<i the best means, in ordinary circumstances, of promoting good relation^ between 
Governments and their minorities 


Admjmstii4tivk Questions 

The Saar — The Council renewed for one year the mandate of the Chairman 
and of the members of the Saar Govijning Commission In the Saar territory the 
establishment of a customs r^ime on the Saar German frontier was the pnncipal 
event of 1925 The Commission did all m ite power to mitigate the economii. an 
social difficulties attendant upon the introduction of a nev regime The scheme 
drawn up by the Commission for the remforcement of the Saar gendarmerie, which 
was approved by the Council is workup nonnallv 

Datia’g — In the course of the^ear Hie Council had to o^arame the Polish 
Dancig relations as a whole It adopted a ntfr prortdure for the settlement of 
disputes the object of which is to decrease the number of appeals to the Council 
and to eliminate as far as possible pohbcal tendencies Th' League Teciimcal 
Organisations, cr e”perts appointed bv them, play an important part m the new 
procedure which has aln-adybcenappliedmscveralc^es mparticular ratheques 
tion of 'the Polish Railv av Administration at Dauz^, m that of the Polish postal 
service at Danzig and m that ot the PolisJi mumhon depot

The Pcrraanenl Mandat*^ Commission met t\ ict m 1025, when it examined 
the annua! reporU of the Mandatory Po^os, is the preocnee of their accredited 
representatives and, in "omc uses of the administrators of the Mandated Tern 
tones The examination of the report on Iraq was postponed until thu Mosul dis 
pute sliould have been settled The report on 5 >na will be e oaramed at an extraor 
dinarv session in Februarv, 1020, mr whmh tiie French Goxcrnmcnt has promised 
a detailed statement on the present difficulties and the measures it propose' to 
take 

The Commission's observations on tlic reports ovammed and on certain peti 
tions were forwarded by the Coumil to the Mandatory Powers conrerned The 
Commission, further submitted to the Counal the te^t of decisions concerning loans, 
advances and capital investments in Mandated Territories and the extcn'ion to 
those territories of special international conventions The Council adopted these 
decisions, the object of which is, first, to promote the flow of capital into these tern 
tones and to mal e them the buieficiancs of conventions and special treaties con 
eluded b> the mandatones with other Pov en. 


Work or the Tcchnicsl Opoahisations 

In technical matter*, the work ot international co operation was pursued 
through the agenev of the technical organisations of the League 

The financial reconstruction of Austria, entered upon a decisive phasu and 
eonsidcraiole progress T as made in Hungary ' ' 

1/16 Fv a«5ta' Pecmtruclm of Attslita — Two expert', Mr Lnytcn and Pro 
fossor Rist, were appointed by the Council to proceed to an investigation on Austria, 
in order to establish the conneaion between the economic situation and the u ork 
of financial reconstruution In their report they came to the conclusion that the 
recovery of Austria was real and wtll founded, and set forth a number of favour 
able sjinptoDis The Financial Committee, for its part, confirmed the fact that

If the constitution of the Council s altered dunng the proceedmp of the Com 
mission the composit on of the latter may be vhanged n order to ensure the conti 
nuity of its work. 

The Commission will draw up proposab for the Council and will direct and coor 
(Imate all work preparatory to the Conference It will be ent tied to seek the coopc 
ration and advire of the competent I cague organisations which in their turn, may 
submit on their own initiative anv suggestion they may consider useful Thus the 
Commission will be able to seek the advice of the Permanent Advisory CommissioR 
on any questions relating to the military naval or air aspect of the matters in hand 
For the economic aspect it wdl •'all upon a jomt Commission composed of two 
members each of the Economic Financial and Transit Organisations (to be appoin 
ted by the Council after coDauIting the Chairmen of the respective committees) 
two member* of the Employers Group and two members of the Workers Group 01 
tne Governing Go 4 y of the intemationA ’LJturar Office (to be apptnirted by that 
Body), 

The joint Commi'sion may call m otht-r evputs under the same conditions as 
provided m the case of the Permanent Advisory Commission 

Under the standing authonty of the President of the Council the Chairman 
of the Preparatory Commission may request the Chairman of the Permanent Advi 
cory Commission or the Joint Commissioo to assemble these bodies on a given date 

The Preparatory Commission may at any tune summon the Chairmen and the 
Rapporteurs of the Permanent Advisory Commission and the Jomt Commission 
to explain the viev s of these bodie* It may also summon and hear any persons 
vvho*^ special qualificat ons are calculated to facilitate its worl on a given subject 

In his report to the Counal Dr Beoes (Czechoslovakia) «aid 

TI S5'' proposals (rejMd the composition of the rommisSicn) are verv 
slilfuily designed to meet the lequiremeut that the higher political direction 
and coordination of the prelira nary worl should be concentrated m the hands 
of accredited representatives of the Govemmeiitj In view of the very diverse 
features which the problem presents m Afferent parts of the world and in order 
to meet the w shes of tije Assembly, the scheme nghcly provides for the exten 
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Sion of die leading orga’usatura by adding to the repres''ntativts of States Mem 
bers of the Council a certain muaber of Kpieseatativ<.s of other States which 
are in a special situation ut r^id to Uus problein. It also pro /ides means of 
enabling States not directly represented to make that views heard, and it em 
powers this Commission of Govenunent representatives to obtain the opinions 
of experts specially qualified to advise on partjuilai' qiiestions Another advan 
tage offered bj the scheme submitted to us is that it creates a well defined, \ct 
elastic, System of cooperation in tiie votk of disarmament with the technical 
ni^nisations of thi* League 


2 Programme of the Preparatory CenmtssutA — Hie programme of the Commis 
Sion, which will meet for the first time on February 15th at Geneva, includes the 
study of certain questions fipnng on a lot dtavTi up bv the Cnuncii In his report 
Dri Benes summed up as follows the debates of the Council Committee on the subject 

In the first place, recaSuig the resolution of the Fifth Assembly on the 
question of the reduction of naval annaments, the French, Italian and hpan'se 
repr<.:ientatives stated on behalf Of tbeir Governments, that thev could not 
see their wav to dw'oSiate the various kmds ofarmaments—cuhtarv, naval and 
air— and to consider them at separate conferences 

Secondly, a large number of delates uigcd tliat it was impossible to deal 
with the disarmament question without rrfetetice to what has been called the 
potential war strengdt ^ the various countries— in other words, tbeir papula 
uon and their economic and industrial resources Ao there could be no queation 
of effecting a rcduition lo such factors, nor even of usefully cvammmg them, 
they thought that it would not be practicaUe to find a I iir basis for comparison 
between peace time armaments properiy so called, unices th** poteflbal wat 
strength of various rouittriCa were made comparable by organising tcdhomic 
and financial assistaiHc as provided in pnnapl* in Article 16 of tho Covenant 

Again, the French representative laid great stress on the point that one of 
the essential objects of thv reduction and limitation ot armanlcnU, was to secure 
a position in wbch no country comimttiiig an a^rcs ion would bs able to make 
head against Che total forces which could be brought against it by the Members 
of the League vcting conjointly in pursuance of Article to of the Covenant and 
of regional agreements av lonUmplated in Article 21 

Lastly, the Bnbsh, French and Spanish delegates expressed the apimon 
that the question of an internabonal supervision to ensure chat the observance 
of linuution of armaments was being otmrved ^ould be examined by the Pre 
paraton Commission The French delegare emphasised the necessity of such 
supervision, particularlv during the penod when the arbitration and conulm 
turn proceedinp provided for in the Covenant of the League of Nations and in 
the various agreements recently concluded Were in progress 

Dr Benes observed that the Council had succeuded in reconciling the different

agreement witli the Austrian Government 

The December Cniinc i m eting at which Austria, Denmark and the Nether 
lands were represented, was attended b\ M Zimmerman Cymmissioner General 
of the League at Vienna Marquis Cusani (Italian), Chairman of the Committee 
01 Control 01 tne Guarantor States and M Dubois Chairman oi me Financial Com 
mitLee On this occasion the Austrian Government made known that it accepted 
the two conditions laid down by the Counal m September namely that a foreign 
adviser to the National Bank should continue m office for three years and that the 
Ccuncil should be empowertd to reinstate a ronimr:sioner General at any time 
during the ne^t ten \'ar> if budgetary stabihtv seemed m danger 

The balance of thu loan vi!l be progrusjvelv applied for the improvement of 
Austria s economic life It will be retuned m liquid form in a separate account and 
will be released lor sueft expenditure as the Iinancia) Committee mav approve 
At the beginning of I9'’6 a substantial part will be devoted to tbv vLctriUcation of 
railways and to produi five investments The svsteiii contemplated by the Finan 
cial Committee lor the administration of the balance has been so devised as to eli 
minate every i.lemi.nt of general hnancial control and to leave Au^tna in complete 
control of her own budge' Thcspecial ronlrol of the assigned rev enue*, as planned 
by the Financial Committee can m no case encroach upon Austna s political and 
economic independence 

Under the arrangements proposed by the Financial Committee and adopted 
by the Council the Committee of Control pending the complete discharge of the 
reLonstruction loan is entitled to address communication' direct to the Austnan 
Government The yield of the re''eaucs assgned as ecurity for the loan will 
continue to be paid into a speual account under the management of trustees appcin 
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ted by the Council The latter will draw from the account the sums necessary 
for the loan servi'-e and will placu the balance at the disposal of the Austrian Go 
vernment The trustees will be m communication with the Committc* of Control 
and w ill keep it informed of all matteis concemiug the accounts entrusted to their 
management 


The Commissioner General of the League at Vienna expressed h s satislaetion 
at the suecess which had crowned Austria s long and sustained effort' He recalled 
that the financial control which had been rela-M last 'August would henceforth be 
limited to the management of the a'S^'-d revenues and of the balance of the loan 
and would come to an end in or about July Ht added that he hoped to be able 
to absent him'elf frequentlv from Vienna during this nnal period and desired on this 
Qcca'ion to eypress his gratitude to the Council tor its confidence and support 
The Austrian reoresentatue adhered on behalf of his Government to th*" pro 
posals recommended for adoption 

The Council finally, took note of a letter from the Austrian Government and 
of a declaration made by its representati' e containing the engagement entered

The work of the Purnancul Mandates Commission at it' October session and 
various qi estions relating to the administrabon of Mandated territories were exa 
mined b> the Council on December plh The Chairman of the Permanent Mandates 
Commission "'lirquis Thcodoli attended the meeting 

Seventh Sess'on of the Permanent MtaJaM Commission — On the proposal 
of Unden (Sweden) the Council commended to tlie consideration of the Manda 
tory Powers certain points raised by the Commission in regard to petitions the 
present situation of enemy property and the despatch of the annual reports of 
the *ifandator/e 

The Council associated itself with the strong desire expressed by the Comm ssion 
for the prompt and satisfactory restoration of order m Svna It approved the con 
vocation of an extraordinary se»sion of the Commission at Rome in Februarv to 
consider the «pecial report of the French Government 

With regard to Iraq the Council shared the view of the Commission that tlic 
e aminatjon of the report of the British Government should bs postponed unbl 
the Mosul dispute had been settled 

The Council dtcided to forward to the Mandatory Powers concerned the Com 
rai'sion s observations on the five annual reports examined (^) togetlier with its 
conclusions regarding the different petitions (*) The Secretary General was also 
requested to bring these conclusions to the knowledge of the petitioners 

Grgfli'ic Lad) on the 4dmimslra<iot of Rntaida tJnudi - In September 10:5 
the German Government drew the attention of the Counvil to a law dated August 
2ist iqzj providing for the future administration of Ruanda Urundi and raised 
certain objections based on Article XXII of the Covenant 

Ac the Seventh Session of the Commission m October last the accredited 
representative of the Belgian Government ^ve full explanations and an autho 
ritative interpretation of the law { ) The Rapporteur to the Council concluded 
that although it seemed to him that the drafting of certain articles of the law 
might g VO nsc to doubt the interpretation was sufficient to dispel any fears which

The question of Uie Hunganan Ivum'rus Clatim law (No 2^ of ip20] was 
tirat brought before the Council m September, 1922, a* a result of petitions Irom 
the Joint Foreign Committee of the Jewish Board of Deputies and tho Anglo Jewish 
Association, and the Albem IsraHtU lin MrscUe This law lay* down j'iir aha 
Chat the number of students of different races and nationalitiea enteied on the rolls 
of universities and other institution* for higlier cduation aliall be m proportion to 
tho number of mhabiUnts d such races and nationalities m the country, each race 
or nationality shall be repr^^sunted m a proportion of at least nmctvnths of it* ru 
poutive proportion m the country 

The Coum il felt at that moment tlial it ought primarily to obtain information 
as to the mnniicr in which the law undvr di*vu*sir>n was bving applied and wlietlier 
m practice the legitimate lights of nunonlics were being disrcgardud The Hunga 
nan Government aecordmgN on vanous occasion* supplied statistical information 
on the subject 

Subs-’qucntlv, tJie Joint Foreign fommitta of tho Icwish Board of D puties 
and the Anglo Ji.wish Association, addrvsscd to the League a further petition on tii' 
eubjurt d vihiCh the Horgaija" Go/vumco^ *u' Titled ts obser .a*" ons On th . 
jiroposai of tiiv Spanish Belgian and Japancsv rvprvseotatives and in the light of 
this material the Council deaded to resume its c'ammaticin of the matter at its 
thirty seventh session 

fhe question before the Council wa whether th" iVsnifiiis Ctais'ir was compa 
tiblc irith the pnn'-iple of equal trcatm>'Dt for all Hut^nan nationals irrespective 
of raec, language or ert'd, as laid dovn m the treaties The Hungarian repri. 
sentative said that Ins Government considered t^e law as an exceptional and pro 
visional measure, necessitated by an abnonnal social situation, a measure which 
It v’as decided to amend direetly the 'itoatioa changed In these circumstances 
the Council, on December 13th, decided not to enter into tho question of law and 
to take no action for the moment but sunply to note the statements of tiie 
Hungarian Government and to await tlu- amvndnifnt of the law m the near 
future

The Council accordii^lv dcadetl to bring this question to the 1 no'nledgc of t!ie 
neutral members of th' Mued Commission for the ENchange rf Grecl' and Turlish 
populations These memhen, as requested by the Grepk and Turkish Governments, 
liad been asked to investigate the situation ot Greek and Turkish minorities with 
regard to the CACCution of the Convention on the ewhange of populations 


4 — Fapasps op Hunoapian Race m the Bajiat and Tbansyivawa 

On the propo'Al of M de Mello Tno-o, the Council, includmg M Comm no 
(Roumania) uccepted the amngemenU made b> (he Roumanian Government and 
tlio Brasilian, Briti h and Sweduh representatives for the distribution of an 
indemnity of 700,000 gold francs to larmcrs of Hunganan race expropnated under 
the Agrarian Reform Law 

Tlie arrangements pro«idc for th* formation in each settlement of a comittce 
elected by the farmers, who*t duty it will be to prepari. scliedules giving detailed 
iniormatifin in respect of each farmer for purposes of indemnity The farmers are 
entitled to appeal against decisions of tbe^e eommitteis to a special commi^iion at 
Buf^rcst, attached to the Central Offirc for liic Parlilion of Lands Thi' com 
mission IS 1 omposed of a Councillor of the High Court of pp'^ 1 , appointed by the 
President of the Court, the Director of the Central Ofticc for the Partition of Lands, 
and a delegate appointed by the farmers 

soon as the redistribution of land has taken pljiee and pavments Inve been 
made the Roumanian Government will notify the League to this effect, and Will 
fora aid a list of the payments, made to each farmer, mentioning whether disputes 
have arisen and, if -o h"™ they have been settled

Ei.sidts e^amiiung ih" special cases on the igcnda, Uic Council dealt with the 
ijui btion ol Mmontio as a whole laiaed m a resolution ot the Sixth A sembly It 
may be remombereJ that the Assembly apptuved the procedure followed bv the 
Counril m regard to the protection of minorities and rcferrid to the Council llic 
minutes of a debaU. in the Sixth Committee on a proposal of the Lithuanian repre 
-cntative whi h was subsequently withdrawn The ppoposal aimed at the prepa 
ration of a general eonvention to mrludt. all States Members of the League s'^tting 
forth rheir common rights and duts s m regard to mmonlics 



The Coun(.il fon'^idcied that this dasLUssion did not i^l fn mv iction at the 
present time It noted hovcvtr the itsobtion of tne Assemoly and heard c 
'tatement b> M de Mello Franto its t^portettr on mmority tjuestions during the 
last two vear» expressing hi"; per^^ on the subject 

M de Mello Franco began by recalling the ongin tnd growth of the rights of 
minorities Ht pointed out that tne gui.<tion ot ra* lal and religious inmorities had 
only been raised on certain histoni occasion such as the incorporation of tho 
territory cf one Stat' with that of another, temtorial aconstrucBon resulting from 
war the con'titution of nev States or stm^^les on the part of ccrfcim States against 
oppression b\ other States For this reisrn he said the mere coe\isti-ncc of 
groups of persons forming collective entities ia< lallv different m tfie tcmlorv and 
under the jurisdiction of a Stab,, was not sufficient to create the obligation to 
recognise tlic existence m that State side h> sidt, with the majority ot its population 
of a minont', requiring Che protection of the f laguc of Nations 

A minority in the terms of thr present day treaties should be he said, tne pro 
duct of struggles going bach for centimes or pertiaps shorter periods between ter 
tain nationalities and of the transfer of certain territories from nne sovereignty to 
another in the course of succc'sive histone phases 

These factors however were not constant in all States Members of the League 
M de Mello Franco therefore was of opinion that a general convention for the pro 
tection of minoritn4 was n^t feasible 

The Bratiban representative then evaramed the system gtadualh worked out 
bj the Council m order to ensure the application of the minority treaties This 
procedure he compared with an administrative law de^^' d to give effect to a consti 
tution for this reason he considered that the suggestions made on September by 
Count Appon\i(*) with a vie to the amendment of the procedure were not compa 
tiblfi with the minority trcatie' 

“Those who conceived tbs svstvin of protection said M de Mello Franco, 
‘didnot dream of oreating within certain ‘'tatc« a group of inhabitants who vvould 
regard themselve as perraancjitl/for^ign to thegi»nera] organisation of the country 
On the contrary they wished the dements of population contained m such a 
^roup to entoy a status of tegil protection which might ensure respect for the mvio 
lability o£ the person under all it« aspects and which might graduallv prepare the 
way for conditions neccs'ary for th<* establishment of a national unity 

Tn ordi’r to attain the desired id<*al it would suffice that the governments 
should never depart from the rules of good faith, and that the League of Lations 
should cxciLisc Its kgiWmdtt suptr imou, aUo that the peisuns be'orgi''g to the 
minorities should willingly fulfil th^irdutv to cooperate as loval citucns, with the 
State whose nationals thev hwe become 

The British representative Sir Austen Chamberlam, drew ptrticular attention 
*0 the defin tion which M de Mello Fian^o bad given of the purpovo of the ipraoiili 
treaties Dr Beni s (C2»cho'Io/aI la) said that the account given by M de Mello 
Franco of the origin of the minonty treaties was a truthful statement of facts His 
declaration gave an exact idea of the devdopment of the discussions which had 
taken place on the subject at sacccssiv'' a^sembhe: 

M hymans (Belgium) recalled that be had drawn the atteiition of the Si3kh 
Assemoly Committee to the fai t that if it were propo ed to extend to allStates the 
system of the protection of imnonbes suvh a policv, instead of ensuring universal 
peace, would engender internal di'sensionsinagreat number of countries— m addi 
ticn to tne international conflicts vludi toula not Jail to anse

that the Greet and Turkish dcl^tps to the lUvd Commission for the Compulsorv 
E'chaagi. of Populations had deuded to exchange '.oto Albanians for 5,000 Cons 
tantinopk Greeks, and that this 3tT<tiigement constituted a violation ot the 
eniogement entered into bj Gret-Cu Thu Greel Go/ernment, he said, persecuted 
and illtroated Albanians living in Grct^,e 

General de Lara President of the Mixed Commi sum and one of the mandate 
rics of the Council for the proteition of tne Albanian mmontv m Greece, reluted 
the statements of th** Albanian repracntativt, retalhng that the mandate of the 
jJixcd Commisaion \ras confined solely to the right to intervene m order to decide 
what persons were subject to <^Hiange It could ool therefore enter in detail into 
the relations of the Albanian population with the Greek authorities 

AVitn r^garo to tne 8cw Aiouuans who nau rtcciwa papers obliging Uicm to 
depart and who v/ere expecting dail » to be deported to Asia Minor, General dc Lara 
assured the Albanian representative that among th" c oidy persons of Turkish 
origin would be exchanged 

ihe Council on the propo al cf Viscount IsUu dended to for\>ard cup> of the 
minutes of the proctuiungs to tnt Gri.tK Govttnmvnt and to th neutral JUmbtrs 
of the Mi^'ed Commission 


VllI — Political Questions

Gciiei al Lauioiier i M iSMt — In September la^t the Council decided, at the 
i^qucit of the Biiti h Govcmmcnt to desp^tdi a rcprcsentitive to the Mosul di 
trict in order to ensure the maintenance <rf tho slabts ^,w pending the proceedings 
of the Permanent Court ot International Justice The reprejcntativc chosen was 
General Laidontc (Esthomanl, who subnutW his rcoort on December lOth 

The inve tigatirin of the Le^e representative was confined to the district

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4dopt CK ot llie Adiiison Opmor of {kePemarent Cowl - On December 8th 
the Councjl took not of the Advi<!ory Opituon of the Permanent Court, and heard 
statements by tiie representatives of the interested parties The British represen 
tative recalled that under the terms of the Lausanne Treaty, his Government 
had always regarded itself as bound in advance by the decision of the Council 
The Turkish representative on die other hand, declared that he was unable to accept 
an interpretation of Article j § 3, of the Treaty other than that given by the Grand 
National ^s embly of Turkey, when ratifying the Treaty In his view the Court's 
opimon could onlv be adopted bv the Council voting unanimously, including the 
representatives of the parties 

The Council, rejecting this argument deeded uiiarimou«h, the votes of the 
parties not being counted, to adopt the opinion of the Court The Turlish repre 
sentative who had voted against this resolution, then announced that, in accordance 
with his instructions, the powers of his delegation CMsed to be valid m the case of 
arbitration 

Concthalorv ^cium of th Coxnc I At the end of the meeting of December Sth, 
the Swedish representative pomted out that the Council, while adopting the Advi 
sory Opinion of the Court, b> no means intended to renounce its duties 8» mediator 
Tlie President, moreover, said that the Council Coraraittee, composed ol M Unden, 
ill Quinones de L^on and M Goani, woulo contmue its work 

The Council meanv'hile, as at all previous stages of the procedure, olTered 
both parties the opportunity to make suggestions or proposals which could be used 
as a basis for negotiation and agreement These n^otiations were conducted by 
the Committee of Three, acting on behalf of the Council, and the Turlish delega 
tion None of the suggestions oflered by either <idc seemed to the Committee to 
constitute a starting point for further mediation with a view to a friendly settle 
meat In its report to the Council, the Committee describes as follows its action 
with a view to mediation 

Th' Council has never lost sight of the pus^ibilitv of teaching an equitable 
agreement between the parties, it has accordingly listened on many occasions 
to the irgiiments of th' represeouuve# and instrucUd the Commi'sion of En 
quirv to furnish it vith all useful mfonnation and sugg>.stiQns The Council 
has not thought lit itself to formulate proposals, such proposals should have 
been made bv the parties tliem»<'Ivcs with u vivw to a compromise, and even 
so the Council could not act as mediator if th* divugcnce between the proposals 
V ere so wide as to e'dude ah hope of ''oncihation 

Moreover, the Council wa bound to muntain its absolutt. right to take a 
decisien— a nght of v hich it would avail itself if necessary In the absence, 
therefore of conditions making it possible to ivach a friendly solution, the Coun 
cil finds itself obliged to use the pov er confermd on it by the Treaty 

Decistm oj Hit Coihctl — The Council read its decision on December ifith 

At the beginning of this meeting, to which Turkey had not sent a representa 
tive, the Prejidcnt read to the Council a declaraboa of thv Turlish representative, 
fevfikRuchdiBev, according to wlucb the sovereign rights of a State over a tern 
tory fould only come to end with its consent and that theroforv Turkev’a rights 
over the whole of the Mosul \ilayet remained intact 

The dension of the Counol was based on tiie foundation provided by the report 
of the Commission ot Enquiry, the (knmnittee of Three having rerogniscd that an 
equitable solution of the Qispute could only be found m following the mam lines of 
tilt final uonclusions of this report 

The adv antages and disadvantages, the Connml stattd, of each of the solutions 
indicated were carefully wughed, together wifli all the considerations raised by the 
Commission of Enquiry, the other information collected and all the legal and poll 
tical data left by the Commission of Enqmrv tor the appreciation of the Couned 
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lifter all arguments and fartors had been taken into consideration tlic solution 
best adapted to settle the question appeared to tiic Council to be the allocation 
to Iraq of all the terntorv south of the Brossels line 

The British Government was invited to submit to the Counc 1 a new treatv 
with Iraq ensuring the conbnuation for twenty five years of the mandatory regime 
unle's Iraq became a member of the League at an earlier date 

As soon as witii n six months the Council lo notified of the execution of this 
stipulation it will pronounce its decision final and indicate measures to ensure the 
delimitation on the ground of the firontiec hoc 

The Birtish Government as Mandatory will lay before the Council the me’ 
sure' tn be tal en with a view to securing for the Kurdish population the guarantees 
of local admifU'tration recommended by the Conunission 

The British Government was also invited to act as far as possible m accordance 
with the other suggestion' of the Commission of Enquiry as regards measures liKcH 
to ensure pacification and to afford equal protect on to all elements of the popula 
tion and al'o as regards the commenaal measures indicated by the Commission 


Mr Amcry speaking on behalf of the British Government and of Iraq declared 
tliat he accepted the decision of the Council and that both Government? would 
lo\ ally conform to it Ke added that ho hoped to submit at an early date the new 
treaty whose execution would give final effect to the Council s decision as well 
as proposals for giving (ifect to the various recommendations of the Commission 
President Sciaioja on behalf of his colleagues on the Council recommended 
both parties to reach friendly agreements lo order to out an end to the regrettable 
«tate of tension existing between them owing to the dispute for which a solution 
has just been found By so doing he said, they would assure the strengthening 
of the foundations of peace which was the essential object of the League 

Replying to this recommendation Sir Austen Chamberlain Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, said that the British Government had no wish to take up a 
ngid or uncompromising attitude towards Turkey On the contrary, it most 
earnestly desired toh\e on terms of peace and amity with tlie Turkish Government 
He added that this Government would gladly lend itself to conversations vvith the 
Turkish Government and was tcady to take into consideration any proposal made 
iftiai rurihsft cTovernmcnt wflicfl was compa(i6ie witii itis Gbvurcminrfi iftny 
as Mandatory to protect the interests of the people of Iraq 


The decision marks the final stage of a dispute of seven ycar» standing

The Commi'sion utilised the statements ^bmitted to the Council by the Greek

The Di,mir Kapu affair wis reaUj notbing more than a frontier incident 
rhich could, and should have been qwcldv ettled on the spot ThefaUenetis 
of a Bulgarian attack ■mdi a battalion — n »s nhich Was forwarded unverified 
by subordinates md distwted b\ some of them, and t\as rather too readily 
accepted by the Greek General Staff on October 20th— ^rtatly eomplicatcd the 
matter The Greek commSnd really feared an in''asion m forceofits torntory 
Tlierc can be no question of pameditatura on uthir side but ai soon as the 
situation at DemirKapu Decline stade tne Grech Government should hate 
been satisfied with stcuriDg the other frontier pas'cs and should not have entered

TOiiVa roer ftlea or wound’d and iKe oj*t of mawivut’e cf mdiha men, the 
Commission beign of opinion that the levy of the inhabitants of thcae frontier 
regions is contrary to the Treaty of Ncuillj), (i) loateria] and moral damages (loss 
of working days caused bv the invasion) 

The Commission assc<«es damages under these huds at ro 000 000 levas In 
fixing this figure account has been taken of the death of the Greek officer, captain 
Vassiliadis 

Recoimshikt ou — The last chapter of the report is devoted to general histo 
ncal considerations and a brief outline of the various problem, to be dvalt with such 
as refugees, the revolutioiury Macedonian Committee and the Comitadjis It 
further contains military and political recommendations 

I J^ibUtTy ReiontmaidaliBHs 

a) Ueasiires to prevtnl fronlin tradeJifs — The reorganisation of the frontier 
guards and the maintenanre of posts, at a greater distance from thi, frontier than 
hitherto The attachment to the military authorities concerned of neutral officers

As the Commission had been asked by the Council to suggest how the general 
causbS of «uch incidents might be removed or limited in their ejects itexpresses 
its views as to the neces ity in the interest of both countries of ulimmating two 
principal sources ot discontent 

It suggests in the first place that toe liquidation of property taking place 
under the Convention on the E''cbaDge of Populations should proceed more rapidly 
and that ve^ctious measures should be avoided 

In the second place the Commis ion points out that there arc in Bulgaria many 
refugees of Bulgarian origin who have arrived at different times from Greece where 
they have left property Under thi ymontic* Treaty thi.»e persons are entitled 
to return to Greece Greece however under the pressure of circumstances has 
used land bvlongmg to them to settle refugees from Asia Minor 

The Commis«ion rccc^ising that it would be cxtremcK difficult to apply 
fne law recommenis dnat fneGre* ‘oovenuneut snooii tfficr cuuipinft'kiii/iifivi thien 
land to pusons renounemg them right to return to Greece 
The report concludes in the following terras 

Tak'n as v whole the measures propo^d in Ihf present report mav b^’ 
expected to contribute in a large dq;ice towards reducing the tension between 
the population of the two countnes parQculariv m the nvighbourhood of the 
lo-'ir 

In the first place the Macedoiu<iii Revolutionary Committee s influence 
v'Duld decrcas' as it found fewer and fewer gncv«nces and sufferings araont' 
the refugees in Bulgaria to e^oit Secnndly the Greek population settled near 
the Irontier would have less to fear from comitadiis <uid from the rancour ol the 
Bulganait population thev have dbpbeed As the causes of discontent and 
grievanr-o disappeared lUattons betwen the two countries— and vven thi Eal 
kans a' a whole— -would become ksa strained 

In crnclu’ on the tomiiussion considers that it would be well for the Coun 
cil to reque t thr two Govenuneots tc l^p it informed at sufficiently frequent 
intervals of the progre« made in catrvu^ out tbe measures rpcommended bv 
''auncil 

Th" Commi ion is convinced that the two Governments Wiuid always be 
able to apply to the Counist for any a'sistance they might require in carrying 
out the recommendations contvnul in the presest report. 



II — Decision op the Cookcil 


On December 14th the Council noted that the toramission had fixed a sum of 
20 000 000 i«a' a. the amount of compensation to bf* paid by Greece to Bulgaria m 
respect of movable propi.rtv It turner decided, on the recommendation of the

Sir Austen ChamberJam (Rapporteur) said 

The fact that the Greel Government acted without premeditation, under 
the imprc'sion produced by information received from the frontier post and 
e'^ggerated m transmi'^on to Athens has not escaped out attention But, 
even if this information liad been auiurate, the Greek Government would not 
have been justifii d m direcbi^ the miUcary operations wbeh it caused to be 
undertaJ^cn vJe beliew that all the members of the Council will snare oui 
vier in favour of the broad pnnuple that where territory is violated witliout 
suffiemnt cause reparation is du«, even if at the time of the occurrence it was 
believed bv the Party committing th- act of violation that circumstances justi 
tied the action Wc behevo thb to bo a principle which all members of the 
League of ^’atioib viD vivh to uphold and which both Bulgaria and Gre»oe 
would wish to support mn if they liad not already ai.v»pted in advanwf) as in 
fact th»y did explicitly accept at Pans, whatever decision the Council might 
reach on this point 

The Council adopted with certain modifications agreed to by the GavoinmsntB 
concern’d, tho mditary and political recommendations made b> the Commission 
Ihi Swedi h Government will lend officers to supervise the reorganisation of the 
frontier guards The Council will appoint the Chairman of the conciliation com 
mission v>hose duty it will bv to intervene if a frontier incident cannot be settled 
b> negotiation between the neutral officers 1 

Both the Greek and Bulgarian Governments expressed their disiro to hasten 
the liquidation of the property of bcneficiants J the Greco Bulgarian Convention 
on Voluntary Emigration (Neuilly September 37th, loio) and to put an end to all 
vexatious meavures Thev will 1 eep the Council informed fif progre's in this 
respect 

Tbay nfiU ji«o icpov*' tothc Ccjft.l at it. ftftxt ®eaSion on the execution of it' 
recommendation concerning refugees of Bulgarian origin The Greek Government 
had already informed the Ckmncil that it was prepared to extend the time limit for 
declaration of enugratmn andvr the Convention in th’ case of persons of Bulgarian 
race resident in Bulgaria, wh« were entitled under the Minorities Treaty to uonsider 
themselves as Gruel subjects to return to Greece and to retain their real property 
in that country whethi.r they returned or not 

The Greek Government agreed further to tale aU possible measures to give 
satisfaction to the refugees in question The Bulgarian Government undertook to 
use all its influence with persons covered by the clauses in tlie Minorities Ireatiis 
to persuad’ them to accept comp’Oaation m return tor the surrender of their rights 
The Council referred to the Cominittec for Coitimunieatrans and Transit the 
suggestion of the Coqimi'sion that special faabbes for communication and transit 
be granted to Govemmsata and to tiie league Swetanat in rase of a threat ot 
war 


The President of the Council, M Scialoja, said that the Council was happy to 
note that a frontier incident which might have been the beginning of a conflict 
threatening the peace not onlyof the Balkans, but of the whole of Europe, had come 
to an end so rapidly ardiasof Hmdly a maimer 
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The Bulfanan reprcsentatnre M KaKoS declared that tlie dei-ision of the 
Counal would give the Bulgarian people greater faith m the future and v ould 
enable them to devote theraaelves with increased energy to thegeneral restoration 
of tlie country This wa' one of the gieate<t services the Council could render 
Bulgaria and she would be profoundly grateful 

M Rentis (Greece) e'^prc'sed the desire that the principle of the mviolabiiitv 
of a nation s territory emphasi'ed la the i^ort of Sir Austen Chamberlain might 
henceforth be invariably respected and consi^ently applied for the guarantee of 
peace

find a way to eliminate causes ot dispute, the questions arc submitted to the Council, 
which IS speciallv qualifii'd and establbhed to deal vidi such matters bv the Covenant 
cf thi* if ague but which may perh^ hate needed the pTep»tai.ory OIgo^J^cLtlotu, which 
we created at Locarno 

Perfection i» not Tithin human achievement, and »c cannot call the sv'tem con 
tamed in the agreements of Locarno perfect but I thinli it was th* best we could do at 
that time and as a conclusion to the trori- of th* Fifth and Swh Assemblies 

I on'-e said that the Sixth As erably, that of last September, had a le s splendid 
appearance than the one before it but that nevertheless it hould be ccn'idered more 
important hecauac whiir- not abandomog our ideal, we trod on firmer ground, having 
come down to earth out of the clouds 

Above th" clouds, however, W" saw a great sun which shed light on our hearts and 
when we returned to earth we were filed with a sprit different from that which had for 
mcrl> moved us (Jn that solid earth we have istablBhed in truments which correspond 
to the ideal of the Protocol 

Let me bear witnc<s tb it among all the Stabs present at Locarno there was one 
which reflected this pure spirit AD the others had also what I might call material 
interests Ital' alone participated in that voiima spntofinternationil peace without 
any direct interest She cook part in the worJ>, but sb" did so solely m order to represent 
the intorectof peace in Europe and in the world, and she has placed all her resources at 
the service of that interest 

I must now thank Sir Austen Chamberlain — the new title conferred upon the « 
pre'entntivc of tho British Empre shows that His Bntaniuc Majesty has recognised the 
distinguish d services v liivhlK has rcoocred to his ireuaCry and to Europe — and I would 
also assoeiat* m yself with the words of oU mv colleagues who have paid a tribute to the 
negotiators at Locarno I would add to thiir tcibut" the gcautude of tho whole world
